DISTRICT FORESTER 


REPORTS 
Of particular interest in the 
‘Trent District Forester’s Bulletin 


this week is the steps which are 
being taken to insure that good 
sound timber grown by the farmer 
on woodlots, finds a proper mar- 
ket. In this connection, Mr. A. B. 
Wheatley, District Forester, reports 
as follows: 

REFORESTATION 

A survey of all sawmills and 
wood-using industries, in the Dis- 
trict, is being conducted this sym- 
mer, The purpose of ths survey is 
to link the farm woodlots with the 
buyers of woodlot products. It has 
been found in the past the farm- 
ers frequently cannot find a mar- 
ket for their business, while at the 
same time wood users cannot lo- 
cate supplies for their business. 

By acquainting the farmer more 
fully with his market, wastage will 
be prevented and better utilization 
of the woodlot will result. Too of- 
ten large sound timber trees have 
been cut into fuelwood when 
greater revenue would have been 
derived by selling them as sawlogs, 
veneer, or some high grade pro- 
duct. 

A catalogue will be made up this 
year for the District, to be con- 
sulted by sellers or buyers. It will 
be brought up to date annually. 
FOREST PROTECTION 

One lightning fire occurred in 
Harvey Township on Thursday of 
Jast week. An area of six acres 
was burned, requiring six extra 
fire fighters to pul it out. Light- 
ning strikes represent a consider- 
able hazard, particularly in view of 
the fact that such strikes often 
occur in places difficult of access. 

The Junior Rangers who are 
camped at the northern end of 
Lak, Catchacoma are making very 
good progress in the line clearing 
for the metallic telephone circuit 
which will replace the grounded 
circuit which has been in use for 
th, past twenty-five years. These 
Jads are also erecting poles in 
preparation for the hanging of the 
wire.

Acording to J. P. mater, Main- 
tenance Supervisor of the Trent 
Canal System, anyone with the bare_ 
est smattering of nautical acumen 
could travel from the Lindsay Locks 
to Sturgeon Lake without the least 
of trouble. And yesterday afternoon 
Mr. McGrath took two Lindsay re- 
porters out to Pleasant Point in the 
Department of Transport boat to 
prove his statements, 

The supervisor explained that be- 
cause of the criticism that had ap- 
peared in the papers not so long ago, 
he had taken this way of informing 
the people of the vicinity that the 
Scugog River from Lindsay to Stur- 
geon Lake was as well, if not better, 


marked as any waterway in the 
the Trent Canal System. 
Accordingly the press members 


were inyited aboard and the 45-foot 
canal boat moved off downstream 
from Lindsay, Skipper of the vessel, 
Captain Copperthwalte, stated that 
the boat drew seven feet of water 
when underway, and that it was 
highly improbable that any cruiser 
of that draught would ever appear 
on the Scugog. Most of the larger 
cruisers on the water now only draw 
three to four feet. Mr. McGrath ex- 
plained that if the canal boat could 
pass down the river without strik- 
ing bottom, {t would be highly im- 
probable that any other cruiser 
would ever encounter shoals. 

The supervisor also explained the 
marking system which is in use on 
the Trent Canal System at present. 
By mutual agreement of the United 
States and the Canadian Goyern- 
ment the buoys had been painted 
black on the starboard and the port 
buoys were red. He said that a good 
deal of controversy had arisen from 
various sources as to whether one 
of the buoys should have been paint- 
ed white rather than black, Be- 
cause of the international agree- 
ment, the staff of the system had 
nothing to do with the colour of 
the buoys except paint them. He 
went on to explain that the black 
buoys had w flat top and red buoys 
were coneshaped on top, This was 
to assist those who navigated at 
night, It would probably be impos- 
sible for one to see the colour of the 
marker but it would be quite easy 
to distinguish between the buoys by 
the silhouette, Each of the markers 
is topped with a reflector, which Mr. 
McGrath said, could be plainly iden- 
tified at a safe distance by a flash- 
light. Incidently, these buoys are 16 
feet long and have a three-foot tog- 
gle and {it was observed that very 
few stood out of the water much 
more than six feet. This summer, 
Captain Copperthwaite and his 
crew have put down 30 new buoys.

Lindsay Man Loses 


Brother in RCAF 


Among the nine dead in the crash 
yesterday of an RCAF plane at 
Alert 600 miles south of the north 
pole, was Dr. Donald W. Kirk, a 
member of the geographical bureau 
of the Federal Mines Department. 
Dr, Kirk was a brother of Mr. Mal- 
colm D. Kirk, Zone Forester of the 
Department of Lands and Forests 
office in Lindsay 

Dr. Kirk was a 28-year-old To- 
ronto native who attended North 
Toronto Collegiate and the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, He wrote for his 
Doctor of Philosophy degree at 
Northwestern University in Chi- 
cago, and his thesis, a geographical 
survey of Western Ontario, will 
be published soon by Toronto Uni- 
versity Press, 

He had lectured in geography at 
Victoria College and the University 
of British Columbia, and later was 
appointed provinclal geographer in 
the coast province. : 

In 1949 he represented British 
Columbia on the joint International 
Commission on Columbia River 
flood control, and this year went to 
the Geographic Bureau in Ottawa 
to assist Dr, Redford Watson, chief 
of the federal Geographic Bureau, 
in compiling a new atlas of Can- 
ada. 

Besides his brother, Dr, Kirk is 
survived by his father, William F. 
Kirk, principal of Jesse Ketchum 


School, Toronto, for 36 years; his 
mother, two sisters, Mrs, W. M. 
Pratt, Listowel, and Mrs, Donald 
MacLean, Montreal.

Timmins, Ontario, Aug. 2, (BU 
P)—Frovincial Police in the matter 
of a few hours Have recovered the 
three gold bars, weighing 216 
pounds, and worth $96,000., stolen 
early today from the Coniaurm 
Gold Mine at Timmins. 

Earlier reports stated that the 
“gold squad” had moyed into the 
northland to hunt down the two 
hooded bandits who were alleged 
to have staged Ontario’s biggest 
gold robbery. 

The bandits, with gunny sacks 
oyer their heads and shoulders, 
tore away the doors of the com- 
pany’s~ vault after burning them 
loose with acetylene torches. The 
gold bars were in a safe at the 
back of the vault. 

The bold robbery came exactly 
two months to the day a gang of 
thieves stole bricks worth 74-thou- 
Sand dollars from the Delnite 
Mines, located only three miles 
from the scene of today’s robbery. 

In that case the bars were re- 
covered and two men, Edward 
Clements, and Morley Latham, 
both aged 20, now are awaiting 
trial. ; 

Officials are sure today’s desper- 
adoes must have been on the mine 
property during the night, from 
the time the graveyard shift went 
on duty at 11 PM. The mine pro- 
erty is fenced in by a 15-foot 
Wire fence with heavy barred 
gates at the entrance to the mine. 
Those gates were locked after the 
graveyard shift went in. 

The Coniaurum night watch- 
man, 60-year-old ili Edwards, 
didn’t have a chance to stop the 
bandits. He was bound and gag- 
ged after they confronted him at 
gunpoint, their eyes peering 
through the slits in the gunny sack 
masks. 

Leaving Edwards on the floor 
like a calf, the bandits brought in 
the tanks and torches, and began 
to break down the vault doors. 
Edwards said they must have taken 
an hour for that chore. The safe~ 
blowing was rapid. A dynamite 
charge was detonated and the 
strongbox opened. Provincial po- 
lice say the safecracking was an 
amateur job. 

Police say the gold was found 
in a burning automobile near 
Nighthawk Lake, about 22 miles 
east of Timmins. The car belong- 
ed to Watchman Bill Edwards and 
was stolen by the two gunmen in 
their escape from the mine. 

The bandits apparently set fire 
to the car and fled on foot. They 
are still at large. Police said the 
fire in the car was not intense 
enough to melt the gold. It is 
being returned to the mine,

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Others Say 


Farmers generally are not unanimous in their at- 
titude toward the idea of a controlled agricultural 
economy. Most of them, of course, as a result of 
marketing difficulties in recent years, feel that their 
interests are served best by some system of price 
control giving them an adequate return for their labor 
and investment and preventing ruinous fluctuations 
on the market. 

There are others who still feel that the old law of 
supply and demand, despite all its apparent weaknesses 
when applied to the marketing of farm products, may 
be still sufficient. 

What they do not understand, however, is that 
the law of supply and demand cannot properly be 
applied to farm produce without both the farmer and 
the consumer running a serious risk. 

This is much more true today, when farmers 
through their organizations are beginning to have 
more control over the marketing of their produce, 
than they did in the past. 

If production on the farm were to be controlled 
by the law of supply and demand the result would be 
disaster—for the consumers. If farmers should double 
the price of a commodity by the simple expedient of 
cutting the production in half the consumer would 
starve. ig 

This is a problem that must be faced before long. 

The production of food obviously cznnot be left 
to the uncertain forces of so-called “natural” economic 
laws. But if in the interest of the general public farm 
production must be maintained at a healthy level, 
there must be some means of ensuring that the man 
who produces the food is not penalized for producing 
@ surplus. 

It is time that the general public realized that the 


food industry—the farm—is a public utility to which - 


the ordinary laws of the market-place cannot apply. 
—The Rural Co-operator

Salt Substitutes May 
Cause Syniptoms 

A few year ago it was found that 
by cutting down on table salt (sod- 
ium chloride), blood pressure could 
be reduced in some patients. Imme- 
diately physicians prescribed a re- 
duction in the use of table salt in 
and on foods outlined diets low in 
salt which could be eaten safely and 
listed foods, rich or high in table 
salt and similar salts to be avoided 
or eaten in small quantities. 

As salt holds 70 times its own 
weight in water in the tissues, this 
excess of water increases the body 
weight and raises the blood pressure. 
Thus all diets to reduce both blood 
pressure and body weight prescribe 
a great reduction of salt with foods 
eaten. 

Another condition in which cut- 
ting down on table salt gives relief 
is in Meniere’s disease—partial loss 
of hearing dizziness head noises and 
buzzing ears, with sometimes nauses 
and vomiting. - 

Cutting down on table salt or om- 
mitting table salt from the daily food 
intake is a serious matter to nearly 
all of us. Good digestion of food 
Tequires plenty of digestive juices in 
mouth, stomach and small intest- 
ine, and our food needs some salt 
to stimulate appetite and flow of 
these juices. 

Because taste and appetite for 
foods is an important part of enjoy- 
ing and digesting food, lack of salt 
is, as stated above, a serious matter. 
It can readily be seen that if we 
can't have salt, we must have some- 
thing to take its place. Accordingly 
on the market today are a number 
of substitutes for salt which seem to 
be meeting the desire or need for 
salt in most cases. One of the sub- 
stances used in salt substitutes 1s 
lithium chloride which resembles 
‘sodium chloride (table salt.) 

As a matter of fact, lithium has 
been used safely for years. At 
one time it was used in most cases 
of gout and for dissolving uric acid 
but is not used now for these pur- 
poses. Dr. H. A. Peters in Wisconsin 
Medical Journal states that large 
doses of lithium chloride cause dis- 
turbances in digestion and in the 
brain; therefore in using salt sub- 
stitutes, the contents of the substi- 
tute should be investigated by the 
family physician first.

was noticed that a lighthouse had 
On going farther down stream, it 
been removed. in its place was a 
white diamond, plainly visible for 
half a mile. This diamond has been 
placed on a tree on shore and indi- 
cated that. if the boat were put 
straight for that marker, the chan- 
nel of the river, which turned at 
that point, would be visible again. 
Seyeral of the old lighthousse had 
been removed, Mr. McGrath said, 
because it had been the opinion of 
the authorities that they had been 
more misleading than helpful. A 
féw had been placed in such position 


as to make the pilot believe he could 
steer stralght from one light to the 
other. This was not possible in many 
cases and the boat would be quite 
apt to foul up if such a course were 
taken. Now all the lights are off the 
bulldings and some have been tow- 
ed away. Instead are the diamonds 
mentioned and the double line ef 
buoys which mark the channel quite 
plainly. ‘ 

Progressing downstream, Mr, Mc- 
Grath explained how the water level 
was controlled in the Trent Canal 
System. In the 24056 miles of 
the syStem,-there are 67 reservoir 
dams. During the spring when the 
water is high, these dams are clos- 
ed to hold as much reserve as pos- 
sible and also to prevent a flood 
which o¢curs in many other parts of 
Ontario in the spring. In the summer 
months, as the water in the lakes 
and rivers goes down, these reser- 
yoirs are emptied gradually to keep 
the water in the Kawarthas up to a 
reasonably high level. Mr. McGrath 
states that the controlled flow sys- 
tem in operation in the Trent Can- 
ak ‘System. is probably the best in 
Canada. He said that the Scuogog 
Lake has no turbulent feeders and 
for that reason the river could not 
be allowed to flow through Lindsay 
at enough volume to keep the chan- 
lighthouse with the light installed. 
nel clear of mud, etc.. tos 


On- Sturgeon. Lake is. the only 


five-inch reflectors, but the light 
off. Hayes Point is the only one left 
now. -An acetylene flasher-has been 
put up-and.operates 24 hours a day. 
Not very bright in daylight, the light 
is reputed-to-be clearly. visible for a 
remarkable distance at night.

which handles very few heavy 
draught boats. From the end of the 
dredged strip through the marsh to 
the lighthouse, no-one could miss! 
the'channel if he knew how to make 
use of. the buoys.

Officials of the Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture suggest the use 
| of overripe fruit for a delicious 
drink, 

First, the fruit fs heated just to 
boiling and pulped with only suf- 
“ficient water to prevent burning. It 
is then passed through a sieve or 
screen to remove pits, fibre and 
skins, ~~ é 

The puree is mixed with sugar hy, 
about one part of sugar to four parts 
| of puree ...fo0 make a concentrated 
nectar. Then with the addition of 
water ...the nectar becomes an ex- 
| cellent drink. 

Instead of adding sugar to the 
puree and diluting later....agriculture 
officials say the puree may be blen- 
ded directly with an equal volume 
of light syrup to make the fruit nec- 
tar drink, ; 

They also suggest that the nectars 
may be canned or bottled in the 
concentrated or diluted form by 
heating to 190 degrees fahrenheit. 

For canning or bottling the nec- 
tars should be poured hot into 
containers, sealed, heated in boiling 
water for ten minutes and then 
cooled. If preferred they maybe pre- 
served by freezing. (BUP) 


Pullets—Attention During Growing 
Period _ 

The following helpful instructions 
on the proper care of pullets have 
been issued by the local office of 
the Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture, ‘ 

It is often during the growing 
stage that serlous permanent harm 
may be done to the pullets by un- 
Suitable feeding and management. 
The aim during this period should 
be to obtain normal development. 

Some poultrymen make the mis- 
take of thinking that the earlier in 
life a pullet begins to lay the more 
profitable she will be. While this 
may be true to some extent it is 
a wrong practice to try by feeding 
a stimulating diet to force a pullet 
to lay sooner than is normal for 
that particular bird, - 

The pullets which come into lay 
at a very early age usually do not 
develop fully and sometimes dle 
young, being unable to withstand 
the fatigue of continued egg pro- 
duction.’ Also they frequently lay 
small eggs. " 

The pullet which develops into a 
strong vigorous bird and comes into 
lay at a reasonably early age is 
what is wanted. It is far better to 
walt for say, three more weeks for 
production to start than to get 
eggs for a short time from birds 
whose vigor has been impaired by 
premature laying. 

Free range, adequate housing, and 
plain, non-forcing food are essential 
to enable the birds to build up 
strong frames and bodies and to 
get endowed with vigor and stamina 
to enable them later to lay well and 
live long, and not be prone to ill- 
ness and disease. 

Britain Is Interested 

Britain seems to be very much 
interested in how research findings 
are put to work on Canadian farms. 

According to a British agricul- 
tural expert, Sir William Ogg, Bri- 
tain’s farm education is lagging be- 
hind scientific research. 

Sir William ts now touring Can- 
adian experimental stations, uni- 
versities and farms with a group of 
United kingdom agricultural ‘ex- 
perts,

said that Britain had a vast amount 
of scientific information that didn't 
get to the farmer as quickly as it 
should, g

At the half - way point in the 
Anglo-Canadian food contracts for 
1950,,.agriculture officials say that 
only one third of the bacon con- 
tract has been filled ...and one-half 
the cheese contact. 


‘The bacon contract calls for|ship- 
ments of about 60 million pounds 
before the end of the year. And the 
cheese contract calls for 70 million 
pounds. The cheese contract also 
carries an agreement that Canada 
will ship the United Kingdom up to 
84 million pounds if possible. 

But the government source pre- 
dcts Canada will fall short on 
both contracts, 

He points out that the high price 
offered for bacon and pork on 
the Canadian market makes it dif- 
ficult to obtain supplies for ship- 
ment to the United kingdom. 

Britain agreed to pay 29 dollars 
per hundred pounds for Wiltshire 
sides.

Ottawa, Aug. 1, (BUP)—Federal 
Labor Minister Humphrey Mitchell 
died early Tuesday in the Ottawa 
Civic Hospital after being in fail- 
ing health for some time. 

The Labor Minister entered hos- 
pital for observation July 29th and 
died at two twenty-five AM. (ED 
'T) Tuesday. He was 55. 

He was Liberal member of Par- 
liament for Welland, Ontario, but 
resided in Ottawa where he kept 
daily contact with his office. He 
was often referred to as one of the 
cabinet’s busiest members. A trade 
unionist of nearly 30 years’ stand- 
ing, he was listed in the Canadian 
Parliamentary Guide as being an 
“electric operator” before entering 
politics and the cabinet. 

Mitchell was born September 
ninth, 1894 at Old Shoreham, Eng- 
Jand and was educated at Hove, 
England. He came to Canada as 
an immigrant in 1912, but return- 
ed to England to serve in the 
Royal Navy during the First World 
War. 

In 1919 Mitchell married Violet 
Winnifred Webb, of Hove, Sussex, 
England, and the couple had two 
sons, 

Mitchell was first elected to the 
House of Commons during a by- 
election in August of 1931. He has 
been a member of the Federal 
House continuously since then ex~ 
cepting during the years 1935 to 
1940. He was first appointed Fed- 
eral Labor Minister in 1941 and 
was re-appointed by Prime Minis- 
ter Louis St, Laurent in 1948. 

He was credited with a major 
share in settling a national rall- 
road strike threat last year and 
was counted on to stall the same 
threat this year.

Volcano Erupts 

An Alaskan volcano is in full 
eruption.

The 89-hundred-foot peak erupt- 
ed on Monday in the most violent 
outbreak since 1912. And Alaskan 
officials say casualties in the In- 
dian village of Pavloff may have 
been heavy unless the Indians 
were away from home at their

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McLean Predicts 
Increased Harness

A stepped-up entry list of har- 
ness horses at fall fairs is predict- 
ed by a man who is very close to 
the scene. B. L. McLean, mana- 
Ser of the Lindsay Central Exhi- 
bition, recently appointed “Direc- 
tor of Harness Racing” for the On- 
tario Racing Commission is the 
man. He made this disclosure 
during an interview with the Post, 
giving the following explanation: 

“As a member of the Racing 
Commission of the Frovince of 
Ontario, of which there are three 
members: Mr. Donald McIntosh, 
Mr. Georg, Hendrie, and myself, 
with Magistrate S. Tucker Bigelow, 
K.C., as chairman. The duties of 
this commission are fairly broad 
for the reason that it embraces all 
racing -- including flat racing, 
steeple chase racing and harness 
racing--in fact, all forms of racing 
carried on in th, Province of On- 
tario. 

“Because Mr. McIntosh and Mr. 
Hendrie have been lifelong devo- 
tees of thoroughbred horses, better 
known as ‘Tumners’, and because I 
have hed a lifelong interest in 
harness horses, they asked me if 
I would become director of the 
hharness racing division. This will 
explain the more recent announce- 
Ment appearing in the press. It 
im no way takes away from my 
responsibilities as a member of 
the Joint Commission, but it will 
Tean that my partcular attention 
Will be directed toward harness 
Tacing. 

“There has been a definite re- 
Vival of interest in harness racing 
during the last 25 years across the 
North American continent. It now 
holds a very important place in 
the field of sports throughout the 
States and Canada. Because har- 
ness racing has been substantially 
revived, there hag been a great 
development of interest among 
farmers and breeders of standard 
bred horses. Across Ontario to- 
day ther, are thousands of young 
standardbreds coming along, some 
of them racing in their two-year- 
old form, in order that they may 
et an early age commence train- 
ing with a view to some day be- 
coming 2 world champion, 

“As a matter of fact, at the

sent time, there are more than 500 
standard bred horses stabled. Some 
of the finest trotters and pacers in 
Canada are operating there now. 

“For the reason that I have used 
the word “standardbred”, it does 
not follow that other horses rac- 
ing as pacers or trotters must of 
necessity be standardbred in order 
to qualify for entry in harness 
races. Many horses have been 
raced in our own province which 
were not, strictly speaking, stan- 
dardbred. However, they had good 
blood in them and some of them 
proved good race horses. On the 
other hand, a breeder of prospec- 
tive harness racers would be well 
advised to see to it that his foun- 
dation stock is standardbred. 

As manager of the Lindsay Cen- 
tral Exhibition, which has always 
featured harness racing as & 
crowd--attracter, Mr, McLean had 
@ word to say about harness rac- 
ing and fairs and exhibitions in 
general. 

“I think there will be a larger 
entry of harness horses at fairs 
and exhibitions this year. This 
will come about largely as a result 
of the fact that the harness races 
now taking placg at Thorncliffe, 
the races that will take place at 
New Hamburg, Tillsonbury and 
many other points, chiefly in 
Western Ontario, will bring out a 
lot of horses. Then, since the race 
meets will be oyer about the time 
the fall fairs start, those horses 
will be available for races at the 
various exhibitions. 

“Regarding our own local fair, 
there is no single item which 
equals the harness races for arou- 
sing interest. When there is a 
close finish between seyeral har- 
ness horses( the spectacle will lit- 
erally lift the spectators from their 
seats.” 2 

Mr, McLean, whose activities in- 
clude seyeral positions, boasts 
proudly of his 74th birthday, which 
he says takes place in a little over 
amonth. At this age, many men 
can look. back on ten or more 
years of retirement, but not Mr. 
McLean. 4 

“If I retired now, ’d be dead of 
boredom in a month,” he confes- 
ses. “I prefer to keep going, and 
I enjoy working far too much to 
quit.” The fact that he has just 
added to his responsibilities bears 
out. his statement. 

Long active in fall fairs and ex- 
hibitions. throughout the province, 
Mr. McLean's interest in events of 
this nature is continuing. Today, a 
deputation -from the Collingwood 
Fair, better known as the Great 
Northern Exhibition 4s visiting him 
for the purpose of looking over the 
Lindsay Exhibition property. They 
are viewing the various {mprove- 
ments there to gulde them jn im- 
provements that they are now in 
the process of making for the fur- 
thur facility and convenience of 
their host of patrons and visitors, 
Mr. McLean says if they do not go 
home with some suggestions from 
Mr, McLean for the betterment of 


their exhibition, it will not be his 
fault.

WASHINGTON, (NEA) — So 
you're a city slicker and live in 
the heart of New York, Chicago 
or Philadelphia. You're up to your 
chest in culture, foreign restaurants, 
the theatre, first-run Jokes, con- 
certs and art galleries. You're a 
cosmopolite. 

But what you don't know, city 
man, is that you are slowly going 
whacky. Your kids are becoming 
delinquent and you're going broke 
in spite of what your bank bal- 
ance says. The experts have dis- 
covered that it’s soon going to be 
mentally and financially impos- 
sible to live in big cities. 

In other words, city life in the 
U.S. has now reached its point of 
diminishing returns. The city dwel- 
Jer is losing more mentally, through 
the strains and confusions of big- 
town life, than he is gaining cul- 
turally and intellectually. And he 
is having to spend more for psychi- 
atrists, police protection, delinquent 
correction, traffic handling and re- 
medial social services than the ex- 
tra money he might earn by work- 
ing in the city.

of the people in the U.S., too. Half 
the American population lives in 
big cities, on one per cent of the 
nation’s land. Indirectly it concerns 
a lot more than half because the 
trend to the city is increasing. 

Census figures show that between 
1940 and 1947 the 13 largest cities 
increased in population by 10.6 per 
cent and their suburbs by 19.2 per 
cent, A recent study in 12 big 
cities shows that 60 per cent of 
all post-war housing has been built 
in so-called suburbs. But moving 
to the suburbs isn’t the answer, 
according to Paul Windels, presi- 
dent of the Regional Plan Associa- 
tion of New York. 

“This expansion,” he says, “has 
become a sprawl of the huge mono- 
lithic structure of the city spread- 
ing across the surrounding country- 
side like the flow of lava from an 
erupting volcano. If present trends 
are allowed to continue without 
guidance or control, there will ulti- 
mately result compartively few 
solidly built-up metropolitan areas, 
roughly circular in shape, 25 and 
even 50 miles in diameter.”

And what's do be done about all 
this? Both the situation and the 
solution were revealed at the re- 
cent 82nd Convention of the Am- 
erican Institute of Architects. The 
answer is smaller cities within re- 
gions, Windels and other experts 
contend, or the building of super-

“In areas where clusters of 
small towns may be developed, the 
normal size of the small town will 
be between 20,000 and 50,000 peo- 
ple.

Each town will be sur- 
rounded by a permanent greenbelt, 
either established by a state zon- 
ing law, or owned by the city. There 
should never be more than 100 per- 
sons pér acre in the densest quar- 
ter.” 

Windels offers some practical pre~ 
liminary organizational steps for 
achieving this vegetable garden 
utopla. First, he says, the people 
have to be educated as to what 
is happening and told how to 
remedy the situation through ef- 
forts initiated by citizen groups, 
rather than by public officials. 
Then a National Commission on 
Urban Population Distribution 
should be established, followed by 
experiments to form “Metropolitan 
Dictricts,” conforming to the boun- 
daries established by the U.S. Cen- 
sus.

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Way Of Good Life 


By REY. T, E. HOLLING D.D. 

He hath showed thee O man what 
is good, and what doth the Lord thy 
God require of thee but to do justly, 
to love mercy and to walk humbly 
with thy God. -Micah VI 8, 

This verse has been declared by 
competant biblical scholars to be 
the greatest verse in the Old Testa- 
ment, It has the timeless touch and 
the eternal quality. Would that it 
might be framed and placed on the 
wall of every businessman's office. 

Space forbids a review of what 
led up to this statement of Micah’s 
only to say that like the other early 
Old Testament prophets, Amos. and 
Isaiah, he was indignant at the 
crookedness of prophet, priest and 
people who alike are vernal in busi- 
ness and religious practices. 

Let us at once get at the core of 
what Micah was driving at. It 
was the problem dealt with by many 
in the realm of both religion and 
philosophy, namely, what is the 
chief good? After stating what is 
not, he enunciates three principles 
which constitute the good life. 

I DO JUSTLY: this was funda- 
mental. There seemed to be a 
crooked twist in the moral makeup 
of the people of Micah’s day. The 
just life did’not seem nearly so im- 
portant as the formal religious life. 
Hence they were building on a 
foundation that was nothing more 
than sand, “Get down to bed rock” 
said Micah, and do justly in all 
your dealings one with another. 
Amos had said the same thing in 
@ more graphic and picturesque way. 
“Let judgement run down as waters, 
and righteousness. as’ a mighty. 
stream.” 

By no political alchemy can we 
produce a substitute for fundamen- 
tal justice in either man or a 
nation. The good life, the enduring 
life has its first note, do justly. But 
@ building must be something more 


than a foundation, On that foundat- 
jon must be built the superstructure 
of mercy. 

LOVE MERCY‘ the quality of 
justice puts fron into the blood 
of men and nations. But justice can 
be a hard and forbidding thing if 
it operates alone, 

Men who lean backwards in their 
passion for justice not only give the 
last ounce and pay the last cent, 
but they will sternly demand thelr 
pound of flesh as well, With no less 
devotion to justice let us temper 
it with mercy, The warm breezes 
of mercy give to the hardy growths 
reared in the soil of justice an at- 
tractive beauty, “Blessed. are the 
merciful, for they shall obtain’ 
mercy.” It is a reciprocal grace, and 
will be found to be so in the busi- 
ness of industry and government. 
if we have the faith and courage to 
build mercy on the foundation of 
justice. 


Do I hear someone say “T try to 
do justly and I do love mercy what 
lack I yet? 4 

Do not these two qualities suf- 
fice for the good life?” Micah did 
not think so. There is another di- 
mension required and that is 

WALK HUMBLY WITH THY 
GOD: 1 used to hear a leading edu- 
cationist in Ontario frequenlty quote 
this verse, but he always finished 
with “walk humbly,” and left out 
“with thy God”. Did he not know 
that in so doing he was cutting the 
main artery of the good life? There 
is a Uriah Heep kind of humility. 
that cringes and creeps before men 
because if lacks the dignity that 
comes from knowing every man 
may walk with God. 

Lord MacCauley in his famous 
essay on the Puritan says the Puri- 
tans bowed their heads before the 
Almighty, and put their foot on the 


neck of kings.

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Pioneer Resident Looks Back 


Retired Hotelkeeper Recalls 
Moving Of Tombstone Marking 
Grave Of Lindsay’s Surveyor 


‘O 


The surveyor’s assistant, for 
whom the town of Lindsay was 
named 116 years ago, once lay 
buried just behind the site of the 
Benson Hotel. He had been sent 
here with John Huston, of Cayan, 
whose duty it was to lay plans 
for a town to be shaped and built 
upon the present site of the town. 
Lindsay died as the result of a 
gunshot wound, and the embryo 
town took his name. 

This bit of the town’s history is 
recalled by Mr. Joseph McConnell, 
one of Lindsay's older residents, 
who remembers when the tomb- 
stone was removed by workmen 
who tore down the hill to the rear 
of the Benson Hotel to build the 
present wharf. 

“I often wished I had savea 
that tombstone,” Mr, McConnell 
said, “We could haye stored it in 
the Royal Hotel £ operated for 18 
years, from 1918. My father, Mr. 
Thomas McConnell, operated the 
Royal Hotel from about 1879, 71 
years ago, until I took over. I 
was born in that hotel and I was 
raised there, Mr. Tom Walters 
was mayor about the time of the 
wharf building and his brother, 
Mr, Harry Walters, was mayor the 
next year. My father sold the land 
behind our place for $700. on the 
condition that the wharf be built.” 

“Tt is a nice new front they have 
on the Royal Hotel now,” Mr. Mc- 
Connell agreed, “It was a three- 
storey building we had before the 
fire years ago.” 


MUDDY KENT ST. 


“T saw a load of hay stuck on 
Kent. St. one time,” Mr. McCon- 
nell related, “and it took two 
team of horses to pull it out. 
Board sidewalks were covered by 
verandahs from the Royal Hotel 
to the market. I used to take my 
dog team pulling the buckboard 
Wagon up Kent St. on Saturday 
mornings, with my father, who 
ordered the needed provisions and 
I took them to the hotel.” 


TROTTING RACE 

Continuing to reminisce, Mr. Mc- 
Connell recalled the following in- 
cident: 

“T had a trotting dog one time 
that competed with a pony, driven 
by Mr. Bert McLean at the Lind- 
say Exhibition. Although the dog 
had a sore paw, it gave the win- 
ning pony a close run, staying 
right behind it.” 


FIRE FIGHTING 

The fire equipment, Mr. McCon- 
nell remembers, was a big pump 
operated by eight or ten men, It 
drew water from a huge well of 
logs in front of what is now Jake 
Houzer's store. The first pressure 
hydrant was put in by Saddler 
and Needler, who ran a lumber 
mill (taken oyer by J, D. Flavelle). 


There were three fire bells, one 

for each ward. 

TWO-MAN POLICE FORCE 
Lindsay was then a lumbering 


town with a floating population 
kept in order by a police force of 
two men. One of the policemen 
was named Chief Bell. There 
were 21 hotels at that time, some 
of which were: Queen’s Hotel, sit- 
uated where Waddell's 1s now, Con-

Of Hosiery 100 
Million Pairs 


Canada’s knitted goods industry, 
in one year, has produced one hun- 
dred million pairs of socks and 
stockings--from ladies’ high style 
hosiery to heavy woollen socks for 
lumberjacks. 

The Primary Textiles Institute in 
Toronto reports that Canada now 
is producing every type of hosiery 
known in the world--and at all 
price ranges. 

From large and small mills lo- 
cated in 84 towns and villages 
across the nation, the industry 
last year came within 11 percent 
of its all time production peak in 
1948, 

The Institute also reported that 
Canada’s rayon industry will spend 
70-million-dollars in a five-year 
program to meet increasing com- 
petition from imports. 

Of the huge amount, 52-million 
will be spent on machinery and 
equipment, 18-million on construc- 
tio and 28-million on repairs and 
maintenance. / 

Canada now has 54 rayon plants, 
located in 36 communities, giving 
employment to 17-thousand men 
and women.

Berlin's Jobless Eat Fish, 
Potatoes But They Face | 
The Future With Courage 


By David S. Boyer 
NEA Staff Correspondent 


Berlin -(NEA)- Western Berlin's 
unemployed are eating fish and po- 
tatoes right now. They're patching 
up old wornout ciothes to make do, 
and they're trying to pass the temp- 
ting displays in shop windows with- 
out looking or wincing. 

Their problem is not that of the 
ordinary unemployed worker any- 
where. 

Besides being without work, they 
must face the atmosphere of 2 
wrecked city, the realization that 
one of every three Berliners is 
affected by the lack of jobs, and 
the ever-present fears of a second 
Russian blockade. 

Despite all this, the Berlin un- 
employed hang on out of necessity, 
out of love for their city, out of 
stubbornness. 

Primarily, they hold out because 
they are sure Berlin will one day be 
alive and happy again. They are 
conyinced that they and the Allies 
can hold this western outposs pend- 
ing the liberation of their German 
brothers in the Russian zone, 

Because the spirit of this army 
of unemployed is so vital to western 
aims in Germany, the job of main- 
taining their tables and their mor- 
ale is receiving 2 high priority. 

City government officials have 
brought unemployment pay up to 
nearly two-thirds the average wage. 
The West German government at 
Bonn contributes funds through 
a special stamp tax. 

The Marshall Plan provides wages 
for unemployed engaged in clearing 
Tubble, replanting city parks. And 
the U.S. Army has given orders for 
soldiers’ under clothing textile fac- 
tories hit by the business slump. 

Thirty-year-old Ernest Schunck 
is a typical jobless Berliner. 

Like many others, he took refuge 
in Berlin when the Russians overran 
his home in east Germany. Be mar- 
ried during the last days of the 


German retreat, so his wife Hilde- 
garde would not have to join the 
army. Ernst himself was exempt 
because of a lung ailment. 

Swollen by refugees, West Berlin 
was a city of unemployed since its 
fall. The year-long Russian bloc- 
kade struck West Berlin just as re- 
covery had appeared definite. 

‘There'll be many more months of 
fish and potatoes,” Ernst admits. 
“But give us five years. You won't 
Tecognize Berlin. We'ye got to do 
it. Too many people are depending 
on us.” 

Ernst gets $11 a week unemploy- 
ment pay to support his wife and 
two children. He and Hildegarde 
ration themselves & their children 
may have enough milk and eggs. 
They're long since stopped buying 
clothes. 

But things are getting better. In 
Ernst’s district in the past two 
months, more than 2000 have found 
jobs, There are still nearly 40,000 
without work, and less ‘than 100,000 ; 
with jobs in this area. 

Anyo-.e who has worked as long 
as 26 weeks since 1945 can qualify 
for unemployment pay. That leaves 
only habitual blackmarketeers and 
loafers out in the cold.

HALF A MILE LONG, this is how the $10,000,000 Columbus Light- 
house on the Dominican Republic coast will look.

Ciudad Trujillo, Dominican Repub- 
lic—(NEA)— Twenty one American 
nations are co-operating in build- 
ing a memorial to Columbus on the 
coast of this Caribbean island that 
promises to be One of the world’s 
wonders, 

It i; a recumbent cross, half a 
mile long and 131 feet 
high, and at the center will be one 
of the most powerful beacons to 
guide ships and aircraft. 

Being built as the Columbus Me- 
morial Lighthous, the huge struc- 
ture will be part of a 2500-acre park. 
From thg head of the cross, 21 av- 
enues, each 200 yards long, will 
stretch out in the direction of the 

American republic each avenue 
represents. 

The lighthouse on the east bank 
of the Ozama River opposite Ciu~ 
dad Trujillo, marks almost the ex- 
act spot where Columbus’ brother, 


Bartolome, established the first 
city of Europeans in the New World 
under the name of Santo Domingo 
More than 450 years ago. It also 
marks the midpoint between the 
continents. 

The great cross of the $10,000,000 
memorial, which points east in the 
direction of Columbus’ initial voy- 
age, has been completed, and work 
is under way on the monument and 
beacon. 

Beneath the beacon will be an 
octagonal chapel, 52 feet in diame- 
ter and 73 feet high, which evyentu- 
ally will contain the remains of 
Columbus himself. They are at pre- 
sent preserved in a special sepul- 
chre at the Cathedral of Santo 
Domingo, oldest such structure in 
the western world. 

Twenty-one smaller chapels will 
lead from corridors running the full 
length of the cross. In these, each 
participating nation will display its 
own Columbu, relics,

Common Parasites of Fishes 

Some anglers have been wonder- 
ing about the seriousness of yellow 
grubs and black spots which ap- 
pear in the flesh or on the skin of 
Bass, Perch, Pickerel and many 
other > fishes. >: 

Both these grubs are parasitic 
larval forms of one of the flukes 
or flatworms, Anglers consider the 
so-infected fish to be “wormy”. 
The yellow grub appears as 8 yel- 
lowish swelling or cyst under the 
skin and the black grub causes 
black spots on the skin and in 
some cases on the flesh. These 
yellow and black grubs have com- 
plicated life histories as a fish, a 
water bird (Kingfisher, Blue Her- 
on, etc) and a certain species of 
snail are necessary as hosts for 
certain stages of the life cycle. 
The grubs are harmless to man 
and do little damage to fish un- 
Jess a young fish is very heavily 
parasitized. 

No methods of contro] are known 
at the present time and anglers 
are advised to make the best of 
the parasite situation, just as the 
fish have always done.

In Future 


_ Referred to by Provincial Police 
Who arrested them as th, “hood- 
lums of Kent Street”, four Lindsay 
boys and one from outside the 
town pleaded guilty in police 
court today to charges of theft of 
gasoline. 

Evidence presented showed that 
the five had visited the premises 
‘of Ross Coad, who operates a trac- 
tor Service in the village of Oak- 
wood, and had stolen a milk can 
full of gas from the unlocked 
pump in Coad’s yard. Coad testi- 
fied that on the night of the 
theft, he had heard his gasoline 
pump creaking, and on getting out 
of bed to investigate, saw one boy 
standing near the sidewalk. He 
said hg shouted from the window 
for the intruders to get out of 
there, and a few minutes later 
heard a truck start up. He later 
found that the tank had been 
tampered with, but could not tell 
the court exactly how much gaso- 
line was missing. 

According to a statement made 
by one of the five to the police; 
they had collected at a Kent 
Street restaurant, and one lad sug- 
gested that they go to the Oakwood 
place to obtain gas for his car. 
They piled into a truck owned by 
the father of another lad, and 
went to Coad’s place. Here, while 
‘three of the boys atted as look- 
‘outs, two others took turns oper- 
ating fhe gasoline pump, Tunning 
— Sie gasoline into a- milk can. When 
they were warned by Coad’s shout, 
they put the can into the back of 
the truck and yeturned to Lindsay, 
wher, they dispersed to their 
homes, 

Two of thg group were already 
on suspended sentence for previous 
thefts, according to police records 
presented in court, and they were 
accordingly sentenced by Magis- 
trate Baxter to 15 days in the 
Victoria County Jail. Two others 
were giyen the alternative of fine 
and costs fotalling $52.50 each, or 
10 days, while the fifth was given 
the laternative of $27.50 _ or ‘five 
days. 

Coad was advised by both the 
Crown Attorney and the Magis- 
trate to lock his gasoline pump in 
future. He had told the court 
that gasoline had been stolen on 
previous occasions and that he was 
just waiting for the culprits to pay 
another visit. 


Charged With 
Assault, Lad 
Is Remanded 


Remanded in custody at the Ross 
Memorial Hospital, Lindsay, until 
Friday, an Eldon Township youth 
was found guilty on a charge of as- 
sault in Magistrate's Court in Lind- 
say today. Evidence in the case 
revealed that the assault was the 
knife wounding of the lad’s grand- 
father on July 29. 

According to witnesses’ testimony, 
the stabbing resulted when the lad’s 
mother and grandfather tried to 
prevent the lad, a diabetic, from 
eating a supply of fancy cakes 
which his mother had bought in 
preparation for the ensuing week- 
end. The boy subsequently went 
into a coma, and has been in hos- 
pital under obseryation until this 
morning. 

Medical evidence revealed that 
the lad has been under treatment 
for diabetes for at least ten years, 
and as a result of his condition, 
home discipline had been relaxed 
to the point where he appeared to 
go “into periodic tantrums. On 
a previous occasion, according to 
the doctor, the accused had bitten 
his younger brother so severely that 
medical attention was required. The 
doctor suggested treatment outside 
the home under medical superyis- 
jon, possibly at an institution which 
would teach him a trade. The accus- 
ed was therefore remanded until 
Friday to give the court an oppor-

Hamburger Pinwheels 

With meat prices still climbing, 
the Canadian housewife can be 
seen pouring over recipe books .. - 
searching for ways to stretch ex- 
pensive meats. 

Here's a suggestion for dressing 
up hamburger to sult a company 
meal. And it makes use of every 


fast cent invested in the meat pur- 


chase. The recipe is for hamburg- 
er pinwheels. 

First saute one-half cup of minc- 
ed onions in two tablespoons of fat 
in a covered saucepan. Then meas- 
ure ouf two tablespoons of the 
sauteed onions and add them to 
three fourths pound of ground 
beef. One third cup of fine, soft 
bread crumbs and one third cup of 
milk are mixed with the ground 
beef also, plus ome teaspoon of salt 
and a dash of pepper. 

A regular biscuit recipe can be 
used for the dough that completes 
the pin wheels .. - only the re- 
maining sauteed onions should be 
added to the flour when you add 
the shortening. There should be a 
bout one tablespoon of the minced 
ed onions left for the dough. 

Roll the biscuit dough in a 12- 
by-nine inch rectangle and spread 
with the hamburger mixture, Roll 
lengthwise ag for a jelly roll, and 
cut im 12 slices, The hamburger 
pinwheels are baked on a greased 
baking sheet in a hot oven for a- 
bout 20 minutes. Allowing two for 
a serving, the recipe serves six. 

In days of high meat prices, such. 
substitutes as cheese, noddles and 
spaghetti save many a budget. Ey- 
en potatoes can be dressed up into 
a fancy main course. 

Cheese-potato puffs are one ex- 
ample. Two cups of well-seasoned 
mashed potatoes and one half cup 
of grated American cheese are the 
two main ingredients. Combine the 
mashed potatoes with the grated 
cheese and just one teaspoon of 
minced onion. After they're thor- 
oughly mixed, shape into balls and 
roll in slightly-crushed dry cereal 
flakes, You can Use any one of sev- 
eral dry cereals that are on the 
kitchen shelf (bran flakes, corn 
flakes or grape-nut flakes). Bake 
the potato puffs on a greased bak- 
ing sheet in a hot oven for 20 min- 
utes. Two cups of mashed potatoes 
will make six potato puffs.

Blueberries 
And Bears 


DOLBEAU, QUE.--(BUP)— The 
blueberry crop in the Saguenay 
region this year probably will yield 


Thousands of settlers, farmers 
and townfolk have left their 
homes, colonization lots and farms 
for the annual blueberry harvest, 

The value of the crop this year 
was forecast at “average” or 
about $3,000,000, a department of 
agriculture spokesman said. 

The harvest will bring to some 
people as much as $500 for their 
four’ to five weeks work in the 
blueberry fields, 

Complete families prepare for 
the big harvest and some of them 
come as far as from Quebec City 
and the neighboring towns to par- 
ticipate in it. ~ / me 

Those who go blueberry picking 
take with them sleeping bags and 
camping equipment. Food is 
brought to them by grocers and 
and butchers-from the nearest 
villages. 

Trucks are used to carry the 
crop each day to the large ware- 
houses and cold storage units 
where buyers come from Quebec 
City, Montreal, Toronto and Unit- 
ed States centers. 

The industry in ‘the last few 
years has been such that a large 
cold storage warehouse has been 
puilt here. It can store as much 
as 100 carloads of blueberries. 

A new method of packing also 
will be put to use. The packers 
have abandoned the old system of 
small wooden boxes with a cello- 
phane cover for modern plastic 
self-sealing gallon crates. 

J. H. Layoie, chief of .the Pro- 
vincial Horticulture Department, 
said an American firm had offer- 
ed to finance a deep-freezing esta- 
blishment here for the blueberry 
industry. : 

‘The blueberry harvest has reach- 
ed suck proportiohs, Layole sait, 
that a large number of settlers 
simply close their camps for the 
duration of the haryest and earn 
their keep for the rest of the year. 

Each group of blueberry pickers 
has to hire an experienced hunter | 
to protect them against maraud” 
ing black bears. ) 

The sharpshooter takes s post 
on the high ground and watches 
the forest. As soon as a bear is 
sighted his job 1s to shoot him 
down. Contests are organized 
among the sharpshooters for the 
one who shoots the most bears.

Smith says your lawn improve- 
ment campiagn should get under- 
way now, rather than in spring 
early summer, because the most 
favorable growing conditions are in 
late summer and fall months. 

First off, Smith recommends a 
soil analysis, which you can have 


done at any lawn seed company’s 
laboratories. 

Next, get rid of any crabgrass. 

Ten or 12 days later, apply a 
combination fertilizer and weed- 
control compound, which will get 
rid of such weeds as dandelion, 
plaintain, buckthorn and chick- 
weed. 

Smith says thatctoward the end 
of August, make ‘one of the mow- 
ings as close as the lawnmower will 
cut, Rake up the clippings, then 
apply lawn food at the rate of about 
20 pounds per one thousand square 
feet. ae? 

Next comes the seeding --with the 
type of seed which is recommended 
by the soil test service. Topsoil 
should be loosened to provide a 
Tough surface to catch the seed. 
Once sewn, the seed should be stir- 
red into the ground and the area 
Kept watered until the grass is well- 
eStablished. If poseible, he says, 
water the lawn twice daily in the 
early stages. 7 

‘For the rest of the season; mow 
the lawn whenever the grass reaches 
one and one-half inches, Leaves 
should be removed regularly so they 
can't smother the seedlings. 

Finally, says Smith, don’t expect 
a fine lawn in one year. It takes 


three or four years to get a top- 
notch sed. (BUP)

Toronto, August 8—Professor qi- 
mari Tammisto of Finland says 2 
non-religious attitude in education 
is anti-religious. 

He told the International Child- 
Work Conference in Toronto 
the “promotors of the gospel 
reason to defend a Christian 
school. An irreligious school,” he 
says, “turns out to be an anti- 
religious school.”

Professor Tammisto says he can 
see no reason why a nation which 

tends to be Christian would not 
create in the school at least an 
atmosphere favorable to the Chris- 
tian spirit.

He says the 
churches should be urged to form 
a common front “against the for- 
ces of this world--a common front 
against atheism, Jnammonism, sen- 
untruth and selfishness.” 
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Noted Explorer Dies

A world traveller, engineer and 
explorer who once hunted in vain 
for the fabulous Cocos Island treas- 
ure has died at Port Hope, Ontar- 
lo. 

He was Colonel John £, Leckle, 
aged 78, a native of Actondale, 
Quebec. 

It was in 1932 the Colonel went 
to the Island off Costa Rica to 
search for the “loot of Lima,” a 
puried treasure reported to be 
worth 300-million-dollars in gold 
and silver and jewels. He returned 
empty handed. 

In order to search the seven-by- 
one mile island, Leckie had to 
maintain ten Costa Rican soldiers 
who accompany every treasure 
hunter to ensure that their gov- 
ernment gets a cut of anything 
found. 

Colonel Leckie moved to Port 
Hope from Vancouyer in 1949. He 
saw Boer War Service with the 
second Canadian Mounted Rifles 
and was in the First World War as 
16th Battalion Commandant of the 
Scottish Regiment, 

Before the first war, he spent five 
years In Northern British Columbia 
as an explore and engineer.

Brigade To Be At 
Disposal Of U.N. 


Prime Minister Louls St. Laur- 
ent has announced in what fashion 
Canada proposes to help the Unit- 
ed Nations in war-torn Korea, 

In a nation-wide radio broad- 
cast last night, Mr. St. Laurent 
told Canadians that an army spe- 
cial force brigade will be formed 
for action in Korea or any other 
trouble spot in the world; that 
parliament will be called to ses- 
sion in “six or seven” weeks to 
study the Korean situation and 
approve expanded defense pro- 
gram; and that the country’s war 
machine is to start rolling once 
again to turn out planes, ships, 
and munitions. 

The Prim, Minister makes it 
clear we won't send any troops 
from our regular army. Instead, 
he says he will recruit a special 
brigade of between four and five 
thousand men--from 19 to 35 years 
old. Hg promises that the brigade 
will be at the disposal of the 
United Nations, and that this 
country is behind any U.N. attempt 
to establish an international po- 
lice force. 

Recruiting for the brigade will 
start tomorrow. The men will be 
asked to sign up for 18 months 
“or longer, if they are required.” 
The men will be then formed as 
second battalions of the Royal 
Canadian Regiment, the Princess 
Patricia’s Light Infantry, and the 
Royal 22nd Regiment. A second 


artillery regiment will be formed 


later to complete the brigade. 

Mr, St. Laurent said in his ra- 
dio-talk that the cabinet’s deci- 
sion, reached during an emergency 
meeting all day Monday, will be 
subject to the approval of parlia- 
ment. He disclosed that parlia- 
ment will be called into session 
late in September to okay the new 
multi-million dollar defense appro- 
priations. 

He explained why Canada can't 
send ground forces from her stand- 
ing army. Said the prime minis- 
ter: “We could not send the train- 
ed brigade group or any worth- 
while part of it to Korea without 
dangerously weakening our own 
immediate defenses.” 

Defense Department sources say 
it will take at least four months 
to train the special brigade group 
Canada plans to send to Korea. 

Defense sources say the minim- 
um four months training period is 
needed even if the five thousand 
men who yolunteer are all battle- 
seasoned veterans of World War 
‘Two. ?

Ottawa August 3 (BUP) --The Bri-

It will include a complete panoply 
of wartime controls and a taxation 
program to finance measures that 
will dwarf lasc sessions record peace- 
time defense appropriations of 425 
million dollars,

At Regatta 11 


Anyone who may think that the 
regatta is as new as the motor age, 
it may be well to note that the first 


Sturgeon Lake Regatta was held 
112 years ago. As far back as 1838, 
the early settlers of the surround- 
ing area formed a committee to 
organize the event, Not a few of 
the entrants in the canoe races were 
Indians who seemed to be able to 
handle that yessel better than the 
white man and quite often walked 
or paddled off with the top money. 
There was no limit to the distance 
one would come to take part in 
the water show but few came from 
farther away than Cameron and 
Balsam Lakes. 

In those days many of the same 
contests were held as are held to- 
day. There were 15 sailboats present 
on the lake then, and all kinds of 
canoes. At the close of the day, a 
huge picnic would be spread and 
the event of the year would be over. 

These regattas carried on through 
the years and in 1920 received a 
boost when Captain E. F, Gray star- 
ted to take his steamboat, Lintonia 
down the Kawarthas to bring spec- 
tators up from Peterborough, Stoney 
Lake and Chemong, to see the re- 
gatta at Sturgeon. In those days the 
prize money was still donated, but 
the Inidans didn’t walk off with 
quite so much of it.

Time Out 


Destination Moon 


‘This is the time of tne year when 
people dream about getting away, 
from it all. * 

If you'd like to flee further than 
anybody else, you might contact 
Oatharine Barry of New York. 

She runs at least two trips dally 
to the moon and anybody can make 
the trip, If that isn't sufficiently 
out of this world, walt a few weeks 
and you can make a tour of the 
planets. And if that isn't escape 
enough, hang ori until next summer 
for the end os the world. 

Miss Barry says that’s really 
worth waiting for ...and it just oc- 
curs every other year. 

There are two requirements for 

doing any of the things we've been 
talking about. 
"One is good imagination. The 
other is some pocket change. You 
need the first to see the stars where 
actually only beams of light exist. 
And the money will admit you 
to Miss Barry's domain, the Hayden 
Planatarlum in New York. Miss 
Barry is assitsant curator and a 
daily lecturer dt the Planetarium. 

Currently, the 45-minute show for 
star-gazers is titled “Destination 
Moon”, and is an imaginary trip to 
the Lunar body. Just like the mo- 
vies, the shows change ever so often 
..although the run of each show 
is usually longer than the run of 
flim at your neighborhood theater. 

The “End of The World” show is 
such an extravaganza the officials 
at the Planetarium’ feature it only 
every other summer. Miss Barry 
does the commentary on it...and 
also operates the instrument panel. 
It’s this panel, with its myriad of 
buttons and switches, that controls 
the planetary shows. With the push 
of a button, Yor instance, Miss 
Barry can light up the whole dome 
of the Planetarium to look like 
the heavens at night. 

Catharine Barry came to the 
Planetarium six years ago by way 
of the American Museum of Natural 
History. A mative of Wellesley, 
Massachusetts, she’d never dream- 
ed of becoming an astronomer. 
That is, not until she joined the 
Education Department of the mu- 
seum. 

Then one day she took a group of 
children on a trip to the Planetari- 
um. 


Miss Barry says- --“I thought 
then, this is for me, I won't be 
happy until I’m working here.” 

When a vacancy occurred on the 
Planetarium staff, she was hired, 
first as scientific assistant to the 
curator. One year later she became 
assistant curator. : 

She candidly admits she knew 
little about the stars when she 
joined the Planetarium staff. But 
now she says she’l] match her know- 
ledge of the stare alongside that 
of just about anyone. 

In over three thousand lectures, 
she never yet has mis-named a 
constellation. But one time, much 
to her embarrassment, she forgot 
a star's name, 

She says--‘'There I was, in total 
darkness...flashing the* pointer at 
the star, and I couldn’t think of its 
name, It came to me 1 minutes later 
80 I just stopped, went back to 
it, and identified it.” 

_ She also had a fuse on the con- 
trol board blow once when she 
was in the middle of a tour of plan- 
ets. She says it's no fun talking 
about stars when you can't see 
them. 
~ Astronomer Barry and the Plan- 
etarium get plenty of fan mail. 
Some comes from people who are 
just writing to say they enjoyed the 
show ....others want information. 

Still others ask what the Plan- 
etarium knows, if anything, about 
flying saucers. 

One of the daytime shows at the

Log Church At 


About 1837 the early pioneer set- 
tlers in and around Fenelon Falls 
felt a need for a church, and on a 
high hill in the little village they 
built a small log church which was 
possibly the first chursh built in 
Victoria County. 

It ante dates by several years the 
first church erected in Lindsay, a 
Roman Catholic church at 
south-west corner of Russell and 
Lindsay Streets, where the Separate 
School no stands, This church, a 
log building, was completed in 1841.

denomination was built on a three 


James Wallis. The land was cleared 
and the log church built from 
trees felled right on the site. It 
was Officially dedicated on May 6, 
1838 by the Rey. G. T. Wale. 

A sketch of this first church in 
the district by Anne Langton can 
be seen in the Fenelon Falls Pub- 
lic Library. It was a one storey af- 
fair with a small porch on the front 
and a belfry that could be seen for 
a considerable distance. 

It was here the early settlers on

time that still stands to-day and is 
a landmark as one approaches Fen- 
elon Falls by highway from Lindsay. 


of the roof of this old frame church 
by looking slightly to the right of 
the highway and to the top of the 
prominent hill in the midst of the 

village. Like so many churches 
built in the early days this one is 
well-up and it is kuite a climb from 
the level of Bond Street to the old 
churchyard. 

The Old Anglican Church, as it is 
referred to by citizens of Fenelon 
Falls to-day, was abandoned by the 
Anglican congregation for a mod- 
ern brick church built below the 
hill in 1902. 


The old church, built of native 
wood, is not large as churches go 
to-day. The wood is aged with the 
passing of the years, but from out- 
side it™still appears to be quite a 
substantial building. A few years 
ago it served as a studio for an art- 
ist, and at that time some of the 
old interior was removed much to 
the disappointment of some of the 
residents who took a pride in the 
old building. However, it is still in 
use, being an overnight lodging 
place for members of the Canadian 
Youth Hostel Movement. 

Surrounding the old church on 
two sides is an old graveyard, unat- 
tended, and now overgrown with 
wild bushes and poison ivy. Hoary 
slabs still stand to mark the gray- 
es; soMe have been knocked down 
but others are in good shape and 
the inscriptions on them can still 
be read. 

As one surveys the old and aban- 
doned graveyard, one cannot help 
but have a feeling of reverence for 
those brave souls who are buried 
there. They were the people that 
dared to make a break from ciyiliz- 
ation to open homes and farms in 
the then wilds of Upper Canada. 
Surely their last restitig place des- 
erves a better fate than to be ab- 
andoned and uncared for by the 
succeeding generations for whom 
they paved the way to an easier life. 

Prominent among the grave mar- 
kers is a tall columnar red granite 
tombstone, that looks fresh enough 
to have been erected yesterday. It 
marks the grave of the paternal 
great grandparents of our present 
Crown Attorney, Lorne W, Jordan. 
William Jordan and and his wife, 
Jane, were among the earliest set- 
tlers on the west side of Sturgeon 
Lake, near Fenelon Falls. They 
settled in 1834, bringing Mr. Jord- 
an's mother and four children from 
Ireland. William Jordan digd in 
1874 at the age of 77 years and his 
wife was also 77 when she died.

the grave of Martha Jordan, Wil- 
liam Jordan’s mother, who died at 
the age of 75 years in August 1835, 
which is the oldest grave marking 
in the cemetery. William Jordan is 
described in an early history as be- 
ing a very religious man, a Hiber- 
nian, and his family as being large, 
active and industrious, and about 
the most thriving of the district. 

Nearby s the Langton plot which 
is marked off by a cement wall a- 
round its outer edges. Directly in| 
the centre of the lot is a flat stone 
with the following inscription: 
Memory of Thomas Langton, late 
of Liverpool, England, who died 
May 3rd, 1838 and of Ellen, his wife 
who died Aug. Ist, 1846, aged 80 
years, also of Alice Currer, Sister of 
Ellen Langton, who died Sept. 20th, 
1846.” Inside the cement wall the 
ground is covered with the lush 
green leaves of the vinca plant 

Outside the enclosed area it is 
nothing but a mass of poison ivy. 
This grave marks the resting place’ 
of the parents of one of our most 
prominent early settlers, John 
Langton, who came to Canada. in 
1833 and cleared the land at Blythe 

Farm on the east side of the 
Fenelon arm of Sturgeon Lake. 
John Langton later became Ward- 
en of the District Council of Fen- 

elon, Member of Parliament of 
United Canada, Auditor-General 
for the Government of Canada, and 
Vice-Chancellor of the ae of 
Toronto. 

Other stones mark the graves of 
‘James Wetherup, who died at the" 
age of 22 years on Sept. 18, 1839; 
William Ellis, at 59 year, Nov. 21, 
1865, and several stones mark the 
graves of early members of the 


the stone of James Cameron, in- 
forms us that he died Sept. 25, 1893, 
age 62 years, 1 month and 10 days 
and that he was a native of 
Queenstown, County Cork, Ireland. 

The first burial in the Old Cem- 
etery is said to have been that of 
an Indian child, but the date Aug- 
ust 1835 on the Martha Jordan 
gravestone is the earliest burial for 
which there is record. 

‘The late J. E. Anderson, while 
speaking at a district decoration day 
service several years ago, adyocat- 
ed that the Old Church and Cemet- 
ery at Fenelon Falls be preserved 
and maintained. Unfortunately, 
there appears to be little or no in- 
terest amongst the citizens of Fen- 
elon Falls to have the sight preserv- 
ed. 

Since the release of a recent book, 
“A Gentlewoman in Upper Canada” 
from the Journals of Anne Langton, 
@ great number of visitors have 
come from a considerable distance 
to see the Old Church and also to 
visit the original home of the 
Langton’s still standing at Blythe 
Farm, which is now owned by Oscar 
Graham, 

Early sketches of the district 
made by Anne Langton can be seen 
in the library at Fenelon Falls. 
These are attracting considerable 
attention from those who have read 
the above mentioned book. 

It is interesting to note in the 
journals of Anne Langton, that she 
and hey family attended service at 
the old log church on Sunday, July 
2ist, 1839, Two services were con- 
ducted by a touring minister, the 
Reverend George Charles Street. 
Nine children were brought to be 
baptized. About 80 to 100 people 
Were present. Between thg services 
the womenfolk remained in the 
church so that they shouldn’t have 
to climb the hill a second time, 
while the menfolk brought sand- 
wiches, a pail of water, and some 
wine from the village for refresh- 
ment. The Langton family travelled 
by boat from their Blythe farm to 
attend the services. 

The first incumbent of the Fen- 
elon Falls church was Rey. Mr. 
Thomas Fidler, who took over the 
parish in October 1839. When he 
first arrived with his family there 
Was no house for them, so part of 
the tayern was prepared ag a resl- 
dence. Later a residence was built 
for him on Francis Street, Fenelon 
Falls. This residence is still in use 
to-day, although considerably re- 
noyated over the years.

One of the oarsmen and the Rey. 
Mr. Fidler got into the boat while 
it was being held by the other oars- 
man still on the bank. Unfortun- 
ately, some how or other the boat 
with its two occupants in it broke 
away before the oars were in place 
and the rowboat was quickly swept 
away before either of the parties 
could place an oar in the locks.

While the majority of the accidents on the high- 
ways are the result of the excessive speed at which 
motor vehicles are driven, the fastest driver is not 
the only menace to safety on the highways. Equally 
dangerous, in some respects, is the driver who just 
jogs along the road, driving at anything between 15 
and 30 miles an hour, holding up long lines of traffic 
behind him, 

While the slow-poke driver may not himself be 
driving dangerotisly, he is indirectly a contributor to 
dangerous driving by others. One can see every day 
a long line of cars held up by some individual who 
is coasting along serenely at a very slow rate of speed. 
As the drivers behind lose patience, cutting-in starts, 
until soon both sides of the traffic lane are filled by 
cars jockeying in and out to get ahead of the slow- 
poke. It is under such circumstances that the accident 
hazard is increased to an alarming degree, so that the 
slow driver becomes a contributory factor in accidents. 

It is very pleasant to jog along slowly enjoying the 
scenery and the breezes on these summer days, but 


the driver who is out purely for a pleasure spin, and ~ 


is going nowhere in partioular, would be rendering 
other motorists a great service if he would remain off 
the main highways, and do his slow driving on the 
back and side roads, where there would be little 
danger. —Oshawa Times-Gazette 


GUIDANCE FOR CYCLISTS 

The Ontario Department of Highways, recognizing 
the fact that cyclists are far too often inyolyed in 
traffic accidents, in many instances through their own 
actions, has published a special folder for their 
guidance. This set of instructions for cyclists should 
be obtained and studied carefully by all who use this 
means of transportation. 

The folder includes many rules which are generally 
ignored by many cyclists, and which need to be empha- 
sized. For instance, it is pointed out that cyclists 
are bound to obey all traffic signals and signs, just 
as are motorists. Many people on bicycles seem to 
feel that these signals and signs do not apply to them, 
and take unnecessary chances at street intersections 
by ignoring traffic lights. 

Another cycling regulation which is very often 
disregarded is that concerning lights 9n bicycles. The 
law requires that a bicycle must have a white light in 
front and a red light or reflector of approved type in 
the rear. Hyery night, bicycles can be seen on the 
streets of Oshawa without any light whatever, adding 
to the traffic hazards. The law also says a bicycle 
must be equipped with horn or bell, and have good 
brakes. It prohibits carrying another person on the 
cross-bar, handle-bars or on the rear carrier. These 
provisions are all violated by a great many cyclists, 
perhaps because they are not familiar with the law. 

This folder, if studied carefully, and used as a 
guide to riding habits by cyclists, would certainly 
help to cut down the number of’ accidents in which 
bicycle-riders are involved, A copy can be secured by 
simply writing for one to the Ontario Department of 
Highways, Parliament Buildings, Toronto.

But when one pilot 
runs a large ship on the rocks in one of the principal 
seaways of the country suspicion is aroused that there 
may be other pilots who do not know their business, 
or who may not always take proper pains in doing 
their work. The only way to lift that suspicion is to 
make public what happened, and why it happened, and 
to make it clear to everybody that it is not to happen 
again. If a locomotive engineer involves his train in 
an accident the public expects to know why, The 
same curiosity extends to the pilots of the St. Law- 
rence River and all the ports of Canada. 

Nobody wants to humiliate a man merely for the 
satisfaction of humiliating him, but people have a 
right to know why serious and spectacular accidents 
occur. The action of the Ministry of Transport in this 
case looks as though something were being glossed 
oyer and hushed up, and such a suspicion, attaching 
to so important a service as the pilot service, and in- 
volving a waterway used by s0 many Canadians as the 
St. Lawrence Riyer, should not be permitted to exist.

DON’T GIVE WAY TO POLIO PANIC 

This. is the time of year when poliomyelitis, or 
infantile paralysis, generally makes its appearance 
and parents of small children and young people who 
are responsible for their own health do well to give 
heed to any of the petty ailments which precede it, if 
these do not yield to ordinary treatment. But we 
would caution particularly against any curtailment of 
healthy outdoor sports. Summer is the time for play, 
and healthy play will probably do as much as any- 
thing else to keep polio at a distance. Public health 
authorities will give prompt warning if any swimming 
pool seems to be a source of infection, and until such 
warning is given the best plan is to forget about polio 
altogether. 

Polio is a spectacular disease which often leaves 
lifelong disabilities behind it. No cure for it has yet 
been discovered, but diagnosis is quicker than it used 
to be, and treatment is better. 
given enough consideration is that many children have 
polio and recover from it little the worse. Some yery 
able men are at work on this problem, and we must 
have faith that they will find a cure for polio sooner 
or later, as they haye found cures for so many other 
ailments which were, within living memory, terrifying 
scourges of childhood. 

Nothing is gained by being frightened of a disease, 
and by living as- though the disease were imminent. 
Fear is perhaps the worst and most destructive disease 
of all. —Peterborough Examiner

Girls Are Radio 


The most radioactive items in 

New York city are Grand Central 
Station and the chorus girls at the 
Copacabana. 
, A British United Press Corres- 
pondent proved it today with a 
toy geiger counter which looks like 
a school kid’s lunch box but bears 
the lordly seal of approval from the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 

It was a shock to discover girls 
are radioactive. 

But Lawrence B- Wolverton, of the 
A. CG. Gilbert Company, which ma- 
kes the set, sald it was perfectly nor- 
mal. : ; 

He explains, 


“there is a little 


’| radioactivity in all of us, some more 


=some less.” Asked why chorus girls 
should have more, Wolverton said 
“No comment”. 

The geiger eounter is part of a 
Gilbert scientific set with which 
any bright young boy can turn a 
home into a worshop, Also includ- 
ed are such highly scientific items 
as a Wilson Cloud Chamber, a Gil- 
bert electroscope and spintharis- 
cope. 


The cloud chamber allows you to./ fic sets. “It's only reasonable,” 


see electrons racing around a fish- 
bowl full of ink. The spinthariscope 
enables junior to watch radioactive 
material disintegrate and the el- 
ectroscope helps him measure the 
radioactivity of bits of ore he picks 
up on his journeys home from 
sehool. 

“Tt's a toy,” Wolverton says, “but 
it's a scientific toy and really does 
the job as well as instruments 
our top atomic scientists use.” He 
says the oak ridge copy of Gilbert 
set runs into the thousands of dol- 
lars, as compared to the 49-dollars- 
50-cent price tag for the junior 
model. 

Wolverton says his company hopes 
to make young American atomic- 
lab minded by Christmas. He added 
thoughtfully, “we want to appeal 
to them on a serious level, too. They. 
were only brief stops on a highly 
scientific expedition through Man- 
hattan hunting for radioactive ore. 

Other points included Grant's 
tomb, where there seem to be no 
radioactive atoms, the Central Park 
Zoo, where nothing much happen- 
ed and Chinatown, where the coun- 
ter popped just a little more often 
than normal. 

The junior-size geiger counter, 
powered by a flashlight battery, 
has a small porthole on its top 
which flashes an ominous red Ight 
when the machine encounters radio 
active material. 


It's set to flash about once every 


active 


it recognizes a bunch of hot atoms. 
The counter is also equipped with 
a set of earphones, through which it 
acknowledges radio active material 
by cracking like a pan of popcorn. 

“Mr. Wolverton pointed out that 
hunting radio active material is » 
pretty tough assignment in Manhat- 
tan. He says a boy would do lois 
better in Montana, if a boy cares 
more for that type of scenery. . 

“The government will pay 10- 
thousand dollars to the discoverer 
of rgally important deposits of ur- 
anium ore,” he says, and were not 
going to be too surprised if some. 
of the young scientists who buy this 
toy actually tneover a few mines.” 

Just in case they don’t, the young 
Einstein gets a big hunk of uranium 
ore with their set. The set’s per- 
fectly harmless, though, and Wol- 
yerton says it would be impossible 


for any kid to split the house and 


produce a mushroom cloud in the 
attic. Y 

Wolverton says a good many of 
today’s atomic physicists grew up 
playing with the company’s less 
complicated chemical and scienti- 
he 
says, “to suppose the future Robert 
J, Gppenheimer will be handling 
our geiger counter this winter.” 

Wolverton sternly added, “It's to 
be hoped the lad’s interest in check- 
ing radio active people will be strict- 
ly scientific.”

How Can 1? 


Q. How should buttons be fasten- 
ed on lace?

Cleaning Ivory 

Ivory which has become yellow 
may be easily cleaned and its white- 
ness restored by the following me- 
thod: Take half of a lemon, dip 
it in salt, and rub over the dis- 
eolored ivory. Wipe off immediately 
with a soft cloth. 


Chewing Gum 
‘Chewing gum can be removed 
from clothing by rubbing the spot 
with pure lard, then rubbing on a 
quantity of soap. Follow by wash- 
ing alternately with water and tur- 
pentine. 


Mending China 

An easy method of holding the 
broken pieces of china together 
when mending them with cement 
is the use of narrow strips of ad- 
hesive tape.

Book Covers 
Soiled book covers may be cleaned 
by applying with a clean cloth a, 
solution consisting of two parts vine- 
gar and one part water.

Almost any kind of bright wood 
berries, if dipped in melted paraffin 
and then put away until needed.

Glossy Finish 
Add a little borax to the water in 
which sateen or cotton materials 
with a glossy finish are rinsed and 
it will help retain the shiny surface.

THE TEEATMENT OF 
ALCOHOLISM 


Ty is gratifying to all physicians 
to see the change that has come 
over 
ward the alcoholic. Heretofore 
that attitude has been that the 
alcoholic has committed, perhaps 
not a crime in becoming intoxicated, 
but a serious misdemeanor, and 
must be punished. The police van 
picked him up, he faced 2 judge 
or magistrate the next morning, 
and was fined or perhaps sent to 
jail for a definite term. 


Now, all over the United States 
and Canada, many municipalities 
are treating the alcoholic as @ 
sick man or woman, and some 
cities are already erecting hospitals 
for the treatment of alcoholism. 
‘Thus, in @ short time, we may ex- 
pect to see an ambulance from these 
special hospitals, or even a general 
hospital, sent to pick up an alco-| 
holic just as an ambulance is sent | 
to pick up an accident case, 


In Wygela, Dr.. Lewis Inman 
Sharp states that for practical pur- | 
poses types of alcoholism may be | 
classified in two main groups: 1 
Bymptomatle drinking. 2. Alcohol 
addiction or character disorders. 

The symptomatic drinker le a per- 
gon who has an underlying illness, 
of which one of the symptoms is an 
excessive dependence upon alcohol. 
If the underlying illness ts treated 
successfully, the alcoholic soon stops 
drinking. In most cases, the under- 
lying illness has been caused by the 
child-parent relationship during the 
first five years of life. Treatment 
consists in showing the alcoholic 
how his overprotective or perhaps 
strict parents started the condition 
which he now must try to correct. 

The alcohol addict is the pro- 
duct of various conditions or circum 
stances. A common pattern of the

the circulation which carries away 
waste products from the joint or 
other tesues affected, Hot baths, as 
hot as the patient can bear, towels 
soaked in hot water and covered 
with blankets and rubber sheets, | 
help many cases. However, what is 
needed ig continuous heat for hours 
or even days at a time to get the 
best or permanent results, 

In England, where rheumatism is 
most common, the heat treatment 
have always been used so {t is not 
surprising to learn that a constant 
steady heat 1s now applied to rheu- | 
matic patients by means of an el-| 
ectric blanket. { 


In The Lancet, Dr. B, Frankel re- 
ports that the use of an electric 
blanket as a means of applying heat | 
for long periods, producing sustain- 
ed or continuous opening up of the | 
blood vessels, and permitting more 
blood to carry away wastes. The pa- 
tient’s feet, legs, and pelvis (low- 
er abdomen) are well protected with 
sheets of cotton-wool wrapped about 
the limbs and body. The electric) 
blanket is next wrapped about the | 
lower half of the patient’s body and 
kept in position with bandages. The 
blanket is left in position for sey- 
eral weeks and the patient 1s taken 
out of it only for toilet purposes. 
The temperature between the cotton 
wool and the skin {s taken every four 
hours and 1s kept at 110 to 115 P. 
This type of heat application pro- 
duces widening of the blood vessels 
with pronounced sweating. Addition- 
al salt and fluids are given to make 
up for the loss of water and salt. 
Patients tolerate this treatment well.

| Alberta Department of Agriculture, 
Dr. C. H. Bigland, says the threats 
to Canada’s poultry industry calls 
for the active cooperation of aul 
poultrymen. 

And he lists several symptoms of 
the disease for all poultrymen w 
look for, in thelr flocks. 

In the laying flock, he advises 
that Newcastle disease show symup- 
toms of coughing and gasping -- 
similar to colds. This is usually 
accompanied by 2 sharp drop in eg 
production...and a decrease in food 
consumption. Sometimes a number 
of affected birds develop diarrhoea 
and the odd bird becomes lame. 

If young pullets and cockerels, Dr. 
Bigland says the earliest symmptonis 
are neryous disorders. Some be- 
come lame or paralyzed in the legs 
or wings. 

And though very few adult birds 
die with Newcastle disease, he says 
the death rate among the young 
pullets may result in 20 percent 
mortality of the flock. 

Among young birds, he says the 
death rate 1s even higher.

Dr, Bigland says the symptoms 
in turkeys are similar to nervous 
disorders found in chickens.

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Johnston vs Thurmond: Who Dislikes Truman Most? 


That's The Burning Question in 
South Carolina Race for Senate

Sumter, S.C—(NEA)—In a green 
square outsid, the courthouse, a few 
Negroes are lazing under a warm 
sun. It was June primary time, and 
through loudspeakers they could 
hear the sonorous tones of a can- 
didate seeking office. 

‘The voice belongs to Sen. Olin D. 
Johnston, 53-year-old Spartanburg 
lawyer stumping for a second term, 
He’, inside, speaking to a few hun- 
ded Sumter folk in the courtroom 
upstairs. 

On the wall back of the judge's 
bench is a lighted, full-length por- 
trait of Gen. Thomas Sumter, sou- 
thern hero of the American Revo- 
lution. As county courtrooms go 
this is a handsome one, with soft 
green walls and acoustical ceiling. 

Shirtsleeved oldsters predominate 
in the audience. There's a scat- 
tering of women in cotton dresses, 
and over on one side a group of 
Negroes bunched together. Both 
jury boxes are filled with spectators. 

Seated behind Johnston is his 
primary opponent, Goy. J. Strom 
Thrumond, who gained fame in 
1948 as the Dixiecrat'’s choice for 
President. Following South Carolin- 
a's 55-year-old custom the two are 
speaking from the same platforms, 
all over the state. 

To South Carolina, President 
Truman’; Civil Rights program is 
poiscn. State's rights and continu- 
ed racial segregation are the great 
ery. So this is a battle between two 


Democrats who are each bent on 
proving their distaste for Mr. Tru- 
man i, greatest. 

Johnston, a bulky man, with a 
heavy face and a shock of wavy, un- 
ruly hair, punches away at the 
President. 

“I fought his nomination on the 
Democratic ticket (1948) more than 
any man in South Carolina. 

Yes, I did meet his train in Wash- 
ington after th, election, but it 
was because I honor the President's 
office, whether I honor Harry Tru- 
man or not. 

“We must stay in the Democrat- 
ic party to protect the South and 
get what we need. I'm thankful for 
the party and what it has done for 
the South. It's bigger than thot 
little man in the White House and 
it'll be here long after he has gone.” 

Swinging his arms in big arcs, 
Johnston proudly tells how he snub- 
bed the President early in 1948. “I 
reserved a front table at the Jef- 
ferson-Jackson Day dinner in 
Washington and then left it vacant 
to advertise my displeasure over the 
civil rights proposals.” 

Though it’s open season on Mr, 
Truman, Johnston sticks to hi, re- 
solye not to lambaste Thurmond, He 
gears his talk especially low here, 
for he’s decided beforehand that 
Sumter just isn’t a “hollin’ country.” 

Besides, it’; said to be Thurmond 
territory. The senator's reception 
seems to bear that out: it's polite 
but cool. (Later on at nearby Cam- 
den he draws a considerably warm- 
er response.)

All this while Thurmond has sat 
impassive, Once he fished out a 
small notebook and scribed in it for 
@ moment or two; otherwise he 
hardly seemed to hear his oppon- 
ent. But now it’s his turn. 

The 48-year-old governor is com- 
pactly built, with a broad face, 
large, bony nose, high forehead and 
straight, thinning, sandy hair, He 
begins. 

“I'm not slinging mud in this 
campaign. If there’s any mud in the 
senator's record, he put it there. If 
it’s a sorry record, he made it.” 

He talks in a twangy, matter of 
fact tone as he runs over hig re- 
cord a8 governor. Listening closely 
but showing no reaction, Johnston 
sits against the side wall with his 
hands folded across his stomach. 

“In 1948 the senator said a lot 


of awful things about Mr. Truman,” 
says Thurmond, “But then he sup- 
ported him and raised money for 
him. When the president returned 
to Washington after the election, 
my opponent couldn't wait to greet 
him. He rushed down the station, 
elbowed hi, way through the crowd 
and knocked over two or three ad- 
mirals to get to the train and shake 
Harry Truman's hand.” 

Gradually Thurmond steps up the 
voltage. He presses against the mi- 
crophone, flexing his knees and 
then raising to his tiptoes. He's 
ready now for his latest bombshell. 
He holds up a glossy print and 
shouts: 

“Here's a picture of the senator. 
He's drinking a toast to Senator 
McGrath on the occasion of his de- 
parture to become attorney general. 
McGrath introduced the civil rights 
bills in the Senate. He's the Presi- 
dent's civil rights hatchet man, 

“My opponent knew all this, yet 
here he is drinking a toast. And 
please note: he’, standing closer to 
McGrath than the other three sen- 
ators. Is this what he means when 
he advises fighting our battles with- 
in the party?” 

(Afterwards Johnston privately 
insist, he doesn’t drink, that all the 
senators in the picture were hold- 
ing water glasses, that the “toast” 
was just a photographer's idea. 
But he holds his fire publicly.) 

There’, still more from Thur- 
mond; 

“Mr, Truman isn't worthy to be 
President. It’s his object to force 
integration of the races. The sena- 
tor now calls him ‘that little man’ 
but he's trying to be one kind of 
Democrat in Washington ond ano- 
ther down here. 

“TY stood with you in your hour of

need. He deserted you. I'm not go- 
ing to kowtow to Mr. Truman and 
his federal bureaucrats. I'l be the 
same there as I am here.” 

Rebel yells and stomping puno- 
tuate his mounting attacks on Mr, 
Truman, the senator, civil rights, 
(Johnston men charge he carries 
his own stompers from county to 
county.) At last the governor hits 
hi, climax and the two-man show 
ds over, 

In July 11 one of the two com- 
batants will be crowned State's 
Rights Champion and the Man Who 
Most Dislikes Hurry Truman, 
Whichever one it is to be, one 
thing seems sure: On the morning 
of July 12, the ears of “that little 
man in the White House” will prob- 
ably stop burning.

Nearing completion is one of the 
most ambitious city street improve- 
ment projects ever attempted on 
ols continent. At a cost of $25,000- 
000, a 12 block swath has been cut 
through the heart of the city for 
the construction of the fabulous 
Bolivar Avenue Expressway. 
Thousends of business offices 
@nd dwelling units had to be de- 


molished for the project. There is 
hardly anything comparable to it 
in the U'S. It consists of three layers, 
the bottom and top for one-way 
traffic and the center level fr par- 
king of 1500 cars. 

The oil and steel boom, which 
this country is enjoying, inspired 
the project. Previously only very 
narrow streets criss-crossed the 
ancient city. As more and more 
cars, mostly those of modern Am- 
erican make, began to jam the 
streets, the traffic problem became 
unbearable and the parking pro- 
blem impossible. 


A unique method was found to 
finance the Expressway. All of the 
persons who lost property and homes 
to the project were stockholders in 
the enterpries which includes the 
construction of modern office build- 
ings and apartments along the new 
Toad. 

By using space more efficiently, 
no one was without business or li- 
iving quarters. 

Stemming out from Caracas in 
every direction there is also an 
ambitious rurcl roads program un- 
der way. By 1957 Venezuela hopes 
to have 420 miles of modern roads. 


Shark Liver Trouble Hits West Coast — 
As Wartime Fish Bonanza Collapses 


®BEATTLE, Wash. -(NA) -No lon- 
ger does the cry, “Thar’s gold under 
Whem thar gills,” come from the 
(West Coast Pishermen. 

From Seattle to San Pedro, Calif., 
fishermen say the once-rich bon- 
anza of shark livers {s about over. 
he prices paid for the shark li- 
ers, still rich with vitamin A, are 
mow so low that few fishermen head 
out to sea to catch soupfin and 
dogfish sharks, 

Fishing boats once returned with 
targoes worth over $7000 In a single 
trip. But those were the war days, 
jwhen importation of vitamin-bear- 
ing oils was stopped, 

Now, importations from Japan, 
Gouth America and South Africa 
are gobbling up much of the busr- 
mess with American pharmacutical 
firms and food processors. And 
synthetig vitamin A is being pro- 
duced in ever-increasing quantities. 

Shark livers used to be sold by 
che pound. Fishermen watched the 
price rise from six oents a pound 
iin 1938 to nearly $20. 

Even as late as last year the 
poundprice was from $10 to $13 for 
soupfin livers. Today it is from $2.50 
ito $4.80 and is computed on the 
basis of vitamin content not weight. 

‘The drastic drop in prices has 
aught hundreds of fishermen with 
fhigh-priced boats and nets. Once 
fthe industry was worth more than 
$15,000,000 yearly. This year it won't 
weach $2,000,000. 

Kirk Jones, vice-president of the 
big Washington Laboratories Inc., 
pf Seattle, says, “Very few fisher- 
men can fish at these prices. Busi- 
mess In many of the fishing towns 
fg dead. We've got to have these 
foreign imports put on a qouta ba- 
pis and to increase the duty (mow 
only 3 per cent).””

Leon Barzin believes that good 
music can be good fun, He's 
teaching children how to like mu- 
sic through “seeing” it, rather 
than just listening to it. Barzin’s 
sessions are far from the usual 
Jet’s-all-sit -down-and- listen- to- 
some-nice-records idea of most 
music appreciation courses. 

To begin with, he doesn’t play 
records at all. He brings with him 
an instrumental quartet. Some- 
times it’s a string quartet, some- 
times brass, sometimes woodwinds. 
They play a number—any number, 
so long as it has @ simple tune.

The children are urged to look 
at the instruments. They can go 
up on the platform and handle 
them, or watch closely as the mu- 
siclan makes it work. They ask 
all kinds of questions, and they're 
all answered quickly—even things 
like, “How long is the tubing in 
a tuba?” (The answer, inciden- 
tally, is 19 feet), 

Barzin, who is director of Adel- 
phi College's music workshop and 
conductor of the National Orches- 
tral Association's training orches- 
tra, keeps his “classes” small, At 
the most, there are only 60 young- 
sters per session, They're all lo- 
cal children, who attend the free 
weekly school on a volunteer basis. 
“Most of them like it,” Barzin 
finds. “It’s up to grown-ups to 
keep children from being afraid 
of music.” 

Barzin had conducted his own 
brand of music appreciation in 
schools in New York, Delaware 
and Connecticut before his cur- 
rent stand. In all his tries, he's 
found children like the idea. 

“Let them take part in thelr 
own education,” he says. “Don’t 
bore them, If you do, they'll run 
away from you.”

Recalls When Gunigle’s 


Pump 


Was Lindsay’s Best Known 


Source Drinking 


Recent expansion 
connection with Lindsay’s Water 
System recalled some interesting 
background on the system's history 
to the mind of P. C. “Pat” Mur- 
phy, a widely known Lindsay citi- 
zen. He has taken the trouble to 
prepare some of this material and 
Teaders will probably enjoy his 
story on “Water Works”. 

The contract recently let for 
over two. miles of water mains by 
the Water Board may recall to 
the minds of some of the older 
citizens. conditions as they were 
before we had such an efficient 
water system in Lindsay. Before 
1890 there was very little provision 
made for any water supply for 
the town. Before that date people 
depended for their water supply on 
the various wells around town. 
About the best known well in town 
was what was known as Gunigle’s 
Pump. Two brothers, Brian and 
John Gunigle, operated a livery 
stable and hack stand on York 
St. N., where Tracey’s Garage is 
now. They had an open, frame 
carriag, barn across the street and 
the pump was located in this barn. 
It wag not an unusual sight on a 
hot day in summer to sep a line- 
up at this pump walting for a 
drink of nice cool water. A tin 
dipper hung on the pump at all 
times for the use of the public. 
There were no germs in those 
Gays. Everyone drank out of the 
same dipper. 

Another well known well was on 
Lindsay street, just back of where 
Houzer’s store is now. This was 
known as Adams’ Pump and was 
owned by a man named Tommy 
Adams, who was once Postmaster 
of Lindsay and ,incidentally, the 
Post Office was at one time on 
Lindsay St, 

There were two other wells far- 
ther south, one at three Russell 
St., and one at 3 Glenelg St. This 
latter was known as Scully's pump 
and was owned by a man named 
Jerry Scully, whose son became an 
oil millionaire in Oklahoma, Both 
these wells are still in operation. 
There were many other wells 
around town, but these are just a 
few of the better known ones, 

For soft water, some of the weal- 
thier citizens had cisterns in their 
homes, but the great majority of 
the people depended on the old

rail barrel out at the corner of the 
house that caught the drip from 
the roof. If you have never wash- 
ed your face in water from a rain 
barrel, you have missed one of the 
greatest treats in the world. It is 
So soft, so smooth and so full of 
pollywogs that it is very gentle on 
get a supply of-water for the town 

The old rain barrel has practi- 
cally disappeared, but things were 
much simpler in those days. Now- 
a-days, the Board of Health com- 
pels us to have indoor plumbing, 
and then the Assessor comes along 
and soaks us for having it. 

After the great fire of 1860, 
which practically detroyed the 
town, the merchants got together 
and for fire protection, laid a pipe 
line from WNeedler and Sadler's 
mill on Kent St. E. and up Kent 
St., to a large cistern located un- 
dey Kent St. in front of where Fee 
Motors ig now. The mill was op- 
erated by water power and the 
same power was used to pump the 
water up to the cistern. 

This cistern was practically for- 
gotten until Kent St. was being 
prepared for pavement, when some 
of the heavy machinery broke 
through it. It was, of course, filled 
in at that time, but was found to 
be still in a fair state of preserva- 
tion, In case of fire the water 
from this main was pumped with 
a hand pump operated by six men, 
three on each side. Years later, 
this pump was sold to the village 
of Fenelon Falls. 

In 1888 the council attempted to 
egt a supply of water for the town 
by drilling a deep well back of the 
Collegiate, but when they got 
down 140 feet, the drill broke in 
the well and as no water had been 
reached, and the drill couldn't be 
fished out, the idea was abandon- 
ed. 

In 1892, three men came from 
Watertown, N.Y., and offered to 
instal a water system in town in 
return for a yearly franchise of 
$3,000, They formed a company in 
which some local capital was in- 
terested, and built the pump house 
at its present location on the Sou- 
gog River. They installed two 
pumps with a capacity of a million 
gallons daily and laid seven miles 
of mains, For storage and pres- 
6ure they bullf a stand pipe up

Not Against Law Locally 


Sunday ball games, of. the type

on that is rather amusing in a day 
of Bikini bathing suits for the lad- 
jes and trunks for the gentlemen, 
and it reads as follows: 

“Any person wearing a proper 
bathing dress covering the body 
ffom the neck to the knees may 
bathe at any time in the public wat- 
ers within the Town Limits, and in 
Case of boys under fourteen years 
of age proper bathing trunks shall 
be deemed a sufficient covering. No 
person not clad as aforesaid shall 
bathe In any public waters in the 
Municipality.

According to Chief Webster, these 
by-laws are on the books in hun- 
dreds of Ontario municipalities, 
and that while they haven't form- 
ally been repealed, they have lar- 
gely fallen into disuse with chan- 
ging public customs.

On Early Postal Service 
In The Bobcaygeon Region

Thus did Bobcaygeon, stil as 
part of Verulam, officially become 
a place appended to Downeyyille. 
The letter is written in pen-and- 
by Mr. Wicksteed himself on a 
piece of folded paper arranged to 
be sent without an envelope. The 
middle name of this gentleman 
was Apsley which name he gave to 
a place lying to the east of Bob- 
caygeon. 

Apparently Mr. Mossom Boyd 
met the requirements promptly for 
he later received the following let- 
ter, dated June 28th, 1853, from 
the Post Office Dept., Quebec. 

Dear Sir:— 

I beg to enclose herewith your 
commission as Post Master of 
Bobcaygeon in the County of Pe- 
terboro, 

The official appointment on a 
printed form is dated June 18th 
and issued in the name of James 
Morris, Postmaster-General. 

Mr, John Thompson succeeded 
Mr. Mossom Boyd as Post Master, 
and after him in 1865, Mr, Irvine 
Junkin. At that time, the Post 
Office was located where the Pres- 
byterian Church now stands. Miss 
Edith. Junkin had held the Post 
Mistressship for 11 years when she 
married Mr. N. Stewart in 1908. 
Mr. Wm, Davis was the next Post 
Master, and during his tenure of 
office, the Post Office was on the 
main street, back of Forbert’s 
Book Store. 

In 1938, the Government built 
the fine Post Office in the Canal

The 
Water Board has tried in every 
wey to improve the quality of the 
water but they are running into 
difficulties on account of the source 
of supply. In 1909 an ozone treat- 
ment was tried but was found un- 
satisfactory and was abandoned. 
In the 1930’s a St, Catherine’s firm 
offered to supply the town with a 
million and a half gallons of water 
daily from deep wells, They drilled 
a@ number of wells around town and 
finally three wells were selected, 
one in Victoria Park, one at the 
Fair grounds and one up near the 
Arsenal These wells were tested 
and found to supply enough water 
and were accepted by the Water 
Board and the company was pald 
$33,000. However after about six 
months the wells failed and the 
company was obliged to return 
most of the money and the Board 
was forced to go back to the mighty | 
Scugog for it's supply. An inter- 
esting addition was made to the 
system some time ago, when a main 
was laid across under the river from 
the pump house to Logie St. The 
efficient superintendent, Mr. Bob 
Reynolds, went down himself in a 
diving suit and connected the pipes 
under the river. This main will help 
to supply the new factory area in 
the East Ward. The east part of the

Death Of A Mining Town Seen 
By Watchman Who Saw Birth 


With an altitude of six thousand 
150 feet, the Alberta town of Moun- 
ain Park sounds pretty close to 
heaven, 


But to the 900 people who made 
he town ....it’s no longer even home. 

Some have already left. Those 
who remain often Imagine they 
stil hear the whistle of the Moun- 
tain Park coal mine. Some have 
been listening to it for 39 years. 

But the whistle of the mine no 
longer blows. The mine shut down 
the end of June ....through lack of 
orders. 

But the 110 miners, now out of 
work, sometimes think they hear it 
yet. > 

There are other sounds to take the 
place of the mine whistle. 

There's the whine of nails being 
ripped out of boards, There's the 
thud of falling boards and the slap 
of lumber being piled end on end... 
Jumber that once made their small 
red and white homes. 

The former watchman of the 
mine, Pete Chiesa, watched those 
houses going up. Now he watches 
them coming down. 

And he says, “these are sad days 
for me” 

But Pete figures he’s luckier than 
most of the men For he’s got a pen- 
sion to fall back on. 

As he puts it: “The men between 
50 and 60 are the ones hardest hit. 
Tt's not easy for older men to make 
new lives for themselves. And some 
of the older men have large fa- 
milies.” 

But the death of the mountain 
town affects all the men. 

The coal company has sent evict- 
ion notices to everyone...not just 
the families who live in company 
houses....but also to those who live 
in homes they own. 

The company suggest an alter- 
native. It says they can move their 
houses out of town. But the resi- 
dents of Mountain Park know they 
can't take their homes down nar- 
row mountain roads. 

Of course, they can sell their 
homes. Some homes might bring in 
100 dollars. But a few have already 
sold for less, And the owners know 


the price won't go far in paying the 
cost of a new home, 

The company owned hotel and 
store are being torn down too. Two 
churches are being boarded up ....to 
become the ghosts of another desert- 
ed mining town. 

The half million dollar tipple is 
idle at the shaft of the mine, The 
underground mine has been flood- 
ed. The entrances have been blasted 
for safety. 

And even the mime ponies seem to 
sense something that 1s \ wrong. 
They wander aimlessly through the 
empty streets. 

Station agent, Roy Jones, has 
only one consolation he says, “Per- 
haps another war will open the 
mine.” But Jones isn’t going to walt. 
He's planning to leave town in a 
couple of months, The railways has 
been leased by the C-N-R. 

There's only one question in 
Mountain Park now. Everyone asks, 
“Where will we go?” 

Some have been lucky. They've 
moved on to other towns...and other 
homes, 

But there are those who haven't 
‘the money to look for new homes. 
They have no choice, They have to 
stay. 

‘They're not sure how they'll man- 
age without any light and water. 
They won't even have a telephone 
connection to the outside world. 
But they figure they'll get along. 
somehow. 

There's the Archie Emblau fam- 
ily of thirteen. They're planning to 
make a living by hunting and fish- 
ing. 

Telephone operator, Mrs. Covey 
Fleck, has eight children. She and 
her husband don’t know where to 
go. 

And then there’s Mrs. John Bur- 
azinni. She has known no other 
home except Mountain Park ....since 
she left Italy. Her husband is blind. 
But she knows they must move 
somewhere else. For she wants 
her eight children to go to school. 

Pete Chiesa says there'll have to 
be a change in text books now. 
For Mountain Park will no longer 
be the highest inhabited town in 


Canada. (BUP)

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On July 31st, the Post carried a 
story hended, “Is summer gone?”, 
in which the paper's Sunderland 
correspondent reported that two 
lone geese had been seen heading 
south over that area, and won- 
dered if the unseasonable weather 
had deluded them into thinking it 
was time to head for their winter 
quarters, 


Last week a number of Lindsay 
tesidents were surprised to see a 
V-shaped formation of five wild 
geese heading north, which ts cer- 
tainly a little strange at this time 
of the year, since the Canada 
Goose is one of the earlier arriy- 
als in the spring. 

One theory advanced by a local 
amateur ornithologist is that the 
birds were hybrids and had no 
young to car, for in their summer 
quarters. However, since this well 


| known V-formation 1s only typical 


of geese when they are migrating, 
it is a little difficult to understand 
why they were flying north. 
When flying about their breed- 
ing grounds or on short flights, 
the geese fly in compact or irre- 
gular bunches. It is only when 
they are flying long distances that 
they fly high in the air in the 
well known V-formation. During 
such flights, there will be a change 
of leadership from time to time, 
and the honk honk of the leader 
and the replies of his flock are 
unmistakeable. In “Life Histories 
of North American Wild Fowl,” 
the author, Arthur Cleyeland Bent 
says, “The old ganders know the 
way and lead their trustful flocks 
by the straightest and safest route; 
high in the air, with the earth 
spread out below them like a map, 
they follow no coast line, no moun- 
tain chain, and no river valley; 
but directly onward over hill and 
valley, river and lake, forest and 
plain, city, town and country, their 
course points straight to their 
summer homes. Flying by night 
or by day, as circumstances re- 
quire; they stop only when neces- 
sary to rest or feed, and then only 
in such places as their experienced 
leaders know to be safe.” 

The subject of hybridism among 
ducks, geese and swans is one of 
great interest. Like all other 
birds and mammals, these species 
usually pair with others.of their 


own kind. However, it has been 
found that inter-breeding does 
take place, and specimens haye

beén found which are without 
doubt the result of mating be- 
tween different species, different 
genera, and even between different 
subfamilies. There are records of 
crosses between swans and geese, 
between river ducks, elders and 
mergansers, and between diving 
ducks and mergansers, 

Except in the case of the most 
closely related crosses, hybrids are 
rarely fertile. The fact that a very 
large percentage of the hybrids 
produced as a result of such inter- 
breeding are male, also adds to 
the chances against reproduction. 

The five wild geese seen on Sat- 
urday were no doubt common 
Canada Geese, which is a subspe- 
cies of the Canada Goose family. 
In this family, the male and the 
femal, look alike, the general 
effect being of a very larg, (they 
usually weigh around 9 pounds) 
brownish-grey goose, with head 
and Jong neck of shiny black with 
the exception of the cheeks which 
are white. Young birds have the 
same colouring as the adults, but 
the colours are more subdued. 

The Canada Goose is claimed 
by many to be the grandest of all 
waterfowl, combining ‘as it does, 
and as no other bird does to a 
like degree, such attributes as sa- 
gacity, wariness, strength and fi- 
delity. Wheneyer a flock is feed- 
ing, tt is invariably protected by 
two or more sentries, who give 
warning of ahy approaching dan- 
ger. They have almost uncanny 
Keenness of hearing: a deer coming 
down to the water to drink will 
fail to startle them, but the ap- 
proach of a human being will put 
them immediately to flight, al- 
though in both cases it is the 
snapping of a twig that apprises 
them of the approach. In the 
Same way, the splash of a fish 
will be ignored, while the splash 
of an oar will cause alarm. 

Flight is not always the Canada 
Goose’s way of ayoiding danger. 
Sometimes, and almost inyariably 
when they are on their nests, 
they will Ne flat with their long 
necks outstretched, the protective 
colouring of their plumage blend- 
ing into the surrounding terrain. 
On water, or on ice they will some- 
times take this pose, and so stret- 
ched out, they look like pieces of 
driftwood. 

The Canada Goose is an ex- 
ample of marital fidelity. A duck 


apparently likes yarlety and will 
choose himself a new spouse every 
year, but when a Canada Goose 
mates, he mates for life. If the 
male or female loses his or her 
mate, it {s said that the bereaved 
OMe never mates again. 


And the Canada Goose is a real 
family bird, and his staunchness 
in defence of family is well 
known. Occasions have been known 
of a goose attacking a man who 
had inadyertently trodden on his 
nest; usually a depression in the 
ground, so furnished with avail- 
abl, materials as to render {t al- 
most inconspicuous, Nests are 
found in trees in some areas, but 
in most of these instances, the 
goose has taken over a discarded 
nest of an osprey or hawk, or si- 
milar large bird. 


The Canada Goose may lay from 
4 to 10 eggs, but the most common 
number is 5 or 6, They are creamy 
white in colour, and measufe be- 
tween 2 and a quarter inches and 
3 and a quarter inches in length. 
Only the goose sits on the eggs, 
but the gander will be always on 
hand to provide protection. Both 
parents are assiduous in the care 
of their young, and when on the 
water, it is amusing to see the 
gander in the lead, the goslings 
behind, and mother bringing up 
the rear. During July and early 
August, while the young ‘are at- 
taining full growth, the adults lose 
their primary feathers and are 
unable to fly. During this period, 
the family remains hidden in the 
weeds or bulrushes, By about the 
middle of August, the whole fam- 
ily fs able to fly, and they go into 
training so that their wings will 
be strong for the long trip south 
in September, or October. 


The Canada Goos, feeds both 
on land and on water, and his 
feeding habits are most regular, 
returning day after day to the 
same feeding ground. On land

OTHERS SAY 


CLAIMING EVERYTHING 


It is surprising what discoveries are now being 
made by the guiding geniuses of Soviet Russia, In 
the last year or two, they have claimed the the credit 
for being the originators of nearly everything that 
has ever been invented. Apparently, under the old 
regime of the Czars, the Russians were hiding their 
light under a bushel, and it has taken the enlighten- 
ment of Communism to make them realize what won- 
derful people they are. 

The very latest claims to outstanding inventions 
have been made for Russia by Lt.-Gen. Vassily Stalin, 
son of Prime Minister Joseph Stalin, who has added 
to the claim that Russia invented the first airplane. 
Aparrently they never heard of the Wright Brothers 
over in Russia, Young Stalin, however, goes a long 
way beyond the mere claim that the airplane was a 
Russian invention. He ays: 

“Our great land was the birthplace of aero-navigation, avia- 
tion, rocket and jet flying. In our land were created aviation 
motors, high-speed and heavy multi-engined airplanes, the first 
helicopters and autogiros, flying boats and parachutes, aviation 


instruments and tools, all-metal dirigibles and the Jet plane.” 
Tt is very strange that, if all these things were 


invented in Russia, as is claimed, that no one ever 
heard of them before the recognized inventions of 
scientists of other lands, particularly the United States 
and the British Commonwealth. Of course, it is easy 
to stuff the heads of the Russian people with such 
bunk, because they are neyer allowed to learn the 
truth of what other nations are doing. They are fed 
only the pap which comes from the Moscow propa- 
ganda mill, and they swallow it avidly. Apparently 
all that remains is for the Russians to claim that 
one of their number created the world.

A MUCH-NEEDED WAR 

This is the season of the year when the lady of 
the house can be seen, armed with a fly-swatter, wag- 
ing relentless war on the common housefly. This is one 
war which can be fully justified, and which is, indeed, 
imperative for the protection of public health. 

All are familiar with this filthy, disease-spreading 
insect which becomes a torturing pest in the hot days 
of July and August. It seems to penetrate into the 
home, regardless of window and door screens and 
any other precautions that can be taken against it. 
And in spite of the statement of a British health auth- 
ority that a campaign carried out systematically could 
result in its complete extinction, flies seem to flourish 
and multiply at an amazing rate. 

The danger to health of this distributor of disease 
germs is well-known. It finds its breeding places 
amongst. filth and garbage of all kinds, and carries 
disease wherever it goes. Therefore the most relent- 
less campaign is needed to eradicate it from the place 
where it can do most harm—in the home. The most 
effective antidote against flies is the taking of pre- 
cautions in disposing of refuse and Zarbage, so as 
to eliminate breeding grounds. The use of chemical 
sprays, and the constant wielding of the fly-swatter, 
are effective, but there is nothing that can compare 
with dealing with it at the source, and making sure 
that there is no breeding places left for it in the 
proximity of the home.

A SERIOUS SITUATION 

A rather serious situation affecting the 
farmers of Ontario and Durham Counties has arisen 
as a result of unprecedented wet weather of the past 
week. Coming at a time when farmers expected to 
harvest their grain crops, the humidity has resulted 
in wheat sprouting with a resultant loss which may 
well reach tens of thousands of dollars. 

A year ago crop conditions generally were. far 
from good and the hay crop was poor with the result 
that many farmers were forced to sell off their stock 
or purchase badly needed feed. This year it was ex- 
pected that district farmers would be able to recoup 
some of their losses although the crop did not promise 
to break any records. The wet weather has meant 
that dreams have been shattered for many. 

That farming is a gamble, dependent upon the 
vagaries of the weather, was never more apparent. 
What is not always understood is the prosperity of 
the farming community in large measure governs 
that in the urban and metropolitan centres. Serious 
crop losses mean that the farmer is unable to main- 
tain his level of production and the price to the con- 
sumer advances. At the same time the purchasing 
power of the farmer diminshes and he cannot buy 
luxury goods from the urban merchant.

STRANGE SILENCE OF A PROPHET 

A very popular English publication is “Old Moore’s 
Almanac”; for 107 years it has been popular in farm- 
houses, public houses, cottages and dwellings where 
few other books are found. It is handy because it 
gives the usual information about the rising and set- 
ting of the sun, the working of the tides, a calendar 
marked with the important anniversaries and the in- 
formation which is expected in an almanac. It also 
gives a great deal of advice on matters of health to 
sufferers from varicose veins, rheumatism, victims of 
the drink or tobacco habit, people whose livers are 
torpid, and other unhappy features. But the special 
feature of “Old Moore” is his “Prophetic Notes’, at- 
tached to each month of the year. And the most 
interesting thing about the Prophetic Notes for 1950 
is that they make no mention whatever of Korea. 

Here are Old Moore’s predictions for July: “Trade 
between us and the South American countries is grad- 
ually recovering. Bulk buying accounts for most of 
it, and many people would like to see more meat 
from Argentine as in the old days. Our steel pro- 
ducts are in great demand, but the question still re- 
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mains how many tons of agricultural produce for one 
ton of steel machinery—The hay harvest is proving 
a good one and the prospects are good for our farmers. 
They find they can manage with less subsidies—Ship- 
building yards are busy and many more ships are be- 
ing launched. There is some question as to whether 
they will have as much work in the future, Regula- 
tions are tightened up concerning conditions on ships 
afloat.—A watchful eye is kept on the cost of living 
figures and though these have only yaried waladtin 
narrow limits there is now a welcome move lower. 

The phophet business must be a disappointing 
trade. The phophets of the Old Testament had the - 
right plan: they simply foretold woe, in a large general 
way, knowing that eventually mankind would prove 
them right.—Peterborough Examiner. 


MACKENZIE KING'S WILL 

Tt comes as a surprise to most of us that Mac- - 
kenzie King has left an estate valued at three-quarters 
of a million dollars. At no time during his life was 
Mr. King engaged in what would appear to be profit- 
able business dealing. His salary, though sufficient, 
was never a large one as rich men reckon such things.. 
Nevertheless, by investment, by saving, and by receipt 
of gifts from those who wished him well he accumu- 
lated a good deal of money, virtually all of -which he : 
has left to the country which he served all his life. 

It is no surprise that Laurier House has been left 
to the nation. Mr. King was always proud of the fact 
that the dwelling which was filled with memories of 
his old chieftain was left to him by Lady Laurier. From 
time to time it was whispered that he had willed it to 
the Liberal Party; we feel that he was right not to 
do so. Political parties have a way of dwindling, 
changing their fortunes, and changing their principles. E 
Laurier House belonged to two great Canadians, and_ 
it is to the people of Canada, and not to a party, that 
it belongs. Our country is now old enough to have a: 
place for such reminders of our great past, and we 
are glad that Laurier House is to be a public- posses-— 
sion. The sum which was given to Mr. King to main~ 
tain it goes with the house, for he regarded it as a 
trust rather than as a personal possession. 

No one will be surprised either, that a large part of 
Mr. King’s personal fortune is to be dispersed in schol- 
arships.

THE NIAGARA TREATY 


Canada seems to find great difficulty in persuad- 
ing the United States Congress to ratify treaties with 
that country in respect to power developments. For 
many years, failure to ratify the St. Lawrence Water- 
way development on the part of Congress has blocked 
the development of the great resources of power on 
that river. Now it seems as if a similar attitude is 
being adopted with regard to a treaty whereby the 
generation of power at Niagara Falls could be in- 
creased by an additional diversion of water. 

This treaty was quickly ratified by the parlia- 
ment of Canada, but it is now lost in the mazes of 
argument in the Foreign Relations Committee of the 
United States Senate, where it seems likely to find a 
burying ground. 

This apparent frustration of Ontario’s hopes for 
increased water power devlopment at Niagara Falls 
is being deplored, not only in this country, but also 
in the United States. For instance, the Buffalo Even- 
ing News, in an editorial, has this to say: 


“For our Senate to shelve the Niagara treaty would be an 
affront to Canada, which made haste to @pprove on the under- 
standing that the Truman administration, eager for a redevelop- 
ment at the Falls, could assure early ratification. As the best 
friend the US. has among the nations, Canada is deserving of 
better treatment by Washington than she has had In relation to 
engagements for power developments on rivers in which both 
countries have a common interest.” 


This sentiment will be echoed throughout Ontario, 
and has already had strong newspaper support in this 
province. It would be unfortunate if once again 
Ontario’s power program should be blocked because of 
the failure of Washington to co-operate,

-If you want to win the heart of 
the little woman this Christmas 
boys, you can present her with a 
pound of pepper. 

She may have lots of spice in 
her affection. But it could be just 
an attempt to hide a lack of pep- 
per on the table. 

Today, she has to spend three 
dollars and seventy-five cents for 
the same pound of black pepper 
she bought for. 69 cents before the 
war, 

As for white pepper, the little 
woman has to dig deep for four 
dollars and 75 cents. The grocer now 
demands three dollars more than 
he was asking back in 1938. 

But the grocer can’t be blamed 
for high prices. The grocer Is on the 
fence. On one side the consumer 
keeps asking “why?” And on the 
other side the manufacturer ex- 
plains he is paying 65 times more 
for pepper today, than he did be- 
fore the war, 

It does no good to point an ac- 
cusing finger at the Netherlands 
East Indies . . . for the pepper plan- 
tations not destroyed during the 
last war, have been badly neglected, 

The islands may have provided 
seventy-five percent of the world’s 
demand before the war. But now 
they can only supply a mild seas- 
oning of the demand. 

Today, the value of pepper is re- 
miniscent of the role pepper play- 
ed in the middle ages. It was then 

; used as money, 

The currencies of Europe were 
constantly losing their yalue ........ 
But a pound of pepper was always 
a pound of pepper, There were many 
times when it was worth its weight 
in silver and many times when it 
was worth Its weight in gold. 

Today, the burning of incense 
in Roman Catholic Church is only 
one of the relics of the early uses 
of pepper, For in very early times, 


spices were used for religious pur- 
Poses, for incense embalming and 
funeral rites. 

Spices accompanied acts of wor- 
ship .. not only in the classic 
religions but among the Jews 
and Christians too. 

As early as 408 AD. Alaric de- 
manded that the ransom of Rome 
should include not only silver and 
gold, but also three thousand 
Pounds of pepper. 

Our word grocer comes from one 
of the earlies of the city guilds in 
medieval England called the 
Ppepperers. For in 1345 ....... the 
Build of peppers was succeeded by 
@ group known as the grocers’ 
company. They chose the name 
“grocer” because they bought and 
sold in “gross” (large) quantities. 
And they didn’t want to be con- 
fused with the men who engaged 
in retail trading. 

Pepper has done more than win a 
woman’s heart. It has played a 
romantic role in the most daring 
explorations. 

It was pepper, or the lack of 
pepper that caused the Portuguese 
to seek an all sea route to the Or- 
jent ........ and led to their rounding 
the Cape of Good Hope. It was the 
need of spices, particularly Pepper 
that led to the voyage of Columbus. 

It was pepper and spice that 
gave Holland her mastery of the 
seas and her possessions in the 
East Indies. It was Pepper that 
caused Britannia to “rule the way- 
) as and acquire India, Ceylon, 
Singapore and her other possess- 
ions,

14--As one of the 150 specially se- 
lected master cadets, Cadet Capt. 
George McFadden, of Lindssy, is 
now sharing the thrills of three 
weeks holiday camping in the 
Rockies as a reward for outstand- 
ing service with his corps for the 
) past three or four years. 

The Banff Cadet Camp, now be- 
Ing held for the third year, is truly 
a “reward” camp, Along with his 
new-found friends who represent 
cadet corps from all parts of the 
Dominion, Capt. McFadden is de- 
voting about two-thirds of his camp 
life to holiday activities which mak- 
es Banff a world famous resort 
center. . 

Scenic tours through mountain 
valleys to such places as Lake 
Loulse, Yoho Canyon, Johnson's 
Canyon, Moraine Lake in the Val- 
ley of the Ten Peaks and Mount 
Eisenhower have been arranged by 
a Tours Agency.

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Items Of Current Interest To Women 


How Can I? 


Q. How can I treat candles so that 
they will last much longer? 

A. Give them a coat of white var- 
mish, Let them dry for a day or 
two before using. Besides burning 
longer, this will prevent the wax 
from dripping down on the holder. 


Q. How can I remove a fresh fruit 
stain from a dress or tablecloth? 


A. Cover the stain thoroughly 
with starch. Let it remain for about 
an hour, Then rub off with a clean 
cloth. 


Q. How can I economize on sugar 
when stewing fruit? 


A. Less sugar will be required if 
one teaspoonful of lemon fuice is 
added to every pound of fruit. 


Q. How can I take proper care of 
kitchen knives and forks? 


A. Make a flannel knife-case 
and fasten it to the inside of the 
cupboard door, so constructed that 
there will be a separate compart- 
ment for each knife and fork. The 
flannel will absorb any moisture left 
on the metal. 


Q. How can I facilitate the work 
of ironing napkins? 


A. A good method for ironing nap- 
kins is to dip every third napkin 
in warm water, placing it between 


two dry napkins, then fold and roll. | 


Allow them to stand for about an 
hour before ironing. 


Q. How can I remove spots from 
light kid shoes? 


A. Rub the spots with art gum. 


Q. How can I economize in the 
use of eggs when making custard? 


A When the custard recipe 
calls for several eggs, one or more 
eggs may be left out if one-half 
tablespoon of cornstarch is added 
for each egg omitted. 


Q.How can I prevent colored hand- 
kerchiefs from fading. 


A. Soak the colored handker- 
chiefs in cold water containing a 


little salt before they are washed. 


Q. What kind of soap should be 
used to shampoo gray hair? 

A. A soap that is pure white should 
be used {n the shamoo for gray hair, 
as many of the colored soaps leave 
the hair yellow. 

Q. How can I prevent ingrowing 
toenails, 

A. Shoes and stockings that are 
too short are very often the cause 
of ingrowing toenails, It is far bet- 
ter to have both the shoe and the 
stocking a half inch too long. 


Q. How can I rid the honse or 
cellar of spiders? 

A. Wet pieces of cotton with oil 
of pennyroyal and place them in 
their haunts. Get rid of the spiders 
as quickly as possibly, as they some- 
times leave poisonous bites. 


Q. How can I prevent a small hole- 
in the linoleum from enlarging? 

A. If the hole is small, pour a 
little hot paraffin into it, smooth 
over evenly with a knife, and let 
it harden, Examine frequently for 
any tiny holes, as this treatment 
could hardly be used for large ones. 

Q. How can I prevent splattering 
when frying fish? 

A. Invert the colander over the 
pan of frying fish. It will prevent 
Splattering ,and yet the holes in 
the colander will permit the steam 


Q. How can I eliminate the neces- 
sity of handling both the salt and 
pepper shakers when seasoning 
food? 

A. Place a mixture of three parts 
salt to one part pepper in one darge 
Salt shaker. Keep the shaker close 
to the kitchen range and the sea- 
soning can be done quickly. 


Q. How can I soften putty in a 
window frame? 

A. By stirring together two 
pounds sal-soda, one-half pound of 
lime in 1 gallon of hot water. Apply 
while still warm to both sides of 
the glass and let it remain for 
twelve hours, The glass can them 
be removed without cutting, The 
amount of solution given is suf- 
ficient for a number of windows.

Beating Eggs

With tuberculosis of the lung 
there are uually some signs that 
the patient and family can ob- 
serve--cough, loss of welght, and 
tiredness, However, with cancer of 
the lung there are few or no symp- 
toms except a light wheeze at first, 
but this practically always present.

At the end 
of some months, during which a 
trip around the world was taken 
by one family and a lengthy motor 
trip by another, these three women 
finally consulted their _ physiclan 
and found that the enlarged glands 
and growths were not cancer and 
that they had worrled needlessly 
all those months. 

Sometimes fear of heart disease 
is present in men and women be- 
cause of a pain that occurs from 
time to time in the region of the 
heart. And, just as in the case 
of cancer, tuberculosis or other 
disease, pain and other signs may 
be caused by other than organic 
disease, so these chest and “heart” 


| pains may be caused by other con- 
qj ditions which are harmless. 


In the Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Journal, Drs. Janet Travell 
jand Seymour H. Rinzler state that 
patients may have chest or arm 


| pain (an outstanding symptom of 
\heart disease) with no evidence of 


organic heart disease. This pain 
{s commonly caused by fatigue and 
strain of the chest muscles. If we 
are not used to doing work that 


uses the big chest muscles which 


draw the arms in front and across 
the chest, the pain will likely oc- 


|cur under breastbone and extend 


to the inner side of shoulder as 
this is where the big chest muscle 
begins and ends. And because this 
pain is suspected of being caused 
by heart disease, the patient stops 
exercising; sometimes the physi- 
cian so advises, 

Drs. Travell and Rinzler state 
that because the pain in the chest 
muscle causes all exercise to be 
stopped, the patient loses his mor- 
ale and deteriorates mentally and 
physically. For this reason the pain 
should be stopped by pain-rellev- 
ing drugs. 

The thought, therefore, is that 
if pain occurs in the chest it may 
be due to heart disease or just

unusual work or some muscular 
rheumatism is present. 

To avold any worry or possible 
danger, the heart should be exam_ 
ined first by the family physician.

In Medical Clinics of North Am- 
erica, Dr. Harris Isabell, Director, 
Research Division U.S. 
Health Service states that effects 
of the barbiturates are somewhat 
similar to those of alcohol and 
frequently alcohol and barbiturates 
are used together. 
ates and alcohol produce a short- 
lived relief from emotional tension, 
which to people with certain or 
susceptible personalities seem to 
offer a solution for many of life's 
difficulties. Some individuals us- 
ing barbiturates appear to have a 
desire for complete uficonscious- 
ness. 


The barbiturates disturb the front 
and back part of the brain, render- 
ing the addict unable to solve the 
simplest mental problem. His walk 
fs so affected that he may fall 
and {njure himself, As with alcohol, 
the effect of the barbiturate 1s 
much greater when the stomach 
{s empty. The addict neglects his 
personal appearance and is unable 
to work or care for himsolf prop- 


erly. “He is rejected by his family, 
loses his Job and his friends. He 
may commit crimes and not re- 


member them.” 

What about treatment of barbit- 
urate drug addiction? ‘These pa- 
tients should be referred to a 
private or public institution for drug 
addiction. Two phases of treat- 
ment are necessary. First, 
ment to be used during withdrawal 
symptoms, and second, treatment 
to restore the individual to work 
and his family by psychiatric 
measures. 

The barbiturates are a great boon 
to eplleptics and other patients 
requiring “quieting” treatment, but 
unless careful supervision 1s given, 
seriously antisocial results in be- 
havior may occur.

I wrote about the use of benadryl 
in Parkinson’s syndrome (paraly- 
sis agitans, palsy. That benadryl 
{s helping cases of night cramp in 
the calf 1s now reported. 

For years the treatment of night 
cramp in calf, ankle, and foot has 
been quinine and quinidine. A 
dose of three to five grains of 
quinine or quinidine usually loosens 
up the cramp and relieves pain,, or 
prevents cramp and pain if taken 
before patient goes to sleep. 
cause of night cramp is not known 
as it occurs in patients who have 
No disturbance of arteries and 
veins. 

In The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Dr. Meyer 
Nalde, Philadelphia, states that 
when quinine and quinidine failed 
to relieve one of his patients, he 
gave him benadryl, 50 mg. at bed- 
time. This treatment prevents 
cramps completely for over a year. 


| The patient had previously had no 


relief from night cramp for a per- 
fod of 17 months while taking var- 
fous drugs. Dr. Nafde got the idea 
of using benadryl from its success 
in the treatment of several cases 
of Parkinson's disease. 

Because of the success of bena- 
dryl in this first case of night 
cramps, Dr. Nalde and his asso- 
clates decided to use {t in 16 other 
cases. All 16 reported complete free- 
dom from night cramps, In fact, in 
some patients the night cramps did 
not return even after benadryl] 
treatment was discontinued. 

One satisfactory point about ben- 
adryl is that {s causes drowsiness 
and the patient soon gets off to 
sleep. It ts this drowsiness to which 
some patients with hay fever and 
asthma object Tf, then, the us- 
remedy, quinine or qinidine,

Albina Mary Is 
“Miracle Baby” 


The stork was supposed to fly 
over Montreal today with a bundle 
for Mrs, Helen Macikas. But if 
jhe looks in her home at 6782 Se- 
cond Avenue Rosemount, he'll 
just keep on going and give the 
bundle to someone else. 


For Mrs, Macikas already has a 
baby. A baby girl arrived 14 
weeks ago, weighing two pounds 
and five ounces, Today, she weighs 
found pounds and 15 ounces. 


Mrs. Macikas calls her baby Al- 
bina Mary. But Doctor Roman 
Pniewsky calls her a “miracle 
baby”. The Polish physician says 
she’s a “miracle baby’, because 
she’s still alive. And medical books 
support his theory. They say a 
baby born under seven months has 
no chance to live. 


If Albina Mary Macikas is a 
“miracle baby”, a large part of 
that miracle belongs to Doctor 
Pniewsky. For he saw she had a 
chance to live. 


The doctor says she was as red 
as a lobster the day she came into 
the world, with skin as transpar- 
ent as glass. “And,” he adds, “she 
looked more like a pigeon than 8 
baby”. 


The doctor knew that other me- 
dical men would call her birth a 
miscarriage. But he decided to 
gamble on her chances of surviv- 
al, 


He wrapped the baby in blan- 


| kets and rushed her to an incub- 


ator in Ste. Justine Hospital. But 
the doctor knew her lung muscles 
were not strong enough to take 
oxygen from the air. So pure oxy- 
gen was fed to her through a 
small face mask. 


The biggest problem was nour- 
ishment. The doctor began to feed 
her a mixture of milk and sweet- 
ened water. Her diet only filled 
a small cheesespoon. But it took 
the baby an hour and a half to 
swallow her first nourishment. 
Food just seemed to tire her. 


In another three hours, the doc- 
tor gave her a feeding through e@ 
tube inserted into her mouth. The 
baby then had the strength to 
take every second feeding through 
th, nipple. On these alternate 
feedings, she began to show a mild 
interest in life. But on the tenth 
day, her life hung in the balance. 


That was the day, the doctor 
noticed she was developing a ser- 
fous skin rash. He gave her peni- 
cillin treatment, but she kept los- 
ing weight, ounce after ounce. 


But then three weeks later, and 
five ounces lighter, her skin rash 
disappeared, as quickly as it be- 
gan. And the doctor began to 
figure that the baby was really a 
miracle. 


Now th, doctor can proudly re- 
port that the baby is on this side 
of the world. Before she left the 
hospital on Sunday, she tipped the 
scales at one ounce short of five 
pounds, 

The doctor thinks she’s tipping 
a few pillars of medical skepticism 
| too. 

For Doctor Pniewsky hag never 
heard of the survival of a three 
and a half month premature baby 
--elther in North America, or in 
any of th, other European coun- 
tries where he practiced. 

He feels Montreal's miracle baby 
proves the chance of life for other 
premature babies. And he can see 
the day when a baby who beats 
the storq by three and a_ half 
months may not even be called 
premature. (BUP)

Bacon Exports Decline. 

Canada has been exporting bac- 
on for 80 years, 

But during the lust nine years the 
export of bacon has taken a leap 
into bigger figures. 

The marketing service of the de- 
partment of Agriculture at Ottawa 
reports that a total of four billion 
pounds of bacon was exported dur- 
ing 1940-49. 

‘And Agricultural officials say 
the figure exceeds the exports for 
the previous 40 years. 

But during the last four years . . 
bacon exports are reported to have 
declined from a peak of 273 million 
pounds in 1946 . . . to this year’s es- 
timated total of 60 million pounds. 
Prairie Crops Improve, 

Farmers in the Prairie Provinces 
watched their crops show improve- 
ment during the last week. 

But with harvesting several 
weeks later than usual this year .. 
The Dominion Bureau of Statist- 
ics predicts that early frost may 
cause some loss. 

In Manitoba--where weather con- 
ditions have been good .. . the

Bureau reports that the harvesting 
of Fall rye has begun. And in Sask- 
atchewan . . . crops are described 
from good to excellent. Spring grain 
yields in the southwest parts of the 
province are expected to be slightly 
below normal. But average yields 
are expected in all other areas of 
the province, 

Crops are reported to have shown 
some improvement in Alberta dur- 
ing the last two weeks. And D-B-S 
predicts a close-to-average grain 
crop throughout the province. 

Ontario grain production is said 
to be steadily improving . . . des- 
pite late seeding. Hay and fodder 
crops are now expected to meet 
reported in good condition .. . 
while canning crops and sugar beets 
promise heavy yields.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES ACT 

American agricultural officials 
often express admiration for what 
they call Canada's “courageous” an- 
{mal contagious diseases act. 

The present act is administered 
by the Health of Animals Division, 
Production Service of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa. And 
it deserves the admiration of every 
Canadian. 

By a slaughter and compensation 
policy it has controlled such ser- 
fous diseases as hog cholera, boy- 
ine tuberculosis, and horse diseases 
such as glanders and dourine. 

Through effective legislation and 
efficient organization Can- 
ada has remained free of other de- 
structive diseases such as foot- 
and-mouth disease. contagious 
boyine....sheep scab....and Texas fey- 
er, 

This year--with the addition of 
trained personnel .... the work of 
Canada’s contagious diseases act is 
becoming more effective than ever. 

It's doing a particularly fine job 
in the control of hog cholera. 

During the last 50 years....Canada 
has controlled the disease by a 
slaughter policy at a cost of only 
one million 58 thousand 39 dollars 

paid out in indemnities.

WEED KNOWLEDGE HELPS 
IN CONTROL 

Most men are familiar, at least 
to a certain extent, with the main 
symptoms of the more common di- 
seases which are liable to affect 
thelr livestock. And they realize 
that such a knowledge is essential 
to properly combat the disease. 

But yet there are many who are 
not at all familiar with symptoms 
of another “disease” which annu- 
ally takes a heavy toll--the iden- 
tification and habits of the more 
common weeds. A knowledge of 
this type is equally necessary for 
effective action. 

Weeds are commonly classified 
as annuals, biennials and peren- 
nials, with winter annuals as a 
convenient, though not very scien- 
tific further distinction, An annu- 
al weed may be a winter annual 
when it starts in the Fall and is 
fortunate in its location or in the 
season; or it may be regularly a 
Winter annual a little further 
south. 

An annual is a weed that- ger- 
minates in the Spring or early 
Summer, grows and reproduces be- 
fore Winter, dying naturally when 
caught by Autumn frosts. Its 
progeny, the seed, is safely tucked 
away within seed coats capable of 
withstanding Winter's adversities. 
The importance of the seed is at- 
tested by its abundance, as com- 
pared with other weeds. If the} 
seed can be induced to germinate 
before Winter, or if it can be 
started early enough in the Spring 
either frost or the preparation for 
the Spring-grown crops will de- 
stroy it while young. 

Biennial weeds usually start 
growth early enough in th, Sum- 
mer to provide themselves with a 
stout tap root, and a strong ros- 
ette of leaves lying on the ground 
to carry them through the Winter 
and furnish reserve food for the 
flower stem which is quickly push- 
ed up in the second year. A broad 
sheared cultivator is th, best im- 
plement for eradicating them. 

Perennial weeds, while reprodu- 
cing by seed, maintain themselves 
year by year by their strong root 
systems, which may be creeping 
like those of Canada and perennial 
sow thistles, or short and fleshy as 
with dock and dandelion. So simple 
operation in Fall or Spring will 
suffic, to exterminate the average 
perennial. Summer fallowing and 
cultivators are usually quite effec- 
tive. Enough should be known of 
the special lif, history of each 
weed to guide in the proper me- 
thod of eradicating them.

NEW YORK —(NEA)—When the 
curtain’ goes up at Broadway's 
pewest theater, it doesnt. And 
when the footlights dim, they 
don’t. 

Because the Arena doesn't have 


any curtain, Or footlights, Or, for 
that matter, any wings or sets or 
box seats. 

Actually, it isn't even a theater. 
It's the main ballroom of the 
Hotel Edison, which has been con- 
verted into what the drama au- 
thorities call a “theater-in-the- 
round”. Meaning that the stage is 
surrounded on all four sides by 
seats and paying customers, 

The stage Is simply @ small 
cleared place among the seats, 
just 14 feet by 18 feet, about the 
size and shape of a run-of-the- 
mill living room. Around it are 
the seats, plain, straight-backed 
seats like you find in the better 
funeral parlors, There are 10 rows 
of them on two sides, less than 
that on the other two. Only 600 
seats, in all.

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Illinois’ Reborn Lidice 
Is Now a Memory, Too

Joliet, Il—(NEA) — Lidice, re- 
born, is dead again! 

Hitler killed it the first time, 
President Roosevelt called the mar- 
tyrdom of Lidice, Czechoslovakia, 
the murder of a word. Wendell Wil- 
kie told the people, “Because ao 
hangman was killed, Lidice lives.” 
He meant Lidice, Ill., the commun- 
ity re-named so that Lidice should 
live forever. 

“Living forever in the hearts of 
all who Joye freedom,” “the light 
that will burn forever in memory of 
the dead”... high sounding phras- 
es like these rang from the lips of 
speech-makers and were blazed a- 
cross the front pages of the news- 
papers on July 13, 1942, as a fed- 
eral housing project, Stern Park 
Gardens, became the answer to 
Hitler's obliteration of Lidice, Cze- 
choslovakia. 

But now the light is out. The 
Monument is moved. Prominent 
cltizens who served on the com- 
mittee for establishment of the 
monument and perpetual light ad- 
mit that they were drafled to serve 
because they represented one org- 
anization or another, Where the 
funds for the light went they don't 
know. Children swarm over the 
monument. Tt ts chipped in plac- 
es. 

In one sense the whole thing 
was a fraud ond Hitler's tnfamy 
was answered with a lie, Lidice, TIL. 
never existed. It was never a post- 
office, never a village or any other 
kind of organized municipality, ac- 
cording to Helen Mahoney, secre- 
tary of the mayor In neighboring 
Joliet. 

“The light is out because the 
monument was moved,” reports 
Adolf Facer. “The mayor promised 


i e 
me he'd have the gas connected 
again, but he hasn't done it. I 
had to go out and wash the mud 
off the monument after it was 
moved.” 

Kacer has more than ordinary 
interest in the monument. He 
was president of the Czech Ameri- 


can National Alliance when the 
memorial was erected, and still 
holds that job today. He was om 


the committee which planned the 


‘memorial. 


The monument was moved in 
1943, apparently to make way for 
housing, so it’s been seven years 
since the light went out, Kacer 
feels that the neglect of the mem- 
orial is because “the people don’t 
like it; most of the Czechs have 
moved and there are only two or 
three Bohemian families left; it 
has become an Itallan community.” 

But Miss Mahoney, the Joliet 
mayor's secretary, is more vehem=- 
ent about the whole affair. She 
named names and said the town 
has no mayor unless one of its real 
estate men has taken that title for 
himself, 

“Lidice is not even a village,” 
says Miss Mahoney. “It never has 
been. Tt has never had a post- of- 
fice. Tt has never had any elect- 
ed officials. Joliet’s mail-carriers 
deliver the mail. Lidicé was just » 
promotion scheme to sell lots. 
That's how it started. The houses 
built there are in poor condition and 
have changed hands many times. It 
may soon become incorporated as a 
part of Joliet. The Czech Embassy 
sent some dolls for children of Lid- 
fee, addressing them to that com- 
munity, No trace of them has ever 
been found.” 

Neither has there been any trace 
of the “light that will buen for- 
ever.”

2250 Jobless 
First Blow 
Of Strike 


International Nickel Company, 
faced with serious operation diffi- 
cuties in the north due to the rail 
strike, says {t hopes to be able to 
continue its other operations in 
Ontario, 

At Copper Cliff, the company re- 
leased 22-hundred and 50 workers. 
Most of them were employed in 
smelting or refining operations, 
They were laid off because of short- 
ages of coal and other essential 
supplies, 

However, it's expected that min- 
ers at the operations will be kept 
on duty despite the strike. Altoge- 
ther, about 12-thousand Interna- 
tional Nickel workers are employed 
at Copper Cliff. 

The company also employs about 
25-hundred men at Port Colborne. 
Supplies are arriving there by lake 
vessels and large stockpiles are on 
hand so there is Mttle likelihood of 
an early layoff. 

Also at Port Colborne and To- 
ronto, 600 employees of Maple Leaf 
Milling Company have been laid off 
and company officials expect more 
will go in a day or two. (BUP) 


A suggestion that Chamber of 
Commerce be organized at Lindsay 
Was advanced by the luncheon 
speaker ab Tuesday's Kiwanis Club 
meeting. The speaker, J. C. Holtom, 
inspector, Development Branch, On- 
tario Dept., of Travel and Publicity, 
complimented Town Council on the 
establishment of a tourist bureau, 
but suggested that promotion of the 
Town of Lindsay should be handled 
by a Chamber of Commerce, He con- 
tended that such an organization 
could devote more time to this pro- 
ject than the council and that the 
advent of the Trans-Canada high- 
way made the project-imperatiye, 

Citing the extent of the tourist 
catering business in this section 
of Ontario, Mr. Holtom pointed out 
that there are approximately 400 
reorts in the Kawartha area alone 


servicing this trade, An additional 
800 resorts operate in the Halibur- 
ton region and the two régions 
haye combined accomodation for 
an estimated 16,000 people, he de- 
clared. 

Referring to the standard of 
catering in this section, the speaker 
said it was “generally high.” He told 
Kiwanians that competition is keen 
not only between individual resorts 
but between areas, (There are, he 
related, 52 vacation areas in On- 
tario.) 

Mr. Holtom stated that “as a 
result of the advertising program 
of the Dept, of Travel and Publicity, 
84,000 inquiries regarding Holl- 
days in Ontario were received. 64,- 
000 were from USA. 

Special attention is being cen-. 
tred on the September holiday this 
year and the department outlines 
Ontario’s attractions to various 
groups --the familyman, photo- 
grapher, sightseer and to the per- 
son who just wants to relax, he 
explained. 

“The cornerstone of department 
policy is to insure that the visitor® 
to Ontario gets a fair deal for his 
money”, the representative asserted, 
adding: “To this end the Develop- 
ment Branch encourages and pro- 
motes a high standard of accomo- 
dation, facilities and services.” 

Defining the duties of this branch 
further, Mr, Holtom said it was 
responsible for the administration 
of the Tourist Establishments Act 
which licenses all resorts, lodges, 
inns and fishing camps, which in 
turn must conform to basic regu- 
Jations which are designed to pro- 
tect health and welfare of the tras 
velling public.

Lads Plead Guilty To 
Entering OK Cafe 


Pleading gullty to charges of 
breaking, entry and theft of $100, 
two 17-year-old Lindsay boys were 
remanded one week for sentence 
in Lindsay police court today. The 
theft occurred early in the morning 
of August 14 at the OK Cafe on 
Kent Street, The proprietor, David 
Laing, reported to police that ap- 
proximately $65 had been taken 
from the cash register and an ad- 
ditional $35 from a cabinet below 
that, according to Police Chief Web- 
ster. 

According to the statement of 
one of the accused, which was 
given in evidence, the two had been 
talking the previous evening about 
breaking into the cafe. After wan- 
dering around the town for several 
hours, they went to the cafe about 
four in the morning, and entered 
by a screened window at the rear 
which led into the kitchen, Then 
while one kept watch, the other 
forced his way through a hooked 
door into the front of the restaurant 
-rang open the register and re- 
moved its ‘contents, used a knife 
from the kitchen to force open the 
cabinet, wiping the knife afterward 
to remove finger prints, took four 
packs of cigarettes from the dis- 
play case, and then both left. 

Once away from the premises, 


they went directly to the Peter- 
borough highway, where they 
boarded a bus to that city. Having 
breakfast there, they again board- 
ed a bus, this time for Toronto, 
There, according to the statement, 
they rented a hotel room, persuaded 
a stranger to purchase a case of 
heer for them, and spent their 
time spending money and playing 
pool. One lad was picked up by 
Toronto police for intoxication and 
for attempting to purchase liquor 
although he was a minor. He was 
sentenced in Toronto for these of- 
fenses, according to Chief Webter. 

According to the statement of 
the second of the two lads, he him- 
self was picked up the following 
morning, as he was on his way to 
Toronto Union Station to check 
a bag through to Windsor, where 
he intended travelling, The bag, 
which was produced in court, con- 
tained some of the money from the 
robbery, a pair of trousers, two sport 
Shirts, a pair of new socks, a new

of A. T. Lacey, who was acting for

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Sunderland (PNS) John Allin, 
hunter, fisherman and naturalist, 
says the most touching and beauti- 
ful picture which Mother Nature 
ever provides was presented to him 
as he explored the Beaver River, 
near Sunderland, 

In an ox-bow pond, which was in 
a quiet reach of the river, a pretty 
mother Wood Duck was swimming 
with her 12 Uttle ducklings, splash- 
ing and following her through the 
warm waters, The pretty little 
mother, with her plumage of greys, 
and browns, in barred effect, with 
subdued blues, green and red, white 
breast and the white cye-ring, whivh 
js her most conspicuous marking, 
presented, with her fluffy brood a 
sight which cannot be forgotten. 

Returning from their winter hab- 
{tat in the south, many of Can- 
ada’s summer ducks, such as Weod 
ducks set up housekeeping in the 
early spring, choosing as their as 
their enyironment a wooded swamp 
or pond, The nest 1g built in a hol- 
low tree, some distance from the 
ground and usually overlooking a 
quiet ox-bow pond or other dead 
water, The wood duck usually pre- 
fer an unused woodpecker's nest if 
available, 

In the spring a beautiful sight fs 
presented to those who have seen 
the Drake and his lady slitting sido 
hy side in a tree adjacent to their 
housing project. These little ducks, 
which welgh about two pounds are 
the most beautiful of thelr spectes 
{n America and perhaps ‘n the 
whole world, The only others that 
can compare with them fs the 
Mandarin Duck of China, which 1s 
often seen in confinement with {t. 

The coloring of the female, as 
above described 1s more subdued 
than that of the male, The Drake 
with his most gorgeous plumage and 
crested head boasts the more bril- 
liant and varied colouration, At first 
glance at the made one wonders if 
the eye is truly presenting such an 
array of vivid colors, beautiful 
bright greens, blues, yellows, and 
reds, intermingled with a blending 
of shades of brown and white, com- 
plete his gay feather ralment of 
head, wings, back and tafl. The 
brilliant crest which proudly ad- 
orns his head, vies with the striking 
white, breast so unique with brown 
spotted effect. The female, with 
white breast, also adorned with the 
same effect, as aforesaid, has the 
white eye-ring, which is not a mar- 
king of the mate.

since the clearing of the land the 
farmer boy and shot gun combina- 
tion has been somewhat too much 
for these birds and until recently 
they were in great danger of being 
exterminated. Now they are regain- 
ing their former status to a degree 
where there {s not too much danger 
of their extinction. 

Mr, Allin says that while duck 
hunting on the Beaver Riyer Inst 
fall, that. he observed 20 or more 
Wood Ducks in their haunts while 
the old Trent Canal, near Kirkfield, 
seems to be a favourite rendezvous 
for many of these water fowl. 


Tt is believed that many man- 
made homes, which have been pro- 
vided the Wood Duck to replace the 
dead trees, which perhaps are 
thoughtlessly and too freely have 
been removed from their haunts, 
haye helped to snatch these birds 
from the Jaws of extinction. A box 
made of rough unplaned lumber, 
one inch thick, with outside dim- 
ensions, 26 inches high, 12 inches 
deep, with back board extended 
two inches top and bottom for 
nailing it onto a post, makes an 
ideal artificial nesting site, The en- 
trance hole four inches in diameter 
1s placed six inches below the top, 
the box must not ‘e stained, paint- 
ed or creosoted in anyway and 
must have the natural rough finish, 
in the bottom three or four inches 
of clean pine shavings is acceptable. 
The bgxes should be mounted on 
stout cedar poles firmly driven into 
the marsh bottom so that the box- 
es project six to elght feet above 
the water. 

It has always been a matter cf 
interesting conjecture as to how the 
young are brought to the ground. 
Many reports are circulated jn this 
regard such as the old birds carry- 
ing the young in their bills or on 
their back out of the nest, while 
others say the parents just shoo the 
Uttle ones out of the nest to flut- 
ter to the ground, but in some way 
they reach the ground and are 
right at home as they skilfully 
swim with their parents on the wat- 
er. 

Mr, Allin states that he has spent 
much time in the past viewing and 
admiring a splendid and colorful 
mounted specimen of a wood drake, 
which Dr, and Mrs. George John- 
ston of Blackwater had in thetr 
possession and he believes his In- 
terest and love for these beautiful

While inspecting a beaver dam 
recently in the Township of Drum- 
mer, Conservation Officer Wind- 
sor of Peterborough had his at- 
tention drawn to the stream bed 
below the dam by the sound of 
something threshing about in the 
water, Among cattails and rubbish 
Officer Windsor witnessed a battle 
taking place between a water snake 
and a fish. The snake had a firm 
hold on the snout of the fish and 
was trying to get it out of the water 
and on to the shore, in which it 
finally succeeded. After the fish 
ceased it’s struggling on the shore 
the snake completed the task of 
swallowing it, which took about five 
minutes. 

The snake was then killed and 
brought to the District Office of 
The Department of Lands and 
Forests at Lindsay, where it was 
turned over to Mr. J. C. Weir who 
is the District Biologist. Mr. Weir 
opened the snake and found the 
fish it had swallowed was an eight 
and one-quarter inch sucker. Of- 
ficer Windsor states that in his 
opinion water snakes are fairly 
serious predators against speckled 
trout @s on numerous occasions 
these snakes have been found to 
have speckled trout in their sto- 
machs. 

About fifteen species of snakes 
are found in the Province of On- 
tario. Only two of which are veno- 
mous or poisonous. These are the 
Massasauga Ratilenake and the 
Timber Rati ke, neither of 
which are found in the Trent Dis- 
triet. 

Other harmless snakes found in 
Ontario are:- 

Blowing Adder, Blue Racer, Fox 
Snake, Garter Snake, Grass Snake, 
Little Brown Snake, Milk Snake, 
Pilot Black Snake, Queen Snake, 
Red Bellied Snake, Ribbon Snake 
Ring Necked Snake, and Water 
Snake. 


Signalman’s

Oil Companies 
Anticipate Rail 
Strike’s Effects 


Gasoline supplies in Lindsay, 
judging by what officials of the 
various oil company offices here 
say, will be normal, or nearly nor- 
mal. British-American, for example, 
anticipated the strike by two weeks, 
according to their spokesman. Since 
that time they have been operat- 
ing tank trucks over the highways 
on a 24-hour-a-day besis, hauling 
im gasoline 4500 gallons at a time. 
Shell Oil is reported to be “pretty 
well stocked up” at the present time, 
but 2 company spokesman said he 
couldn’t predict how long the pre- 
sent supply would last --it all de- 
pended on the demand. Supertest, 
With 30,000 gallons of gasoline on 
hand, will be bringing in further 
supplies by tank truck from Co- 
bourg, says 2 company representative 
Asked how long the 30,000 gallons. 
would normally last, he said “about 
three days”. 

As the railway strike disrupted 
other means of communication this 
morning, long distance calls threa- 
tened to swamp telephone lines and 
Switchboards. Telephone company 
officials state that emergency mea- 
sures have been brought into effect 
to Keep switchboard staffs at full 
Strength as long as the need con- 
tinues. 

Virtually all business handled by 
telegraph is passing today over 


long distance telephone circuits, as 
well as a large number of other 
communications resulting from the 
strike. In addition, there are many 
calls from stranded travellers, and 
from suppliers seeking alternate 
means of shipping goods and sup- 
plies. 

‘The Post Office 1s still operating. 
First class mail, confined to cor- 
respondence, is being. routed by 
department trucks over the roads 
for the time being. But a Post 
Office employee says that parcels 
and newspapers are No longer being 
accepted. 

Rumours to the effect that bus 
lines might be the next to be af- 
fected by the railway strike are 
circulating. Tt is learned that dri- 
Vets on some of the larger lines are 
organized in an affiliation with the 
railwaymen, and it is possible that 
@ “sympathy” strike by these drivers 
would further cut down public 
framsportation. However, there is 
hothing to suggest yet that such 
B strike is in the offing, according 
to 2 spokesman 2 the Lindsay bus 
terminal. He told the Post that the 
only drivers locally who would be 
called out on a strike of this na- 
fure would be those employed by 
the Colonial Coach Lines. 

By ten o'clock last night --nine

“Remember The Sabbath Day 
To Keep It Holy.... 


Sunday’s Purpose Stressed 


Rey. Harold B. Neal, pastor of 
Cambridge St. United Church, de- 
livered a stirring challenge to the 
advocate of Sunday sport from his 
pulpit last Sunday morning, He has 
very kindly made available to the 
Post a copy of the text of his ser- 
mon and in view of the current 
local interest in this subject it is 
reproduced in full. Mr. Neal based 
his sermon on two passages in the 
Bible --Exodus 20:8, “Remember 
the Sabbath Day to keep it Holy” 
and Genesis 2:3, “And God blessed 
the Sabbath Day and sanctified {t -- 
made it holy a day set apart which 
was different --a holy day. 

This verse in Exodus begins with 
“Remember,” implying not only a 
previous observance of the day for 
rest and religious purposes but a re- 
newal of a call to look well to 
something that is of great value and 
of sacred significance. The Hebrews 
following the Nomadic life settled in 
Canaan and began to obserye the 
Seventh day as a day of rest. During 
the period of exil, in Babylon the 
Sabbath became identified with the 
Synagogue worship. Its observance 
was hedged about with many rules. 
It was not for instance, lawful to 
take an animal out of a pit on the 
Sabbath Day. It was not right to 
take up one’s bed, or pallet, on the 
Sabbath. Thirty-nine different typ- 
es of work were forbidden, and these 
extended into over 1500 kinds of 
work and activities which were not 
lawful to do on this day, “To pluck 
corn in the field as one passed 
through was “reaping”, to rub it 
and retain the kernels was “thresh- 
ing.” Jesus could not tolerate many 
of these time-worn regulations and 
brushed them aside. Man was great_ 
er than any institution, “The Sab- 
bath was made for man and not 
man for the Sabbath.” Jesus came 
into sharp conflict with the Phar- 
isees over the observance of this 
day. Jesus cast asid. legalistic 
Shibboleths surrounding the Sab- 
bath, and penetrated into its origin- 
al purpose (which was a means to 
an end) ‘This being the good of 
God's people and the enrichment of 
their whol, life. Jesus observed 
the Sabbath Day. He loved this day 
of days. “He went into the Syna- 
gogue on the Sabbath Day to wor- 
ship God. This noble custom was 
the fixed habit of his life: The Old 
Testament Sabbath finally became 
the first day of the week for the 
early Christians, “Upon the first 


day of the week let every man lay 
by him as God hath prospered him.” 
To Christians the Lord’s Day, is rec- 
ognized universally as a day of rest 
and worship. 

The first great task of,the Christ- 
fan Church is to proclaim the Truth 
of God as found in the Scripture 
and revealed by Jesus Christ. This 
cannot be effectively done with the 
“Sunday” as we know it. The 
Church recognizes that the Lord's 
Day is the Keyston_ in a mighty in- 
Stitution in building and maintain- 
ing our Christian civilization. 

John Bright, the great statesman 
said, “The stability of the charact- 
er of our country and the advance- 
ment of our race cepend largely on 
the mode in which the day great 
shall be used and observed.” 

The Lord’s Day is not generally 
observed as {t was 50 years ago, and 
whatever reasons may be advanced 
for this change it ic accompanied by 
the loss of many values which are 
essential to Christianity and the 
building of character and nation- 
hood. 

Many who do not accept the 
Christian Faith realize how grea} 
fs this great institution of Sunday. 
Prudhon, an unbeliever, said “If 
anything could make me believe in 
the truth of the Scriptures it would 
be their anticipation of the scien- 
tific fact that man requires one 
day in seven to rest.” 

Voltaire an atheist also said, “If 
you want to destroy Christianity 
get rid of the Christian Sunday.” A 
London journalist pays his tribute 
to this day of rest and worship. 
“If we would keep our Christian re- 
ligion and our Church, if we would 
preserve our national life, and the 
Empire's greatness, if we would save 
our souls, We must save our Christ- 
jan Sunday.” 

Before we take a Sundayless 
plunge her, in Canada, let us look 
at Prance’s experiments a few de- 
cades ago. 

By government order for 14 
months no observance of Sunday by 
any OMe was permitted. The 
results was lawlessness and increase 
in evil in many forms swept over 
the country. In the 14 months there 
were 20000 more divorces than in 
the previous 5 years. For her own 
Preservation France restored the 
Sunday, but much damage had been 
done.

Wheat Harvest Is 
Largest On Record 


This year’s crop of fall wheat was 
the largest ever harvested in Ontar- 
io, according to the monthly crop 
Teport released by the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture. 

The average yield for fall wheat 
is placed at 31 bushels per acre, 
considerably above normal, but the 
quality of a considerable portion 
suffered from sprouting in the field 
and will only be suitable for feed. 
Although there was a wide varia- 
tion in yield throughout the proy- 
ince, the total crop is now estimat- 
ed at 28,768,000 bushels compared to 
24,714,000 bushels in 1949, accord- 
Ing to the report. 

Total production of fall wheat in 
Victoria County is estimated at a 
bout 900,000 bushels. The average 
Yield {m Victoria, Haliburton and 
Peterborough counties was estimat- 
ed at 30 bus. per acre. 


With more than half of the 


spring grains cut, the yield per acre 
of oats is expected to averag. 422 
bushels this year against 345 last 
year. 

‘The acreage of both mixed grains 
and barley were slightly lower this 
year but the yield per acre for both 
crops will be considerably than in 
1949, the report said. 

Despite the wet weather which 
delayed haying operations in July, 
hay production this season was 
higher than expected. Combined 
with the corn production, the fod- 
der output is expected to provide 
Most districts with an ample feed 
supply for the winter. 

Most root crops, such as turnips, 
Mangels, sugar beets and potatoes, 
hay, developed well and promise 
goed yields. All fruit has shown 
considerably greater average and 
Maximum size than last year the 
Teport said.

Sporting Arms 
Need Not Have 
Permits Now 


Toronto - For a number of years 
non-residents af the Province who 
desired to hunt in Ontario haye beex 
required to secure a permit from the 
Provincial Police covering the pos~ 
session of firearms while in the 
country: A recent amendment to 
the Criminal Code by the federal 
Government has changed the re- 
quirement in this regard. It is no 
longer necessary for non-residents 
to secure a permit to bring fire- 
arms into Oniario for sporting pur- 
poses. 

There has been no change in the 
Act with respect to the carrying 
of the pistols and revolvers which 
are still barred except under the 
authority of the permis. 

Tt should be noted, however, that 
under Section 9 of the Game and 
Fisheries Act the carrying of a 
firearm or air gun by a non-resi_ 
dent in any ace frequented by 
game is prohibited exrept under the 
authority of a hunting licence.

FEWER FOREST FIRES SO FAR THIS YEAR 

BUT DANGER WILL INTENSIFY 

Due to high degree of cooperation between man 
and the elements there have been fewer forest firees 
in this section of Ontario this year. The human ele- 
ment is deserving of praise for its contribution toward 
lowering the bush fire incidence and so are the 
elements, particularly “Jupiter Pluvius,” the character 
responsible for rain making. 

However, despite the highly satisfactory state of 
affairs up untl the present time, the danger period is 
not yet past. In fact it will intensify with the progress 
of the blueberry pickng season. 

A reminder to this effect comes from the Division 
of Forest Protection, Province of Ontarlo, which urges 
the public to take the following precautions with 
luncheon fires which are frequently set out while berry 
picking: 

1. Bulld the fire close to water - flies or no flies - 
otherwise there may be no berries next year and 
perhaps no trees in the area; perhaps even no cot- 
tages, homes or barns. 

2. Build the fire on rock if possible or scrape away the 
inflammable substance from the site chosen for the 
fire. 

8. Keep the fire small and use small sticks. 

4, Pour on lots of water to extinguish the fire, stirring 
the ashes with a stick while doing so. 

5. Feel the ashes with your hand in order to make 
certain the fire is out. 

The Division of Forest Protection also calls atten- 
tion to the fact that berry pickers in the fire zone 
must obtain a Travel Permit before setting out to 
pick berries. 


NEW DIMENSION OF NEWS 

A newspaperman, one of a large group of editors 
and correspondents from every continent attending 
the Moral Re-Armament World Assembly now in pro- 
gress at Caux, Switzerland, described it as a “ gold mine 
for the Press with a new dimension of news such as 
we find nowhere else in the world.”

‘Industry throughout thé wold today needs a 
new charter, a charter which will give incentive and 
objective, which will give prosperity to each country 
and peace to the world, which as a result of increased 
production will increase huraam happiness. 

“Moral Re-Armament is the force in the world to- 
day that is attempting to create this new golden age 
of human happiness. One of its basic principles is 
the belief that people matter more than things. This 
is the reiteration of a truth that has been expounded 
by philosophers, by labor leaders, by all men of good- 
will everywhere who have believed in the future of 
humanity. Here is the challenge of our day and cfyil- 
ization. Are we capable of accepting that challenge? 
If poverty, unemployment and war are to be avoided, 
we cannot afford to fail.”--Port Hope Guide 


DOMINION GOVERNMENT 7 
THERE’S NO SUCH THING 

The other day we had occasion to consult the 
telephone directory for the number of the Post Office 
at Uinisay. Naturally, the Post Office was at once 
associated with the Dominion Government and we 
turned to this heading to get the number. Imagine 
our surprise when we found that even in the listings 
of the telephone directory there was no such thing 
as the Dominion Government. The surprise was the 
greater because for many years the government agen- 
cies such as the post office could always be found 
listed under the general heading “Dominion * Govern- 
ment.” 

Like the majority of Canadians we had heard 
gome discussion from time to time referring to the 
Dominion Government as the Government of Canada 
but it was hard to believe that the authorities would 
go so far as to upset the custom of years by immedi- 
ately adopting a change of name (not generally ap- 
proved by the Canadian people) which would tend 
to further complicate life for the nation’s phone users. 

Such maneuvering on the part of officials at Ot- 
tawa is not looked upon in the most kindly light by 
Canadians at home. Many, in fact a big majority 
of these who use the telephone to contact government 
agencies, would probably be interested in hearing the 
real reason for this urgent maneuvering to remove 
the word “Dominion” from references to the Domin- 
fon Government. 

Perhaps the local member of each riding could 
spare a few minutes during the next session of parlla- 
ment to throw a little more light on this matter. What 
would come to the surface might be both surprising 
and interesting. 


INFLATION IS “STATISM’S” ALLY 

Whether or not it is generally recognized, inflation 
such as 1s being experienced in Canada at the present 
time is one of “statism’s’” best allies. 

‘Statism” thrives on dissension and economic up- 
heavals and these two conditions generally walk hand 
in hand with inflationary periods. The same holds 
true of depressed periods in the national economy when 
those who are looking for a “better deal” are most 
susceptible to propaganda which promises them de- 
liverance from all thelr economic problems. 

Democracy, if it is to survive, must steer a middle 
course, avoiding the pitfalls of inflation and depres- 
sion, at the same time maintaining a high level of 
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employment, a satisfactory standard of living and an 
incentive to individual initiative. 

The present trend jn Canada’s economy does not 
appear to be in democracy’s best interests, Signs of 
unrest are evident in organized labour’s recent de- 
mand for a return to government controls.

WILL A RAIL STRIKE 
DRIVE MORE BUSINESS AWAY? 

The threat of a rail strike in Canada shortly is 
causing considerable speculation as to its ultimate 
effect on the transportation industry. 

In anticipation of the strike coming to pass the 
motor transport operators haye been geared to cope 
with a national emergency. To them has been allo- 
cated the task of carrying on as fully as possible the 
transportation needs of the country, 3) 

The questions arise: How much of the business — 
thus forced into the hands of the motor transport 
industry through the threat of a rail strike will stay 
there? And, what new impetus will it give rail trans- 
port’s greatest competitor to make further expansion? 

Disregarding the merits or otherwise of the rail- 
roaders’ demands, the possible sacrifice of business 
with its probable effect on the amount of available 
employment as a result of a strike is something which 
calls for serious thought by all railwaymen, 

The motor transport industry has already made 
big inroads into business once enjoyed by the railroads 
——will this latest maneuver result in further loss of 
trade? If 50 will any gain resulting from the move 
be wiped out in reduced business? 


CORDUROY ROADS OF THE COUNTY 

A contemporary writing on the above subject has 
provided some material on early roads and present by- 
ways which is of general interest to the people of this 
section of Ontario. How far remoyed, he muses, are 
our present roads, Even the lowliest township byway 
is better than those provided the district's ancestors a 
century ago. Jn the 1840's the cheapest type of pass- 
able road was the corduroy road, made of split timbers 
laid crosswise on stringers. Here and there throughout 
the region---in swampy areas in Cavan and Ennismore 
—-modern car wheels still joltingly tell of the invisible 
presence of corduroy surfaces of the jast century. The 
logs sank in the bogs year by year, and were added to 
year by year. Plank roads seemed better, but were cost- 
lier, As Mr. Pammett tells, these planks, 2 inches by 13 
inches, laid lengthwise on crossbars, lasted up to eight 
years. What planks they must have been-—as good as 
being used to floor Yonge Street, Toronto, in these days 
of subway building! 

Our county and township roads are a pleasure at 
this season. Not only are their surfaces good. They 
penetrate lovely countryside entirely missed by the 
paved highways. Some city people on summer holidays 
spend their entire two weeks exploring these avenues, 
What more relaxing and quietly rewarding way can 
there be of vacationing? One’s own table and bed at 
night, and each day another jaunt into near-by, placid 
and fruitful county niches.

Have fat hot, but not smoking, 
before the chicken goes in. 

The chicken should be washea, 
salted, peppered, and well coated 
with flour before {t goes into the 
pan. 

Start frying the large pleces first, 
Turn the pieces as soon as they 
brown, As the chicken cooks, the 
pan can be covered. From the 
makers of one cooking fat comes a 
suggestion for a sauce to go with 
the golden, brown chicken, 

Just mash a small clove of gar- 
lic in a bowl. Then stir in one-half 
teaspoon of salt, one-fourth cup of 
salad oil, one-half cup of lemon 
juice, two tablespoons of grated on- 
jon, one-half teaspoon of black 
pepper, and one-half teaspoon of 
dried thyme. 

It’s best to make this sauce a few 
hours before use so the ingredients 
can blend well. The sauce is added 
just as the chicken turns golden 
brown. Then the pot is covered and 
the chicken cooked yery slowly for

Prolific 
Producer 


Sunderland (PNS) An all double 
rose-pink petunia grown by Mrs. 
William McDonald of the “Pines” 
near Blackwater has produced ap- 
proximately 4,700 ieee in the past 
15 months. 

Local horticulturists say this is 
a@ remarkable number for a pe- 
tunia plant which is not generally 
a heavy producer of flowers. 

Bought in Toronto on June 1, 
1949, the plant was transplanted 
{nto a large flower pot by Mrs. Mc- 
Donald. It was placed in the south- 
east part of the service station 
where it thrived and produced such 
large, attractive blooms of such 
@ beautiful color and scent that 
it was a constant source of admirat- 
fon. 


In four and a half-months last 


4 summer the plant bore 1,500 flow- 


ers according to Mrs. McDonald. A 
slip of the petunia taken into the 
house in the fall began blooming 
in February. When the plant was 
staked at a height of two feet and 
about the same width it produced a 
continual bloom of 20 flowers one 
half of which were new each day. 
This rate was maintained until 
June when the plant was set out 
and soon was covered with 50 blos- 
soms. Half of the flowers opened new 
each day. 

Thriving as it still is in partial 
shade and being Kept very moist 
this plant has produced 1,200 flow- 
ers in the house and 2,000 outside 
since last fall. 

This total added to the product- 
jon of the parent plant makes a 
grand total of 4,700 blooms to date 
which may or may not be some 


tunia plant. At any rate Mrs. Mc- 
Donald figures she got her money's 
worth.

The Lindsay Kiwanis Arena 16 
not alone in its pipe problems., Re- 
cent reports by the Post indicates 
that at least two other recently op- 
ened Arenas have had similay trou- 
bles and at present are having their 
pipes replaced, 

The Simcoe Arena had an artific- 
{al ice plant installed about the 
same time as Lindsay, Trouble 
started to develop there last year 
when several pipes split and some 
repairs were necessary, However, the 
leaks became general after the ice 
was taken out Inst spring. The pipe 
supplier was contacted and finally 
agreed to replace the pipe, The cost, 
of installation however, was born 
by the Simcoe Arena, which is com- 
munity-owned and operated, 

The same type of pipe, seamless, 
was originally placed in the Simcoe 
Arena as installed in Lindsay. In- 
vestigations carried out by the Sim- 
coe Arena committee reportedly in- 
dicated that this type of tubing was 
not suitable for the carrying of 
brine. Galclum chloride brine 1s 
claimed to have a tendency to eat 
the weld in the pipes, 

Another Arena, the Goderich 
Arena, which was only opened last 
winter, 1s reported to have had to 
have its pipes replaced, In this 
arena the pipes carry ammonia and 
not brine as used in most arenas. 
The pipes here are being replaced 
now so that the arena will be able 
to open on schedule this fall, 

In both cases, the committees in 
charge of the operation of the 
Avenas, Goderich and Simcoe, lost 
no time in having the pipes replac- 
ed. 

It is now some months since the 
pipes at the local prena were first 
noticed to be in a leaky and un- 
satisfactory condition for the oper- 
ation of the freezing plant. It is 
still nol cleay what is to be done 
about replacements, 

When the condition of the pipes 
was first noticed at the Lindsay 
Arena, several members of Council 
blamed it on faulty operation of the 
plant. Air getting into the pipes was 
believed to be the cause. This 
reason was also given by the sup- 
pliers of the piping who have since 
agreed to replace damaged piping 
{if the town pays welding charges. 
Meanwhile no decision to accept 
this offer has been reached. 

It has since been reported that 
the Curling Club 1s also having 
trouble with thelr pipes. The same 
type of pipe was installed here as 
at the Lindsay Arena,

Simple Treatment for 
Asthmatic Attacks: 

The common treatment for 
attack of asthma has been an in- 
jection of adrenalin (epinephrine) 
which stops the attack within a 
few minutes. More recently it has 
been found that two new drugs, 
benadryl and pyrebenzamine, 
just effective as adrenalin in 
most cases. This Is a great change 
from the days when there was no 
specific or special treatment for 
asthma, 

Adrenalin, benadryl, pyrebenza- 
mine and other drugs are antihist- 
aminic drugs in that they stop or 
interfere with the action of hist- 
amine which the body itself manu- 
facturers. It is because about one 
in every five or six individuals man- 
ufactures too much histamine that 
suffer with asthma, hay fey- 
er, hives, head “colds,” and adbdo- 
minal symptoms. So today, the phy- 
sician uses an antihistamine drug 
and if this is not effective tries to 
find some nose or throat defect that 
may “start” the attacks. 

What may prove to be a great 
boon to sufferers from asthma 1s 
reported by a regular correspond- 
ent in Italy of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 
This correspondent gives a report 
of Dr. D’Asaro as a new method he 
has uséd successfully for checking 
pidly an attack of bronchial as- 
thma. This method consists of 
pushing up slightly the abdomin-

4. Endurance: the endurance of 
difficulties, unpleasantness, dis- 
comfort, frustration, hardship. 
| 5. The ability to sie things up, 
| make ore's own decisions. This 
implies a considerable amount of 
independence. A mature person is 
not dependent, unless ill. 
| 6. Maturity represents the cap- 
| acity and willingness to cooperate: 
to work with others, to work in an 
organization and under authority. 

7. Maturity includes determina- 
tion, a will to achieve and succeed, 
a will to life. 

8. The mature person is flexible, 
can defer to time, persons, circum- 
stances. He can show tolerance, he 
cen be patient, and, above all, he 
has the qualities of adaptability and 
compromise,

Just how long the above improve- 
ment by use of thiamine will con- 
tinue and how mauch of it will be 
permanent is not, of course, known 
at present, However, the improve- 
ment brought about by this part 
(thiamine) of vitamin B means 
that psychiatrists and general phy- 
sicians, some of whom think the 
public is putting too much faith in 
the value of vitamins, will pre- 
scribe more thiamine and watch 
its effect not only in mental de- 
fectives but in many who are at 
present working hard “on their 
nerve” in these strenuous days. 
Notwithstanding the importance 
of the other vitamins--A in skin 
ailments, © in scurvy, D in skin 
and “run down” conditions, E in 
generative ailments--vitamin B is 
still king of the vitamins. 


CARDIOSPASM 
While the term heartburn is fre- 
quently heard, many suffer with ib 
some of whom believe it has some- 
thing to do with the heart. They 
worry unnecessarily. It is called 
heartburn because it is close to the 
heart region but is not caused in 
any way by the heart. 
Heartburn, sometimes called card- 
fospasm (heart spasm) is due to 
an obstruction of the lower end of 
the tube (oesophagus) which car- 
ries food from the throat to the 
stomach. The obstruction is not 
due to food or other substance but 
to a partial closure (spasm) of this 
muscular tube. 
Just what causes this tube to 
partly close and appear to cause a 
real mechanicl obstruction is un- 
known. In my own experience a 
close relative was sure she had a 
growth in the tube because she 
could feel the food “sticking” in the 
tube just near the stomach, In ord- 
er to convince her that no real ob- 
struction was present by means of 
the flueroscope (X-ray), I had her 
watch the food (barium) going 
down to the stomach by means of 
a mirror. While this was a number 
of years ago, I believed that nerv- 
ousness was causing the symptoms, 
In Gastroenterology, Drs. S, Wolf 
and T. P. Almy report that they 
made repeated observations of swal- 
lowed barium sulfate in 14 patients 
with well-estblished cardiospasm. 
They found that the obstruction in 
the oesophagus was often associated 
with decided extra «mount of 
movement of the lower two thirds of 
the oesophagus, Even when the oes- 
ophagus was widened to some ex- 
tent, the cardiospasm was present; 
it was only when it was greatly 
widened that this extra amount of 
movement disppeared. These two 
physicans found that these spasms. 
bore a direct relation to stresses and 
strains or freedom from stress and 
strain in the emotional life of these 
patients. In short-term experiment- 
al observations, it was noted that 
when emotional topics were discuss- 
ed, there was an increase in the 
obstructive symptoms, while a feel- 
ing of security and relaxation caus- 
ed the symptoms to disappear 
While baking soda and other al- 
kalls give relief in some cases of 
cardiospasm, the fact that emo- 
tional disturbances cause tenseness 
of the whole body, including the 
oesophagus, trying to acquire calm- 
ness of spirit in the midst of stress 
is good treatment.

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Western Harvest One to Three 
Weeks Late 

Crop conditions in the three 
Prairie Provinces range from gen- 
erally good to excellent this week. 
Bul the Dominion Bureau of Sstat- 
istics reports that harvesting will 
be one to three weeks later than 
normal. 

Conditions in Manitoba continue 
to be favorable. Farmers have al- 
ready begun to cut fall rye, But 
the spring grain won’t be ready for 
harvest until the end of August. 

Moisture conditions in Saskatch- 
ewan are said to be adequate to 
mature crops in most areas of the 
Province, D.B.S, says yield pros- 
pects are good to excellent in East- 
ern and Northern districts. But 
fall rye yields in the Southwest are 
described as light. nd threat 
of further grasshoppe: damage 
hangs oyer the central and west- 
ern districts of the province. 

D, B. S. reports that crop pros- 
pects in Alberta have improved dur- 
ing the last two weeks, The Bur- 
eau predicts a close-to-average 
grain crop throughout the province. 
But while the wheat crop is all 
headed harvesting is expected 
to be one to three weeks late, 

Despite late seeding in Ontario, 
D. B. S. predicts above-average 
yields. A good hay crop, and the 
increased acreage of fodder corn 
are expected to provide most coun- 
ties with sufficient supplies of win- 
ter fodder. 


Turnips, Mangels, potatoes and 
soybeans are reported to have made 
satisfactory growth . and sugar 
beets are considered excellent. 


In Quebec, the’ cool weather of 
the last two weeks is said to have 
delayed the growth of corn and 
other warm weather crops, And 
frequent rains have delayed the 
harvesting of the hay crop In 
all areas, except Montreal. The 
yield of hay is estimated to be a- 
hove the level for last year in the 
Montreal area......... But below ay- 
erage in other areas. D. B. S. says 
the flue-cured tobacco crop is a- 
bove normal . and the sugar 
beet crop very promising, 

In the Maritimes, D>_B. S. re- 
ports that favourable weather has 
promoted good growth of grains and 
head crops. Haying is said to be 
advanced and the quality excellent. 
And the prospects for the New 
Brunswick potato crop are said to 
be good ....... with only a small a- 
mount of blight. 


BEWARE OF NEW GRAIN 

The small carry-over of grain 
from last year means that a lot of 
new grain is likely to be fed to poul- 
try before it is safe for use. Digest- 
ive troubles caused by new grain 
poisoning are quite serious. 

The feeding of new wheat 
possibly been 


but new oats and barley have also 
been known to cause new grain 
poisoning, To be on the safe side, 
we recommend that new grain 
should not be fed until at least two 
months after {t has been harvested. 
At least {t is recognized that all 
grain should be allowed to go 
through a “sweat in storage be- 
fore being fed. If new grain has to 
be used, {t should be diluted with 
as much “old crop” grain or West- 
ern grain as possible before being 
fed. Since it is assumed that there 
1s less danger from oats and barley, 
than from wheat, the percentage of 
wheat should be kept to the very 
minimum until the danger period 
js passed.

Some of the symptoms of grain 
poisoning are listlessness, dark blue 
combs and wattles and diarrhoea, 
When the bird {is picked up and 
turned head down, the liquid con- 
tents of the crop ooze out with a 
sour odour. These symptoms are 
similar to “Blue Comb” or, as it is 
sometimes called, Pullet Disease, 


Treatment for Blue Comb or

As the 
mortality with grain poisoning can 
be rather disastrous, it pays to take 
no chances, so give the flush with 
the first symptoms, it pays to take 
no chances, so give the flush with 
the first symptoms, as a precaution.

In a recent Post edition, it was 
reported that a pair of bobolinks 
had been seen in Missinabi. In 
the Department of Lands and 
Forests news release, it is stated 
that these birds have never been 
reported north of Biseotasing and 
the visit to Missinabi {s apparently 
a record. 

This would hardly be worthy of 
note for any other bird but the 
Bobolink, who hag been aptly call- 
ed “the Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” 
of the bird world. News that Ro- 
bert is something of a demon in 
other areas may come as a Ssur- 
prise to residents of Ontario. But 
in the rice plantation of the Caro- 
linas in thg southern United 
States well-organibed bands of 
men, women and children do their 
utmost to drive the bobolink away 
and in many cases extermination 
is the goal, 

In fact the bobolink’s reputation 
was so bad in the United States 
in the first part of this century, 
that his name was omitted from 
the list of birds to be protected by 
the Federal Migratory Bird Law in 
1913, 

Robert has long been recognized 
in this area as a friendly and 
beneficial meadow bird who grac- 
ed the fields with his smart black, 
white and buff uniform. He spends 
the summer with his mate raising 
a family and filling the air with. 
his tumultuous melodies. His song 
has often been described but no- 
one has yet been able to do it 
justice. Probably the best descrip- 
tion was written by Thoreau who 
caught the spirit and technique of 
the effort when he wrote, “This 
flashing, tinkling meteor bursts 
through the expectant meadow air 
leaving a train of tinkling notes 
behind.” ® 

Robert spends his winters in 
South and Central America. His 
first stop on arriving on the North 
American continent is in the rice 
fields of the southern Stetes. He 
usually appears between April 25th 


fes hig diet with a feast of weed 
seeds but the main dish of the 
young is insects. 


Then about August 20th, Robert 
has siiddenly disappeared and no- 
one has noted his leaving. Some 
bird-watchers will notice a rather 


bright yellow bird in the same} 


area as the bobolink has been fre- 
quenting. This bird has no song 
and seems to be very gregarious. 
These birds are the young bobo- 
links which have just been desert- 
ed by thelr parents. The parents 
have undergone a mid-summer 
molt and the male and female 
are hardly distinguishabl, now as 
the bobolink. 

Although the parent bobolinks 
have left Ontario without fanfare 
or a trace, their advent in the 
United States is a bit more spec- 
tacnlar. Major Benzire, in “Life 
Histories of North American 
Birds”, quotes a letter from Cap- 
tain Hazzard, a rice grower in 
South Carolina. In the letter, Cap- 
tain Hazzard ayers that, for as 
Many years as he could recall, the 
bobolink has arrived on his plant- 
ations on the night of August 2ist 
On that morning, huge flocks of 
these mottled grey birds descend 
on the rice fields to consume the 
rice which is now in the milk 
stage. Captain Hazzard states that 
if the season happens to be late 
and the rice fs just beginning the 
milk stage, the crop will be worth- 
less by the time the reed-bird 
leayes on September 25th. All the 
plantation help is summoned» with 
guns, sticks and pans to frighten 
or kill these marauders. Hazzard 
says that the bobolink, or Teed- 
bird, is the most serious menace to 
the rice crop the United States 
grower has. Other plagues may 
arrive and do more damage, but 
the bobolink is the only demon 
that arrives annually. 

When the bobolink leaves the 
United States, it travels to the 
British West Indies where it be- 


and the first of May. At this 
time of the year, the rice plants 
are being transplanted and the 
bobolink tarries in this area dig- 
ging up the new plants until about 
May 25th. He next appears in 
the northern States and Southern 
Ontario where he has been wel- 
comed for generations as a bene- 
fit in the balance of nature. 

While in this part of the world, 
Robert spends his time rearing a 
family and making away with huge 
quanties of harmful insects in his 
battle for life. Sometimes he var- 


Visiting his mother, Mrs. Gladys 
Houston, of Beaverton, last week- 
weekend was her 29-year-old son, 
Jim, a young Toronto artist, who 
left this week for his fourth ex- 
tensive visit to the Arctic. 

Jim Houston, with the blessings 
of the Canadian Government, the 
Canadian Handicrafts Guild and 
the Hudson’s Bay Company ifs the 
prime mover {n what might well 
prove to be the Eskimos’ first ven- 
ture into industry. 

Back during the war years, Hous- 
ton, then fresh out of the Ontario 
College of Art via Toronto's North- 
ern Vocational School, was a mem- 
ber of the Toronto Scottish Regi- 
ment, attached to the directorate of 
military training on the east and 
west fringes of the Arctic circle. 

He saw carvings done by the Es- 
kimos and became obsessed with the 
desire to paint Canada’s northern 
inhabitants. In 1947 he paid his 
first visit to Hudson’s Bay, where, 
with the help of a bush-pilot friend 
he spent a couple of months in and 
around Port Harrison. 

During that time he painted num- 
erous pictures of the Eskimos, and 
brought out with him, as souvenirs, 
15 or 20 native carvings in stone 
and walrus {vory, 

He showed his treasures to the 
Canadian Handicrafts Guild in 
Montreal and was asked by them 
to purchase several hundred more 
for public sale. 

In 1948 Houston went back to the 
Arctic. He “bought’ about 1,000 
carvings, which he paid for in cart- 
ridges, needles, tea, etc. They were 
sold in Montreal] within three days, 

Early this year the young trader, 
who makes no profit himself, pur- 
chased another 3,000 pieces. Some 
of them he brought back by plane, 
and they were sold the first day. 
The remainder sre on their way 
back by RCMP patrol. Many of 
them came from Chesterfield, an

You May Need more Salt 
in and on Food, 

There isn't any question but that 
by cutting down on table salt, much 
of the water in the tlssies, espec- 
fally the fat tissue, will leave the 
body and thus greatly reduce the 
welght, Wrestlers los, 10 to 15 
pounds in a bout but have this 
welght back on within 24 hours. By 
reducing the welght, less work 1s 
put upon the heart and bloodvessles, 
which is why the low salt dict, ts 
prescribed in cases of high blood 
pressure where there ls a possibil- 
{ty of a heart stroke or brain 
stroke, Doing without salt ls a hard 
proposition for anybody but where 
it ls necessary to reduce welght and 
temporarily lower the blood pres- 
sure it must be done, 

However, #o afrald of heart and 
brain strokes are many healthy 
middle-aged men and women who 
firo nol overwelght, that they are 
trying to do without salt and trying 
to use salt substitutes, 

The first thing we should all re- 
member {s that tho body needs salt, 
as it is necessary for each cell to 
have a supply of salt daily. There- 
fore, some salt should be taken {n 
and on food aside from its use in 
making foods attractive in taste and 
smell. 

That following a strict dict, low 
{n sodium, may cause various symp- 
toms is reported in The Journal of 
the American Medical Association, 
by Drs, Louls A. Soloff and Jacob 
Zatuchni, Temple University; who 
present seven cases that show the 
depressing effects of a diet low in 
sodium (sodium chloride — table 
salt) in cases of heart failure. These 
physicians believe that in preserib- 
ing the low salt or salt-free diet to 
take strain off heart and blood ves- 
sels, physicians overlook the harm- 
ful effects of not having enough 
salt In the blood and tissues, 

Tt 1s suggested that the blood and 
tissues are not receiving enough 
salt from food eaten when weak- 
ness, tiredness, loss of appetite, 
naisea, vomiting, restlessness, thirst 
not relieved by water, lack of in- 
terest In people and surroundings, 
mental confusion, fall in blood pres- 
wure, Increase in pulse rate, and 
clammy skin, develop in patients 
who have been on low salt diets 
and using large amounts of mer- 
cury drugs to drive water out of the 
body. 

The thought then {fs that in cer- 
tain heart and bloodvessel condi- 
tions, cutting down on table salt as 
prescribed by your doctor is wise, 
but cutting down on table salt and 
salt foods to reduce weight only, 


may cause the symptoms mentioned 
above.

Trucks Pound Highway In Six-month Test 
To See If Big Ones Break Up Our Roads 


THREE-LANE TREADMILL: Day and aipRtt these trucks will rol! back and forth on a mile-long road in 
Maryland to see how much damage trucks do to highways, 


La Plata, Md, -(NEA) The most de- 
liberate beating ever given a high- 
way is being pounded out by a fleet 
of heayily loaded trucks lumbering 
along day and night, back and forth 
rover a mile-long strip of road in 
Southern Maryland, 

So far the highway has survived 
-better than the drivers. Two sea- 
soned truck jockeys quit after one 
week of their monotonous grind to 
nowhere. 


But when the test ends in mid- 
December, some highway officials 
think the three-lane stretch of con- 
crete rond may be ready to give 
up, too. At least 1b will provide en- 
gineers with the answers to the big 
puzzle of the highways: 

Do big trucks really break up our 
roads? If so, what load weight does 
serlous damage? And how fast does 
the break-up occur? 

Eleven states and the U.S, Bureau 
of Public Roads are sharing the 
costs of the test which grew out a 
suggestion by the Maryland State 
Roads Commission. 

Although only eight trucks are 
being used, their operation has been 
scheduled to pound out the equi- 
valent of 20 years of normal wear 
in six months. 

The trucks roll day and night, 
rain or shine, seven days a week, 
On an ayerage of once every min- 
ute, ever slab of concrete in the test 
strip gets a multi-ton Jolt. Drivers 
work eight-hour shifts - and they 
have no pleasure traffic to worry 
about, The rond {s a section of U.S, 
Route 301, between La Plata and 
Potomac, and it has been closed 
off to the public,. 

To measure what the repeated 
jolts do to the road, a corps of tech- 
nicians from the Highway Research 
Board has set up instruments that 
produce charts, graphs and pictures 
of the beating the road is taking. 

The trucks operate in pairs, each 
pair being loaded with a different 
but carefully. measured weight. 
lightest load is 18,000 pounds, the 
heavies 44,800. Each pair has {ts 
own seotion of the test road, and 
thus engineers can compare from 
day to day the rate of damage under 


the lighter and heayier loads. 
Before the test ends, the trucks 
will have rolled up a total of half 
a million miles on their concrete 
treadmill, ; 
Some officials familiar with the 
test think the road may break up 
before December, Ohers aren't so 
sure. Whatever they find out, how- 
ever, will be actual fact rather than 
theory in a qitestion that has kept 
highway officials and trucking in- 
terests at loggerheads for 30 years.

(NEA)- 
Plastic cabin cruisers, 24 feet long, 
are being built in this one-time 
whaling city under new mass pro- 
duction methods which may reyo- 
lutionizs manufacture of small 
boats for civilian and military use, 

Plastic boats are not new, al- 
though they are generally limited 
to rowboat or dinghy size. A few 
bigger boats - one as large as a 40- 
foot yacht - haye been built ona 
custom-made basis. 

With the new streamlined produc- 
tion methods just developed, how- 
ever, 24-foot craft could be turned 
‘out one a day, as against the four 
to six weeks normally required to 
build 2 wooden or metal boat of 
similar specifications, 

The new process utilizes a com- 
bination of Laminac, a polyester 
resin, and Fiberglas reinforcing 
mat, It results in a single seamless,

‘The boats will require only about 
one-fifth the maintenance work and 
expense necessary for comparable 
wooden or metal craft, according 
to Carl Beetle, president of the com- 
pany which has been building boats 
for seven generations. 

The hulls are formed in molds, 
and each cruiser has a molded-in 
Plastic gasoline tank, water tank 
icebox and sink which defy rust and 
corrosion. 

In durability tests, the boats have 
been exposed for long periods to 
alternate soaking and sun-baking, 
buried in sand, and allowed to stand 
moored in ice, all without ill effect.

NISQUALLY, Wah: -(NEA)- Earl 
McDermitt claims title as world’s 
champion baby sitter. 

From now until next winter, war 
or no war, farmer McDermitt will 
nursemaid 8,000,000 “babies’--tiny 
Douglas fir trees in the unique 
nursery of the Forest Conseryation 
Committee of the Pacific North- 
west Forest Industries. He has com- 
pleted his sowing operations, using 
certified seed for the first time, 

Growing seedlings isn't new with 
McDermitt, but raising them from 
certified seed is. When the fir seeds 
were gathered last year, they were 
chosen from select trees of good vi- 
gor. This is indicated by heavy, 
dark green color of the foliage. 
Seedlings from these seeds will be 
planted in an approximate area 
to where the seeds were collected. 
For example, if the seed came from 
trees at 1500 or 2000-foot elevat- 
ion, the seedlings will be planted 
at that altitude. 

It's all part of the Pacific North- 
west lumber industry's plan to keep 
the nation’s future generations sup- 
plied with timber. Oregon and Wa- 
shington mow contain more virgin 
timber than any other states, but 
the demands for war always are 
terrific. 

Fir seeds are minute things. The 
U.S. Forest’ Service says the seeds 
vary from 20,000 to 68,000 to the 
pound, with the average put at 
42,000. Seeds are larger when, during 
the growing season, from May 
through August, there is ample 
moisture. When rainfall is below 
normal, seeds tend to be smaller, 

Foresters say smaller seeds have 
as much germinative ability as 
larger seeds, However, most nursery 
-men and foresters would rather 
have large seeds, While there {s no 
sclentific fact to substantiate the 
idea, most believe the larger seeds 
contain more food value for the 
embryo to get started on, 

Seedlings from the nursery here 
account for about 10 per cent of all 
the reforestation done in the Pacif- 
ic Northwest. Timbermen still rely 
upon Mother Nature for most of 
the work, but the hand-planted

W. D. Hagenstein, chief forester 
for the Douglas fir industry, says 

“Nature is our chief forester, 
but occasionally we have to lend her 
a helping hand. McDermitt’s 8,000- 
000 seedlings from this crop will 
mean another two trees for every 
person in Oregon and Washington. 
These baby trees help fill in the 
bare spots in our program to keep 
all private forest lands busy grow- 
ing trees.”

His job combines highly technical 
farming methods and the patience 
of an orchid and the patience of 
an orchid grower. On each of four 
acres of this rich bottom land near 
historic Fort Nisqually he grows 
2,000,000 trees yearly - worth $10,- 
000 an acre and undoubtedly the 
highest valued yield per acre for 
any farmer in the West. 

The tiny seeds were drilled into 
the soil, about one-quarter inch 
deep. To clear the seed beds of all 
insects and rodents, tear gas was 
injected into the soil. Already the 
tiny trees are beginning to take 
form. 

By late fall, when they are eight 
to 10 inches high, they will be lift- 
ed and taken to the forest areas for 
permanent planting. By then, too, 
they will have a root system a good ~ 
12 iches long, much longer than the 
height of the baby tree. — i 

Lumber companies pay a little 
less than $5 per thousand for the 
seedlings, which are planted by 
hand, better than 500’ to the acre. 
Mortality is quite high, from wea- 
ther and rodents. Where the area is 
dry and the soil not too fertile 
two-year-olds are planted. The ma- 
jority, though, are yearlings.

Ingredinnts to the baking Industry 


Pheasants Are 
New Crop For 
Florida Farm 


NEA Special Correspondent 

A Florida man has a new slant 
on small farms for retiring busi- 
ness men, 

W. EB. Banzhaf {s the owner of 
Florida's first pheasant farm near 
Panama City. After three years of 
operation, he now has approximate- 
ly 4500 birds of various sizes con- 
fined in the wire pens strung over 
his five acres. 

Not only is it unusual to find 
pheasants in such a domesticated 
setting, but they are far from their 
normal haunts in semi-tropical 
Florida, 

There haye been attempts during 
the last few years among southern 
sportsmen to bring the pheasant to 
their area as wild game, Amend- 
ments a few years ago to the regu- 
lations of the Florida Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission pro- 
vide for raising of pheasants for 
propagation and food purposes only. 

Spring and summer are the bus- 
jest seasons for the pheasant farm- 
er, since that is the time the young 
are hatched. All eggs must be 
hatched in Banzhaf’s 800-egg incu- 
bator because the sensitive birds re- 
fuse to sit on their eggs in confine- 
ment, Pheasant eggs require 24 
days in the incubator. 


W. E, BANZAH: The pheasant 
mothers won't sit, 


Banzhaf packs most of his birds 
for northern markets during the 
fall and winter months, They go 
mostly by order to private clubs, al- 
though he also has a growing local 
market, 

The farm has drawn numerous 
visitors and, reflecting his old love 
of the outdoors, his visitors mean 
more than just prospective custom~ 
ers, It was his first ambition to 
stimulate interesb in helping to 
bring back the pheasant as wild 
game. 

8. P. McDonald, Florida state con- 
servation officer, explains that the 
state while endeavouring to keep 
@ reserve of other types of game, 
has never considered the pheasant 
@ sound investment since the spec- 
les requires good farming territory 
with an abundance of grain,

The new Post Office, situated as 
it is in the heart of the main busi- 


ection, just west of the Brock 
, is of modern style, made of 
pressed brick, with cement trim. Up- 
on entering one is impressed with 
the spotless walls, gleaming polished 
floors, and the three new brass 
wickets and the 135 new locked box- 
es. 

Postmaster John Allin is in charge 
with his staff of rural mail carriers. 

The hand of time has as yet not 
left any fingerprints on all this 
newness, but the older residents, 
impressed. with its perfection, are 
prone to remember the Post Offices 
of former years. 

Early history records that the 
first post office was located in the 
William Jones hotel, which was 
situated on the south east corner 
of the main intersection in the year 
1826. 

Mr, Dave Tocher, one of the 
older residents of Sunderland, says 
he well remembers when the post 
office, which followed was housed 
in the rough cast house, which still 
stands on the east side of Highway 
7, south of the main corner. He says 
“75 years ago I remember calling 
for the mail and well do I recall 
Postmaster Jones, who used a wheel 
chair. John was the son of William 
Jones, after whom Sunderland was 
called at that time “Jones Corner”. 
He could manipulate that chair 
with great dexterity and was a very 
stern, strict man, who stood for

It is recalled that the office of 
Postmaster was held by John Jones 
until 1894, when Thomas Welsh, 
highly respected citizen of the then 
growing yillage, owner of a grist 
mill and noted for his public ser- 
vices, became the postmaster, this 
office he filled until his death 
in 1925. 

Arthur G. Welsh, his son ,then 
succeeded his father, the first and 
second world wars claimed the 
military talent of Mr. Welsh, who 
served as postmaster until 1945, 
Mrs, Welsh acting as postmistress 
during his absence in military ser- 
vice, the office as postmaster had 
remained in the Welsh family for 
51 years. Sunderland js very proud 
to haye had Lieut. Col. The Hon, 
Arthur G. Welsh, D,S,O., and Bar 
as a citizen and postmaster. 

On July 1st, 1945, John Allin, took 
over as postmaster in Sunderland, 
his early days were spent at the 
Blackwater store and postoffice, 
where his father, Joseph Allin was 
postmaster. 

He had spent 15 years practising 
as a graduate druggist, but return- 
ed from overseas, where he served 
in the R.C.A.F, for four and a half 
years in the second world war to 
choose as his profession the office 
of post master of Sunderland. John, 
distinguished by unique service, 
when attached to the RAF, was 
rewarded by a trip home on leaye.

“WHAT THIS COUNTRY NEEDS...” 

Just mention chocolate bars to the average adult 
since the price has gone up to seven cents again and 
you will touch off a lengthy lecture on the alleged 
evils of the chocolate manufacturers of Canada, 

The ayerage chocolate bar consumer feels that 
he is being badly done by when he pays seven cents 
for the diminutive package of candy being offered 
today. He is quick to point out that the cutting of 
the price of chocolate bars back to the five-cent level 
a short while ago was accompanied, or preceded by, 
a reduction in the size of the bar. Now, he complains, 
the bar is back to seven cents but the additional two 
cents do not buy the same quantity of chocolate 
they did when the bar was selling for seven cents be- 
fore. 

It would appear that Canadians can tolerate a 
good five-cent chocolate bar done up in small pack- 
ages but when the small package is boosted to seven 
cents they lose interest. 

Now the cry of some future politician will prob- 
ably be “what this country needs is a good five-cent 
cigar and chocolate bar.”

OFF THE MAIN LINE 

Every fine weekend hundreds of Lindsay and dis- 
trict motorists take to the road for a spell of freedom 
from the confining boundaries of the town. The main 
highways converging on Lindsay are usually sought 
out by these drivers and few ever venture off onto the 
little travelled roads which are maintained by town- 
ship and county.

OUR MILK SUPPLY SHOULD 
BE SAFEGUARDED AT ALL COSTS 

It was a piece of astounding news to most Lindsay 
people to learn following the Lindsay Board of Health’s 
meeting this week that they were being seryed with 
milk which was both uninspected and packaged in 
bottles which were unclean. 

The consuming public, paying the top prices now. 
commanded by licensed milk distributors, naturally 
expect the very finest product that can be obtained, 
distributed so as to ensure a maximum of safety for 

. their health. 

For sometime Lindsay published monthly reports 
of the colon bacillus count recorded in monthly tests of 
milk being sold by each Lindsay dairy. This informa- 
tion appeared in the paper alongside the name of the 
firm and in this way the public were able to get a pretty 
good idea of which dairies were making a supreme 
effort to furnish a safe milk. 

For some reason this practice was discontinued. 
The recent reyelation would seem to merit considera- 
tion being given to resorting to it again. 


THE RAIL STRIKE AND THE PRESS 

Since the railway strike started the press was 
one of the first Canadian businesses to be affected. 
Immediately the strike went into effect the press was 
faced with the problem of distribution and, fortun- 
ately, it has been able to a large extent to cope with 
the situation. Circulation has been maintained to the 
majority of subscribers and improvements will prob- 
ably be noted as time goes on and adjustment is made 
to conditions arising from the strike. 

It is very interesting to note the concern felt 
among subscribers to the Post when distribution of 
the paper was threatened. This reaction served to 
emphasize the bellef long held by newspapermen that 
the printed word is now, and always will be, in much 
greater demand than the spoken word. In other words 
radio, while it may be a source of great pleasure in the 
field of entertainment, it has in no way lessened the 
desire of the public for the news in printed form which 
it obtains regularly through the medium of Canada’s 
daily and weekly newspapers. 

Realizing this dependence of the public on the 
press for {ts news, newspapers generally are making 
every effort to cope with the present disruption of 
distribution facilities.

DREADFUL WASTE OF LIFE 

Great disasters are always distressing. They in- 
yariably have a profound emotional effect on the 
community, Such an event was the fire which destroyed 
the S.S. Noronic while docked at Toronto, A total of 


116 persons lost their lives in this major catastrophe ~ 


of Canadian marine history. Others were seriously 
injured and have memories of horrors they will never 
forget, Property losses ran to millions of dollars. 

Yet last year there were seven times as many 
people killed in motor accidents in Ontario alone as 
lost their lives in the Noronic disaster. Because of 
the fact that theese losses: were spread over a 
wide area and occurred during a twelve month period 
many people fail to realize fully how great they really 
were. 

During the same period the number of persons 
injured in such accidents in Ontario equalled the popu- 
lation of the cities of Belleville, Chatham, North Bay 
or Stratford. The total of dead and injured on this 
one count qualled the normal population of nearly 
100 school classrooms. The value of property so dam- 
aged is estimated at the equivalent of 4,000 ne wears. 

This is indeed a dreadful waste of human life. 
effort and assets, Hyeryone will agree on that, It can 
be reduced very considerably, but this can only. be 
done if everyone, realizing the serlousness of this trend, 
determines to do something about it---and then carries 
that determination into effect.---Welland Tribune 


WHY ENTER PARLIAMENT 

Writing in the Winnipeg Free Press Mr. Bruce 
Hutchinson, one of our better thinkers, discusses the 
reasons why “we cannot attract better men into the 
Canadian Parliament.” (There is no accent’on the 
question of sex, and without knowing anything about 
Mr. Hutchinson’s views on feminism we feel pretty 
sure that in that expression he intends “men’ to em- 
brace women,) His idea is that the real reason for 
this failure is “that an able young man, quite rightly, 


does not see in Parliament a reasonable chance of an 


interesting life.” 

With all respect to Mr. Hutchinson, that is absurd. 
He compares going into Paruiament with going into 
many professions “which, by official figures, pay less 
than the salaries of parliamentarians.” He thinks that 
young men go into these professions for an interesting 
life. We don’t believe they do anything of the kind. 
Very few Canadians pick their occupation for the sake 
of an interesting life, Journalists, of course, are the 
outstanding exception. There is no reason for going 
into journalism except the valid one, that it is an 
interesting life, and the rather less valid one, that it 
may afford an opportunity to do the state some ser- 
vice. All the customary considerations---money, s0- 
cial position, security, health, fame~-can be ruled out 
an inapplicable. 


The trouble with Parliament is that, unlike den- | 


tistry, the law, trade union leadership, bricklaying and 
beauty-parloring, it is not a career. You cannot be 
sure of continued employment (or unemployment in- 
surance), increasing seniority, a pension scheme (ex- 
cept for those who are lucky enought to become 
Senators), or even an income sufficient to allow of 
adequate savings for one’s old age. For most parlia- 
mentarians it is a dead-end occupation, 

The whole concept of Parliament was developed 
in an age when there was an ample supply of people 
with substantial unearned incomes, nothing in partic- 
ular to do, and a fairly strong conviction that they 
ought to do something for their country. The original 
Parliaments were entirely filled with people from this 
class; and except for an almost total inability to under- 
stand the problems of less fortunate classes, they made 
excellent Parliaments. That class is being rapidly 
abolished.---Saturday Night

THE AMERICAN WAY OF LIFE 


Dr. A. M. Lower, professor of history at Queen's” 


University, has described American culture as the 
cult of the soap opera, juvenile comics, soft drinks, 
and a noise called jazz music. He went on to say that 
the world had got the impression that America was 
a great lunatic asylum in which the common man had 
become yery common indeed.

While we agree with many of his statements we 
feel that the problem is a much more complex one 
than he suggests. America is the product of the

. .. American culture has set up material idols, four 


of them, before which it is ever ready to ‘prostrate 


itself. The first is wealth . . . the second is success 
. the third is notoriety and «ang fourth is pleasure. 
Our magazines, our newspapers, our radio pro- 
grammes all testify to the blind worship of these false 
gods. For them we are ready to sacrifice human sanc-" 
tity, human dignity, human kindness and above all 
our spirituality. 
; The worship of such idols has its rewards... 
disillusionment . . . bitterness. . . hypocrisy . . . 
deceit... . and bewilderment that ends in despair, 


Until our education, in the home in the church © 


and in the school begins to reach out beyond material- 
istic things and aspires to a way of life more in keeping 
with our divinity learned men like Prof. Lower, will 
be justified in attacking our way of life and commun- 
ism will continue to appeal to those idealists who 
blindly grasp at any alternative that seems to promise 
some way out of our materialistic morass.

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POLIO CASES FEWER 

It is gratifying to note that so far, at least, there 
is no sign of an epidemic of poliomyelitis in Ontario 
similar to that which swept over the province last 
summer. In the first eight months of 1949, Ontario 
had a total of 488 cases of that dread disease, and up 
to the month of August last year, 24 deaths had been 
reported. This year, up to the present, there have 
been only 55 cases and one! death in the province. 

It may be, of course, that this disease runs in 
cycles, and that 1950 Is not one of its bad years. 
Health authorities confess that they cannot account 
for the drop in its infcidence this year in any other 
way. But it may well be that the lessons which were 
given to the public in last year’s epidemic have been 
well learned, and that precautions against poliomyel- 
itis are being more generally observed than was the 
case then. If that is the case, then much good has 
been accomplished, because by observance of ele- 
mentary principles, the fear of poliomyelitis can be 
greatly lessened. 

Health authorities are specific in suggesting pre- 
cautions, The careful washing of fruits and vegetables, 
pasteurizing of milk, use of pure drinking water, con- 
trol of flies and other disease carrying insects, are 
things which should come naturally in eyery home. 
Yet following these steps can prevent polio with all 
its attendant suffering and crippling results.

Household Scrapbook 


Stains on Concrete 
Stubborn stains on concrete can 
often be removed by rubbing them 
with a hot solution of 4 ounces of 
trisodium phosphate in one gallon 
of water, to which may be added 
4 ounces of washing soda, After 


scrubbing, rinse thoroughly with 
clean water. 

Purify Water 
To purify water for drinking 


purposes, while on a camping trip 
add one tablespoon of powdered 
alum to four gallons of water. Stir 
quickly, then allow to stand, and 
all impurities will sink to the bot- 
tom. 
Stained Marble 

A haif-lemon dipped into salt and 
rubbed on the marble stains will 
remove them without trouble. Let 
the lemon juice remain for an 
hour and then wash off with clear 
water. 

Dress Shields 

The best method to wash dress 
shieids is to wet them in lukewarm 
suds, rad then place them flat on 
the side of the bathroom bowl 
and scrub well with the nail brush. 
Rinse in lukewarm water and dry 
in a shady airy place. 

Painting Over Varnish 

When painting over varnish, first 
clean the surface thoroughly, re- 
moving all dirt and grease by wash- 
ing carefully with turpentine or 
mineral spirits. Then dull the gloss 
by rubbing with steel wool or sand- 
paper, finally wiping off all dust. 

REVIVES VEGETABLES 

Vegetables that are a little old 
can be made more tender if a small 
amount of baking soda is added to 


the water used for boiling. 


Musty Smell 
In the event that the jars and 
bottles you wish to use for preserv= 
ing have a musty, disagreeable odar, 
{ill them with cold water in which 
soda has been dissolved. This will 
soon freshen them, Wash in hot 
water and suds, rinse well, and they 
are ready for use.

The leaves of a head of lettuce 
will not tear and will part in per- 
fect condition if the core is cut off 
with a sharp knife, and then the 
lettuce is held under the cold-water 
faucet, allowing the water to run 
into the hole made by the knife.

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How Can 1? 


Q. How can I obtain a high gloss 
on linens? 

A. Use lukewarm water when 
mixing the starch. Mix to the de- 
sired thickness with boiling water, 
add one-half teaspoonful of salt and 
stir well with a white wax candle. 
Then proceed with the starching as 
usual. This will impart a mpch 
finer appearance to the cheaper 
grade linens. 

Q. What is a home remedy for 
neuralgia? 

A. The eating of a good quantity 
of celery is often an effective re- 
medy. 

Q. How can I make my teeth 
whiter? 

A. One method ts to apply a solu- 
tion of peroxide of hydrogen diluted 
with one-half water. 

Q. How can I remove grease and 
dirt from the gas range? 

A. After each meal, crumple a 
sheet of newspaper and rub over 
the gas range while it 1s still sligh- 
tly warm, All the grease and dirt 
will rub off and the stove will al- 
ways have a clean and polished 
appearance. 

Q. How can I keep green peppers 
from turning brown when baking 
them? 

A. Oll the green peppers before 
aking and they will not turn brown 
in the oven. 

Q. How can I cause blue fabrics 
to hold their color much longer? 

A, Soak them in a solution of one 

, tablespoon of salt to one quart of 
water. 

Q. How can I prevent grape juice 
from fermenting when only a part 
of the bottle has been used? 

A. Lay the bottle on its side, or 
upside down. This covers the cork 
with the quid so that it will ex- 
pand and no air can enter to cause 
fermentation. 

Q. How can I keep coffee from 
boiling over? 

A, Try adding a lump of butter, 
about the size of a small marble. 


Q. How can I keep brass articles 
from tarnishing? 

A. A bed or other article of brass 
will not tarnish, and frequent po- 
lishing will be avoided, if the brass 
is lacquered with gum shellac dis- 
solved in alcohol. Apply with a 
small brush, 

Q. How can I pick up the smaller 
particles of a glass that has bro- 
ken in a room? 

A. Wet a piece of absorbent cot- 
ton and pat around the place where 
the glass has scattered. The small 
pleces will readily adhere to the 
cotton. 

Q. How can I give a better flavor 


to prunes? 
A. A few slices of lemon, or a few 
spices, cooked with prunes, 


will add a delicious flavor. 

Q. How can I dry rugs 
laundering? 

A. Rugs should not be wrung after 
washing, Hang them on the line 
and play the hose on them to rinse. 
Then let them drip and dry. 

Q. How can I restore the luster 
which has disappeared from oak 
furniture? 

A. Try applying hot linseed oll 
with a flannel cloth.

Home Canning 

When it comes to home-canning 
women are sometimes penny-wise 
and pound foolish. So say the can- 
ning experts, who warn that you 
risk a loss of food and labor when 
you gamble with imperfect jars or 
lids. 

They say that any lid with a 
dented or spread edge, or masonry 
type caps with loose or cracked 
linings, should be discarded. The 
same holds true for any jar with 
the slightest crack or chip. Im- 
perfect jars and lids can prevent an 
air-tight seal. 

If your use a pressure canner, 
have the gauge checked before you 
start canning. 

For vegetable canning, home eco- 
nomists at Cornell University haye 
compiled these tips. After the veget- 
ables have been trimmed and wash- 
ed, boil them in enough water to 
cover them, following a recom- 
mended time for cooking. 

Loosely pack the hot vegetables in 
clean, not jars. Allow one-half inch 
of head space in the jars for most 
vegetables, But leaye one inch of 
headspace for lima beans, peas and 
corn, 

For seasoning, add one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt to pint jars, Double 
the amount. for quarts. Then coyer 
the vegetables with the liquid they. 
were boiled in. 

Cornell experts say it’s advisable 
to work out any air bubbles before 
the jar lids go on, This can be 
done by running a knife blade 
around the inside of the jar. And be 
sure to follow the manufacturer's 
directions on lid adjustment before 


you put the jars in the pressure 
cooker, 


Push-Button Kitchens

of a “push-button kitchen” as a 
vague thing of the future, It's here 
right now, unless you're a dreamer 
who wants a machine to decide 
What buttons to push, too, Nearly 
everything that involves any work 
in the kitchen can be done auto- 
matically.

They don’t 
require defrosting because the walls 
are refrigerated at a contant tem- 
perature 80 no frost collects. They 
have frozen food compartments that 
will keep the family’s food for 
weeks or even months ahead. 

The door opens with a foot.vetal 
so you can carry things over in 
both hands, and close magnetically, 
There’ no catch to fly open and let 
cold air escape, Meal preparation 
inyolyes little more than deciding 
what you're going to have. When 
you want to have jt and making sure 
you know what buttons to push, 

The top of one of the new stoves 
{s equipped with buttons --a set 
of six for every burner --and you 
push a button to get the exact. 
amount of cooking heat you want. 

There's a set of similar buttons 
for the oven, The oyen has a timer, 
s0 you can leave the house in the 
morning and the roast will start 
cooking at whatever time you set 
in the afternoon, It will go off auto- 
matically after the roast 1s cooked 
the length of time specified on the 
timer, you can walk in after a day's 
shopping to find dinner ready to 
eat, .

Le Runigo's recipe for Pot Au Feu

thing like this for a fair-sized) 
family, 

Put a four or fiye-pound piece of 
beef into a large pot with seven or 
eight quarts of water. Let it come 
to a boil, add salt and skim off the 
scum. 

Add two leaks, cut in large pieces, 
two onions, one small turnip cut in 
large pieces, eight carrots, one-half 
teaspoon of dried thyme, two bay 
leaves, two sprigs of parsley and 
six whule peppercorns. 

Coyer and cook over a slow fire 
for three hours or until the meat 
is tender. ‘Season to taste, serve the 
meat on a platter surrounded by 
carrots and turnips, and pieces of 
small cabbage cooked separately in 
some of the boullion.

SAID AMPLE 
IN TOWN 


Lindsay and district housewives 
don't hav, to worry about bare cup~ 
boards on account of the nation’s 
railway strike. That 1s, for a while 
yet anyway. : 

Storekeepers contacted “by: the 
Post report that supplies of food 
commodities are coming through 
fairly normally by transport, A 
spokesman for National Grocers 
says that the transports are doing 
a good job and are expected to 
handle all shipments without too 
much trouble. 

Commenting on reports of sugar 
yationing in the Toronto area, the 
spokesman said that sugar supplies 
are ample in the Lindsay district. 
Most of our sugar, he explained, 1s 
refined in Montreal, shipped ta 
Belleville by boat and brought to 
Lindsay by transport. Supplies have 
been coming through on schedule 
so far, he said. = 

While there ‘appeared to be no. 
danger of a scarcity of sugar due 
to the rail strike, the official warn- 
ed that over-purchasing and hoard- 
ing by the public would create a 
shortage and bring on rationing, 
much quicker. 

Some of the other grocers and 
businessmen contacted by the Post 
were not so optimistic about the fut- 
ure, Many feared that the effect of 
the strike will really start to be 
felt in the Lindsay district if the 
dispute is not settled this week. 

Pointing out that business has 
been down since the start of the 
strike, the manager of one large 
marketeria in town expressed the 
opinion that because of uncertainty 
as to what will happen most people 
are hanging onto their money. 

So far, he said, there has been 
no increase in the price of meat in 
Lindsay, A representative of a large 
packing company said he did not 
believe the rail strike would have 
any appreciable effect on the price 
of meat in Ontario, Most of the 
livestock is trucked to market any- 
way, he said, and any price increase 
at this time would be purely seas- 
onal. 

In the lumbering country north of 
Lindsay, a prolonged strike may 
hhaye crippling consequences. The 
lumber mills arg still operating and 
the lumber is being piled in the 
yards. When all available storage 
space is filled the mills will be forc- 
ed to close down, Sage

Treatment After An Attack 
or Coronary Thrombosis 

I have written before about visit- 
ing’a physician friend in a veterans’ 
hospital. Shortly after I arrivevd, 
the superintendent made a _ visit, 
and, after I had introduced my 
friend, said, 

“What hay, you got, a coronary?” 

My friend nodded. 

“Well, that’s nothing, I've had five 
or six. I go to bed for a month or 
six weeks, then come on duty a- 
gain.” 

The idea of rest in these cases 1s 
so that the heart muscle will not 
be called on for much work while 
the broken blood vessel is healing 
and tiny new blood vessels are de- 
veloping to supply the part of the 
heart deprived of its blood supply. 

In Postgraduate Medicine, Dr. 
Charles PF. Stone, Emory University 
School of Medicine, Atlanta, Geor- 
gia, states that after an attack of 
coronary thrombosis rest is still the 
most important single method of 
treatment. Physical and emotional 
rest for from three weeks to three 
months needed for development 
of sufficient circulation (develop- 
ment of new blood vessels), This 
must be followed by a convalescent 
period with gradually increasing 
activity. Physical rest is necessary 
for at leat the first two weeks. 
Diet must be light, 1,800 to 2,000 
calories, in four to five easily digest- 
ible meals daily. Mild laxatives or 
lubricants (mineral oil) avoid the 
exertion of straining at stool which 
can put too much work on heart 
and blood vessels, 

“But rest can be overdone,’® writ- 
es Dr. Stone. “The patient should 
be encouraged to move the feet and 
freguently and take occaslon- 


legs 
al deep breaths 

Emotional rest is equally import- 

ant. The physician who has the con- 
fidence of his patient can so re- 
e him that he quiets the “wild 
ting of his heart.” 
Quieting drugs-are generally used 
cularly in mervous, anxious 
s where physical and emotional 
rest, must be obtained, to prevent or 
delay further attacks. 

Dr. Stone states that the best 
treatment after an atack of coron- 
ary thrombosis is having the patient 
adjusted to his condition so that 
he will avoid overexertion, overfa- 
tigue, and overeating. 

“The physician’s responsiblity lies 
in so instructing his patient that he 
will take care of himself (in a 
common-sense Way,) be moderate in 
al’ things, and yet escape the shad- 
ow of cardiac neurosis (thinking 
bout his heart all the time and al- 
ways being afraid of an attack.)” 


Pain in Neck May be 
Caused by Allergy to Foods. 

In many cases the cause of pain 
at back of neck, shoulder, and 
down the arm has been found to 
be rupture or hernia of the disk or 
cushion between two spinal bones 
in the neck, This rupture of a disk 
occurs most frequently in the lower 
end of the spine between the two 
large hip bones. In rupture of a 
disk at any part of the spinal col- 
umn, operation to remove the disk 
considered the best treatment, 
though some of the less severe 
cases are helped by a snug-fitting 
belt which must be worn for months 
and, in some cases, for years. 

However, that all pain in the neck 
is not caused by a rupture of a disk 
in spinal column at the neck 1s 
pointed out by Dr. T. G. Randolph 
in Archives of Ear and Throat. He 
stateg that allergy, being sensitive 
to various substances, is the cause 
of many cases of nuchal (neck) 
myalgia (pain in muscles), that is, 
pain in muscles of neck, It is some- 
times called posterior cervical my- 
algia. Certain foods and inhalants; 
(house dust) were stated to be the 
cause of pain in back of neck in 
In many of these 


is 


several cases, 


cases of pain in back of neck, phy- 
sicians, because they can find no 
apparent cause for this pain— no 


ruptured disk or other injury, no 
arthritis due to infection — natur- 
ally think that nervousness or em- 
otional disturbances cause the pain 
because of the tenseness with which 
these individuals hold all their 
nerves and muscles, including musc- [ 
les of back of neck. 

“Pulling, drawing, tightness and 
aching of the neck muscles are some 
of the usually encountered 
symptoms observed in the course of 
performing individual food tests for 
the diagnosis of food allergy,” he 
writes, “Technicians are trained to 
observe whether the patient stret- 
ches his neck as if his collar were 
too tight, as telltale evidence of the 
onset of such neck symptoms, As 
the patient stretches the neck and 
turns his head from side to side, he 
generally starts to rub or massage 
the back of his neck.” 

It is because these neck symp- 
toms can be brought on by eating 
certain foods that Dr. Randolph

physician or an allergist where oth- 
er causes of neck pain are not 
found. 


HEADACHE 

“The person with a headache 
often finds himself a medical or- 
phan, He is fortunate indeed if the 
headache soon passes for otherwise 
he may find himself on an excur- 
sion to an opthalmologist, otolaryn- 
gologist, neurologist, dentist, psy- 
chiatrist, osteopath, and chiroprac- 
tor. Thereupon he is x-rayed, mass- 
aged, analyzed, fitted with glasses, 
relieved of his turbinates and teeth 
and, too often, emerges with his 
headache intact.” 

I am quoting from the preface of 
“Headache,” a small book by Dr. 
Louis G. Moench, University of 
Utah School of Medicine, Salt Lake 
City. As we read the above descrip- 
tion of the individual suffering with 
headache we may get the impres- 
sion that headache is a rare disease, 
however, Dr. Moench writes “more 
treatment is given for headache 
than for anything else.” As there 
are listed over 200 headache causes, 
it is not hard to understand why 
the sufferer may go through the 
hands of various specialists before 
the underlying cause of his head- 
ache is discovered. 

I have written before of the mag- 
azine writer who tried to discredit 
the medical profession by publish- 
ing his story of the nine different 
methods of treatment he was given 
by nine different physicians when 
he consulted them for a headache 
he did not have. How he was able 
to describe a headache which was 
not present will remain a mystery, 
and might well confuse a physician 
who has only the patient's descrip- 
tion to help him. 

Instead of trying to describe the 
symptoms and treatment of the 200 
headaches above mentioned, Dr. 
Moench describes the headaches on 
the outside of the skull (in the 
Scalp), headaches inside the skull, 
in the nerves of the eyes, the nose, 
the neck, from ailments of the sys- 
tems outside the head, headaches 
caused by allergy, headaches due 
to too much histamine in the sys- 


tem, migraine (one-sided head- 
ache) and headaches due to the 
emotions. 


As there are so many causes of 
headache, what specialist should 
first be consulted when a headache 
occurs? The first consultant should 
be the family physician who, by his 
knowledge of the organs and struc- 
ture of the body and the workings 
of these structures and organs can 
refer the patient to the specialist 
most likely to help the patient. The 
family physician may have to re- 
fer the patient to more than one 
specialist before the cause of the 
headache is discovered. 


You And Your Heart 

Some of us as we think of the 
body wonder at the hundreds of 
diseases and the things that go 
wrong with us while many more of 
us as we think of the way we use 
and misuse the body wonder that 
anyone of us is really well, is really 
healthy. 

In the book, “You and Your 
Heart,” a clinic for laymen on the 
heart and circulation edited by 
Dr. H, M. Martin, President, Am- 
erican Heart Association and As- 
sociate Olinica! Professor of Me- 
dicine, Yale University, many of 
the questions all sufferers with 
heart and bloodvessel disease would 
like to ask are answered in language 
we can all understand. 

This book is not meant to teach 
the public all about how the heart 
works, how much work it does or 
can do in an emergency, nor does 
it tell much about the meaning of 
various symptoms, It does, however 
tell about the “amazing routine by 
which the human body keeps well in 
spite of the manifold strains and 
stresses to which it 1s subjected 
almost all the time and which is 
seldom noticed at all until part of 
{t gets o little out of order, Then 
indeed there is a cry for greater 
knowledge as to how to get put 
right again.” 

In addition to the chapter writ- 
ten by Dr, Marvin, there are chap- 
ters by four outstanding heart 
specialists; Prof. Irwin S. Wright, 
Cornell University, Dr. Irvine H. 
Page, Director of Research, Cleve- 
land Clinic Foundation, Dr. T. 
Duckett Jones, Medical Director, 
the Helen Hay Whitney Foundat- 
jon, and Dr, David D, Rutstein, 
Professor of Preventive Medicine, 
Harvard University. Dr. Paul D. 
White wrote the introduction. 

I believe this book covers all that 
the heart sufferer needs to know 
to be willing to follow faithfully 
the few simple rules as to food, rest 
and exercise that will enable him 
to live a useful life for many years, 
and many to live just as long and 
comfortably as if they had no heart

disease, Thus in his forward, Prof. 


Marvin states, “This is not a self- 
help book, designed to enable the 
reader to make diagnoses and pre- 
scribe treatment, Its chlef purpose 
{s to bring some measure of en- 
lightenment and uncerstanding to 
all who rend it and great comfort 
to many who have suffered need- 
less anxiety through misunderstand- 
ing or lack of knowledge.” 

I believe every physician would 
be pleased to have his heart patients 
read this complete book, which will 
relieve fears and anxiety about 
heart symptoms. 


Short Cut To Remoye Weight Not 
Wise 

If we are walking, have some 
distance to go within a limited time, 
and a short cut is at hand, it is 
only natural for us to take this 
short out, However, the old expres- 
sion, “the short cut is the longest 
way around” js often too true in 
those who try to take a short cut 
in reducing weight by taking a 
weight-reducing drug such as am- 
phetamine (Benzedrine Sulfate). 

There are cases where the phy- 
sician is justified in using a weight- 
reducing drug because the need to 
get rid of excess fat within a short 
time is more important than wait- 
ing to have this fat removed by 
cutting down on the food intake. 
Thus the advice given by members 
of the staff of the Mayo Foundat- 
ion and the Mayo Clinic some 
months ago should again be noted. 
These physicians, Drs. Clifford F, 
Gastineau, Edward H. Rynearson, 
and Alice Karslake Irmisch, in 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, issue the following 
warning: 

“Even moderate obesity in the lat- 
ter half of life increases the num- 
ber of cases of many degenerative 
diseases including high blood pres- 
Sure, diabetes, cancer, heart‘ disease, 
kidney disease, hardening of the 
arteries, hardening of the liver 
cells, overdistension of the little air 
sacs in the lungs, and varicose 
veins.” The reducing of weight is of 
importance in combating such di- 
seases. 

As overweight in practically all 
cases is due to overeating, except 
perhaps the one in 20 in which lack 
of gland juice is partly to blame, 
the treatment of overweight, then, 
is to reduce the daily intake of 
food. If, intead of using weight 
reducing drugs, the food intake is 
decreased, loss of weight will occur 
in every case. 

These physicians rarely find it 
necessary to use amphetamine de- 
tivatives such as Benzedrine or 
Dexedrine as a help in reducing 
weight. Psychotherapy (persuasion 
by present logical facts regarding 
the dangers of overweight) has been 
of great importance in treatment 
of both overweight and underweight | 
persons, They have not used drugs 
to drive water from tissues, no 
drugs to decrease the appetite, nor 
thyroid or other gland extracts to 
hurry the body processes that burn 
or use up the food. 

Except in emergencies where 
welght must be lost to save life or 
prevent collapse, reduction of the 
food Intake is the best method of 
reducing excess weight, 


| More Than Climate Needed 
| To Cure Asthma, Hay Fever, 
Sinsusitis, 

It is generally agreed that pa- 
Wents afflicted with hay fever, as- 
thma, sinus disease, and frequent 
head colds do better in a dry clim- 
ate. Thus we learn of some cases 
who remain in Arizona, Colorado, 
and other southwestern states who 
improve so much that when they 
return East and remain there thoy 
are still free of symptoms for years 
afterwards, 

As most cases of asthma, hay fey- 
er and sinusitis are due to allergy 
(sensitiveness to various substan- 
ces such as food, feathers, furs, 
house dust,) a study of 150 unselec- 
ted patients who came to Tucson, 
Arizona, for climate treatment of 
allergic disorders was made by Dr, 
PF. B, Shutsbank of Tucson, Seventy 
tWo percent were benefited, and 28 


per cent Were not helped, The report | 
of the study appeared in The Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, 

Of 101 asthmatic persons, 74 had 
from 50 to 100 per cent relief from 
symptoms. In 32 the improvement 
could be attributed to getting away 
from unfavorable emotional enyir- 


of cronic infection of nose, throat 
and bronchial tubes. 

Patients who had undergone ex- 
tensive operations for sinus infec- 
tion before coming to Tucson usu- 
ally did poorly there. The record 
for patients with hay fever was 
about fifty-fifty, half obtaining ex- 
cellent results and the other half 
Poor results,

Vaccination Groundwork 

The director of veterinary services 
for Alberta, Dr, EB, Ballantyne re- 
minds farmers that now is the time 
to lay down the ground work for 
organizing calfhood yaccination 
projects. 

He says that several prairie mu- 
nicipalities organized such cam- 
paigns last fall, And he suggests 
tht many more should follow their 
example this fall, 

Dr. Ballentyne points out that 
vaccination of calves has a double 
advantage for any community. 

It not only cuts down on Bang's 
Disease - protects humans against 
undulat fever, It also prevents calf 
losses and a reduction in the milk 
flow. 

If the work in any municipality is 
not organized ...he suggests that 
groups of cattlemen can still band 
together for vaccination of their 
calves, 

Farmers are advised to consult 
a local veterinarian or a district 
agriculturist for assistance in or- 
ganizing a calfhood vaccination pro- 
ject. 

Hessian Fly May Cause Serious Loss 

The hessian fly some years ago 
listed as the most destructive in- 
sect attacking wheat in the field. 
For the last 10 or 15 years it has 
been a pest of minor importance, 
This year over a wide area in the 
Province hessian fly has been quite 
prevalent and in a few fields. very 
destructive. The cool weather this 
spring was favourable for its, de- 
velopment. 

The adult is a smail mosquito-like 
fly. The eggs are laid on the leaves 
and the maggots from these work 
down between the leaf and the stem. 
The maggots suck the juice out of 
the stems and cause a weakened 
condition and breakage at or near 
the ground just before harvest. 
When the maggots are mature they 
turn into pupae, still under the leaf 
sheath. These look like flax seeds 
and so this stage is referred to as 
the “Flax seed stage.” This is about. 
the only time agrower js likely to 
see it and this will be the stage 
found at cutting time. The adult 
flies emerge the latter part of 
August and in early September and 
lay on volunteer wheat or on early 
seeded wheat, 

Control 

1, If the field is not seeded all 
Wheat stubble should be ploughed 
under completely as soon as possible 
after the wheat ts harvested and 
then worked to firm, the soil. Very 


few flies will be able to emerge from | 


such soil. 

If ploughing cannot be done or 
was not done promptly, and this 
probably applied to this year, let 
the volunteer wheat come up. If 
it has not already started after the 
crop is off, run a disc or sultivator 
lightly over the field. This wheat 
will be earlier than the regularly 
seeded wheat and will act as a 
“Trap crop’ for the egglaying of 
the flies. Do not plough this under 
until the end of September. 

2, Sow just as late as is safe in 
your district to obtain a good stand 
before winter, The following is a 
rough guide of dates recommended 
for maximum yleld by the Field 
Husbandry Department.

-Sept. 1 to 7.

Your informant, nam- 
ed as “an official,” whatever his 
officia] capacity may be, has a very 
sketchy knowledge of railway work- 
ing conditions as they apply to the 
running trade. 

Taking a 48 hr. week as an ex- 
ample, a wayfrelght conductor can 
earn $59.58 a through freight con- 
ductor $56.46, a wayfreight brake- 
man $50.94, a through-freight brake- 
man $48.54. For this type of service 
he Js subject to call at any hour of 
the day or night after he has book- 
ed off duty. 

Your informant’s treatment of the 
overtime question is very mislead- 
ing. A crew must give an equiva- 
lent of 100 miles or 8 hrs. at 12 1-2 
miles per hour after leaving the sta- 
tion from which they first com- 
menced work until their arrival at

Prophets Claim 


Beech Nuts Indicate 
Severe Winter 


Toronto -Amateur weather pro- 
phets seem to believe that a heavy 
crop of beech nuts indicates a se- 
yere winter will follow. 

That being so the winter of 1950- 
51 should be severe because beech | 
trees are bearing an unusually heavy 
crop of nuts this year. 

Bumper crops of seed are usually 
borne by this tree every six or seven 
years, but this year nature is not 
confining her efforts to re-cover 
cleared land with beech alone be- 
cause reports fmm the Depart- 
ment’s foresters in Huron District 
indicate a bumper crop of seed on 
maple, ash, basswood and white 
pine. 

Next year, therefore, countless 
numbers of seedlings, particularly 
maple, should be showing up along 
roadsides in pastures, cultivated 
fields, woodlots and gardens.! Many 
of these seedlings will survive be- 
cause moisture conditions and pro- 
tection are favourable. 

Every year many thousands of 
dollars are spent by farmers in 
artificially establishing woodlots 
which will provide timber for their 
Successors on the land - timber 
which will play a part in contribu- 
ting toward the material and spir- 
itual welfare of the owner of the 
land. : 

The bountiful crop of seedlings 
which will follow this year's heavy 
seed crop is natura] and inexpen- 
sive reforestration, but this crop Is 
doomed to vanish if it is not pro- 
tected from grazing cattle. The dl- 
vision of Reforestation calls atten- 
tion to.sthe fact that ynder the 
Assessment Act provision made for 
exemption of forest land which is

PROPOSE DEBENTURING ICE PIPING REPLACEME 


One Firm 


To Stop Selling 
Uninspected Milk

A Lindsay dairy came under heavy 
fire at last week's meeting of the 
Board of Health.Dr. R, Lawrence, 
Milk Inspector brought it to the at- 
tention of the Board that in his} 
opinion the dairy was using bootleg | 
milk in Lindsay. He stated that he} 
had made an investigation into a 
situation which he knew had exist- 
ed for some time and had finally 
come to the conclusion that this 
firm was using milk from farms 
which had not been inspected, He} 
stated that one source of their sup- 
ply seemed to be the cheese factory 
suppliers at Bobcaygeon. These 
farmers had not been inspected. He} 
went on that the firm's manager,} 
had been told that this milk could) 
not be sold in Lindsay. He in turn} 
was reported to have stated that| 
this milk was going out of town a- 
gain to the cottages and other cus-| 
tomers but none was being used in| 
Lindsay. 

However, Dr. Lawrence decided to 
make an investigation to see for 
himself just how the firm managed | 
to separate this milk from the} 
Lindsay milk, Ag a conclusion of 
this investigation Dr. Lawrence | 
stated that the Lindsay plant was 
a “plumber’s nightmarg and the 
manager didn’t have the slightest | 
idea where the uninspected milk 
Was going.” 

He added that this situation had 
arisen five years ago and the firm 
had promised at that time that they | 
would never again accept such milk. 
Dr, Lawrence pointed out to the 
Board that this dairy could be pros- 
ecuted and would have considerable} 
difficulty proving they were not 
using bootleg milk in Linsay. 

The Board decided to have the 
secretary write a letter to the firm 
and tell them that the practice 
must be stopped immediately or ac- 
tion would be taken, 

Also as a result of Dr, Lawrence's 
inspection of the dairies of Lindsay, 
it was learned that two dairies were 
issuing milk in not-too-clean bot- 

tles. Dr. Lawrence recommended 
that a letter be written to each of 
the offending dairies advising them 
to get the situation remedied inside 
20 days or action would be taken. 

While Dr. Lawrence was on the 
subject of bootleg milk, he men- 
teloned an article that had appeared 
in a local weekly paper on August 
16th. In the article, the writer told 
of dissatisfied farmers in the Duns- 
ford area who had been forced to 
buy milk-coolers, Dr. Lawrence said 
that these farmers had been told 
that the milk had to be cooled and 
whether it was done in a well or an 
electric cooler was entirely up to 
the farmer. The requirements state 
that milk must be cooled in a lim- 
ited time and if the farmer was un- 
able to get it cooled then he would 
have to install apparatus which 
could do the job. 

While the Board was on the sub- 
Ject of milk inspection, Dr, Law- 
rence asked that a motion be passed 
stating exactly how many visits he 
was to make, Considerable discus- 
sion arose among the members of 
the Board as they felt they would 
beg telling the inspector how to do 
his work. When asked if there had 
been any complaints, Dr. Lawrence 
said there had not but if there ever 
Were any suggestions that he was 
not making enough visits he could 
point to the book and say “There 
1t is in black and white.” 

The Board passed a motion that 
the Inspector make an annual visit 
to every farm supplying the dairies 
and a monthly visit to every dairy, 
It was further added that more 
frequent visits could be made {f Dr.| 
Lawrence felt they were necessary.

result of a special meeting of Lind- 
say's Council called last week to 
discuss the leaking pipes of the 
Arena's artificial ice plant, 

Councillors unanimously agreed 
to seek an early meeting with re- 
presentatives of the Canadian Ice 
Machine Co,, Toronto, and the 
Page-Hersey Co, and appointed a 
committee to represent them. The 
committee, comprised of Mayor 
Lamb, Ald, Cote, Wainman, Speer, 
and Town solicitor, A.M. Fulton, 
{s to interview the company repre- 
sentatives with a view to seeing 
just what they are willing to do 
about the pipe situation in Lindsay's 
arena and get their suggestions. 

Members also unanimously ap- 
proved a motion calling for an ap- 
plication to be made to the Ontario 
Municipal Board for a hearing on 
a request to issue $12,000 worth of 
debentures to cover the cost of 
putting the arena ice plant in op- 
erating condition. 

The meeting first heard from 
Arena Chairman Cote who related 
that he had been in contact with 
the Canadian Ice Machine Co., and 
received an estimated price of 
$9,708 on the replacement of the 
present steel tubing in the arena 
with cast iron piping. He stated 
that this did not inélude the cost of 
removing the sand which cushioned 
the piping nor take into considerat- 
jon any rebate on the present pip- 
ing which might be forthcoming 
from the company supplying, 

Chairman Cote went on to say 
that he had enquired about the 
defective piping situation which 
had arisen at Simcoe’s arena and 
had been informed that only the 
lengths of piping actually leaking 
were being replaced there. 

Ald, Cote told councillors that if 
they placed their order right away 
they might be in time for a run 
coming through on Sept. 15th which 
would be the last available until 
November 15th which, he claimed, 
would make it too late to get the 
plant in operation for the first part 
of winter. He said it. would take 
four weeks to have the ice plant 
going after the piping arrived in 
Lindsay. 

“The price includes everything 
except the sand,” he declared. 

Ald, Butler: “How much is the 
sand going to cost?” 4 

Ald, Cote: $1,000, 

Ald. Butler: ‘That's $10,000 al- 
together,” The alderman at this 
point related that when the curl- 
ing rink ice plant was being ne- 
gotiated, the word “substitute” was 
used quite strongly in the mater 
of piping. “However, I suppose 
there 1s nothing to do about it 
but put in new pipes”, he observed, 

Ald. Wainman said “We should 
get something out of them (them 
being the suppliers of the piping) 
before we do anything.” 

Ald. Cote: “We should give them 
a week and notify both Canadian 
Ice and Page-Hersey that we're 
proceeding to make replacement 
without’ prejudice,” 

Ald. Ferguson: “Did Canadian 
Ice submit) any guarantee?” 

Mayor Lamb turning to Town 
Clerk Allely: ‘‘Would you have there 
the agreement with Canadian Ice?” 

Town Clerk Allely read extracts 
from the agreement in which it 
came out that the company supply- 
ing the piping guaranteed the work- 
manship and material for one year 
only subject to certain conditions. 

Ald. Wainman: “Our one year is 
up, but I don't think a firm lke 
that will stand for any criticism.” 

Mayor Lamb observed: “They 
won't guarantee new pipes only for 
a year. What would it cost us to 
have the pipe that’s in there re- 
paired?” 


Ald, Cote: “It would cost at least 
half then we might have to replace 
the same amount next year,” 

Mayor Lamb: “We got to be care- 
ful gentlemen. If we go ahead and 
spent $10,000 and then in a year or 
so the same happens again we're 
going to be in serious difficulty.” 

Ald. Cote told council at this 
point that tron pipes installed in 
an Arena at Ottawa had last for 
15 years, 

Mayor Lamb asked: “How come 
We got a bad lot?” 

Ald. Cote: “They didn't have that 
kind of piping when we got our 
plant.” 

Ald. Butler, referring to the pip- 


said: “The salesman begged us not 
to put them in.” 

Ald. Puffer suggested a consul- 
tation with the company officials 
to see what could be done towards 
settling the matter as economically 
as possible from the town's stand- 
point. g 

Town Solicitor A, M, Fulton was 
heard from at thig time and he 
told the meeting that he feared the 
town was “in rather a late position 
unless the pipes showed signs of 
beginning to fail before the year 
was up,” 

Succeeding discussion resulted in 
a conclusion that the year had 
elapsed, 

Mr. Fulton said he didn’t know 
whether or not it would do any 
good to talk with the firms invol- 
ved. 

Ald. Ferguson sald it "seemed to 
me they admitted partial liability 
when they offered to relace the 
leaking sections.” 

Mr. Fulton: “I wouldn’t go that 
far. Sometimes these things just 
‘constitute a decent offer.” He in= 
timated that it was possible should 
the offer be turned down that would 
finish the matter as far as the 
company was concerned. 

After further discussion on the 
matter Mr. Fulton pointed out that 
replacement of the piping at town 
expense involved a little difficulty 
which councillors did not seem to 
take into consideration in their 
haste to speed the work. He ex- 
plained that if the money was to 
be raised by debenture the issue 
would require the assent of local 
voters qualified to yote on a money 
bylaw unless the Ontario. Municipal 
Board waived the necessity for it. 
He further pointed out that it 
would be necessary to arrange a 
meeting with the Municipal Board 
fo seek their approval. He thought 


‘possibly {t might be arranged before 


Sept, 15th. August, it was explained 
by Town Clerk Allely was holiday 
time for the board except if an. 
emergency. He cautioned council 
thought this might constitute an’ 
emergency, He cautiontd council 
against proceeding in any way with- 
out consulting the board before 
they might refuse approval entirely 
to debenture the debt if they be- 
came aware of it. The town solicitor 
ventured the opinion; “We've got 
the plant, I can’t see anything to 
do but spend the money to fix it up.” 

At this point Ald. Cote read what 
appeared to be a hand-written, per- 
sonal-type letter from Mr. Stuart of 
Canadian Ice Machine Co, in which 
the writer pointed out that Page- 
Hersey could disclaim all responsi- 
bility for the damaged pipes on 
the grounds that the plant was im- 
properly used but because of ciose 
relations with his company Page- 
Hersey had offered to replace the 
leaking piping. 

Mayor Lamb: “We might cut that 
down $5000 by just replacing the 
piping that is leaking now.” 

Ald, Cote: “We may have to 
spend the same amount next year.” 

Mayor Lamb: “There's no guar- 
antee the new pipe will outlast 
this,” 

Ald. Speer: “We should put in 
the better pipe and make a job of 
it.” 

Ald. Ferguson: ‘We'd be throwing 
away a lot of money to attempt to 
replace these pipes.”

Rumours of a strike among the 
currently, non-striking, but idled 
railroad employees ---those who 
actually operate the trains, led the 
Post to make some enquiries of 
the railroad here to find at what 
rate these employees were now be- 
ing paid. 

The official contayted said that 
it would be at least a two-day job 
to explain the wage structure, 
complicated as it is by extras and 
conditions which yary with the 
work performed by the train crews 
during a month’s operations. 

He took conductors and brake- 
men as typical operating crew 
members, and gave the following 
facts about their basic wages: 

First of all, “road’ crews are 
Buaranteed a minimum mileage of 
2800 per month, with a maximum 
of 4300. Pay is based on 100-mile 
units, with extras such as dead- 
heading to a job, and time and a 
half pay for everything over an

eight hour shift. Using a way- 
freight conductor as an example, — 
his base pay for a 100-mile unit is _ 
$9.93 according to this rail official, —

he operates the maximum mileage, 
his pay becomes $426.99 before 
taxes, or before any of the extras 
are added.

man. However, he explained that in 
actual practice, the spare board js 
adjusted so that each man gets 
2,000 miles per month.

PARIS~(NEA)- The western world 
4s waing an unequal battle of 
words igainst Russian Communism 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

On one side, blaring away full 
blast, ire the state-controlled and 
Comminist-policed radio networks: 
of thesatellite nations. They bom- 
bard he people of Eastern Europe 
With aconstant barrage of lies about 
Russias virtues and the West's vices. 

To €fset this outpouring of false- 
hhood,the West up to now has re- 
plied argely on this country’s Voice 
of Arerica and the British Broad- 
castiz Corporation. 

The broadcasters start with 
greit handicaps. Though it isn't il- 
Jegil to listen to foreign programs 

|satellite ‘countries, {t may be 
woth your life to do so. Secret po- 
lie are everywhere, and they black- 
ut listeners. Lonf-term imprison- 
ment, exile or even death may fol- 
lg. 

Moreover, few satellite folk can 
dford’a short-wave radio receiyer, 
¢ even the price of replacing a 
yorn-out tube. Hence listening is 
gnfined mostly to small, determ- 
hed groups of intellectuals, middle 
(lass people and workers. They 
thamel western news quietly to 
others. 

Berause the risk of listening is so 
great those who take the chance 
feel free to complain when the 


Voice.and the BBC don’t do the 
@:: af job they think is needed to

hear, In 
areas, the thirst is just os great, 
radios are just as scarce, But tho 
risk of listening makes satellite folk 


match Russian propaganda. 

Recent repors filsering bacly 
here from satellite listeners convey 
these current complaints against 
western radio broadcasts: 

The Voice of America is So in- 
tent on being “objective” that it 
neglects to offer fair and reasonable 
explanations along with the straight 
facts. 

Being under the Russian heel, 
satellite peoples want no talk of 
compromise with Soviet tyranny. 
They don’t understand» broadcasts 
which fail to name Russia as the 
real aggressor in Korea. They don't 
like to hear of Korean mediation 
offers like Indian Prime Minister 
Nehru's unless they're accompanieti 
by assurances of the West's firm 
stand against aggression. 

The listeners say Voice broad- 
casts are too rambling and long- 
winded. They want brief, concise 
well-documented accounts of what's 
going on in the free world. When 
listening time js a time of danger 
it shouldn't be strung out, 

However effective musical pro- 
grams may be elsewhere in Europe, 
they have no place jn broadcasts to 
Iron Ourtain nations. Who wants 
to go to jail for listening to Guy 
Lombardo? 

Both BBC and Voice Programs 
too often stress what Eastern Buro- 
peans view as trivial news. BBO 1s 
losing ground now because it de- 
scribes too many Britisn court cere- 
monies. Talk of expensively gowned 
and bejeweled women is resented 


complain that what they hear on 
Western broadcasts is mot strong 
enough to compete with the danger. 


as useless, So it is, too, with word 
of gay gatherings in America, 

The Poles, Czechs, Hungarians, 
Rumanians and others who listen 
don't feel the western broadcasters 
understand them or their countries. 
They get the notion the man at the 
Voice microphone is an actor run- 
ning through a part. 

According to the reports, here’s 
what the satellite listeners want: 

1 Good, solid information about 
the social, economic, political and 
scientific progress of the U.S. and 
the West, to be thrown into the 
balance against Russia's poisonous 
anti-western propaganda, 

2. Clear signs of what the West 
would do when and if it can free 
the satellites from the Russian yoke: 
Do we have a social and economic 
program to take the place of that 
the Communists offer? 

8. Programs which indicate the 
West really understands conditions 
behind the Curtain, 


Vital to this end is the need to 
assure the listener he's being ad- 
dressed in his OWN interest, not in 
America’s or Britain's, He must feel 
he is hearing from a friend, a bro- 
ther, a man who knows him and his 
problems well. 

But the satellite reports suggest 
they’d like to see an expanded Voice 
of America. In effect, they say: strip 
away the frills, the general slogans, 
the excess talk, and focus on hard 
facts well-interpreted, With that 
kind of information, men can keep 
up thei’ courage under tyranny.
